Conn has overruled the demurrer set up 
by the defense in the case of Grigsby 
Thomas et al. v. Alabama and Vicks- 
burg Railroad Company, having had the 
matter under advisement since the last 


tetfm of chancery court of Hinds county. 

This is one of the biggest suits ever 
heard in a Mississippi court, involving $2,- 
000,000. The demurrer contended the claim 
‘was barred by statute of limitation and 
that the bill of complaint did not show 
cause of action, and the overruling has 
the effect of maintaining the claim of 
third mortgage bondholders, If main- 
tained in the supreme court. the further 
effect will be to set aside the sale of the 
Alabama and Vicksburg railroad and re- 
store the property to the Vicksburg and 
Meridian company. 

The case in brief is that in 1889 the 
Vicksburg and Meridian railroad, now 
the Alabama and Vicksburg, was sold 
under a decree of the federal court at 
the instance of the Farmers’ Loan and 
Trust Company, as complainant for hold- 
ers of second mortgage bonds, and with- 
out making hoiders of third mortgage 
bonds parties to the suit. The road was 
purchased by representdtives of the sec- 
ond mortgage bonds, and they organized 
the Alabama and Vicksburg Railroad 
Company. The suit is brought to set 
@side the sale because the third mort- 
gage bondholders were not made parties 
te the action and sale without their 
Knowledge and consent was fraud, The 
Farmers’ Loan and Trust Company, being 
,. trustee for the third as well as the second 
mortgage bonds. was guilty of breach 
-. of t in filing the bili of foreclosure 
without giving them an opportunity to 
protect thelr interests. For this offense 
the Farmers’ Loan and Trust Company is 
asked to be made liable personally to the 
third mortgage bondholders. However, 
the application for a receiver was denied.

The.principal witness called against 
the Markles was James Gallagher, who 
worked in the Markle mines for thirty 
years. He claimed the wages were so 
low that he was always in debt to the 
company, and that in seventeen years 
he had once only received money in 
wages, and that was $0. He further 
testified that he had to deal at the com- 
pany store, the only place where the 
miners could get credit, and the prices 
were from 10 to 20 per cent higher than 
in other places, 

Kept Him in Debt. 

He said he had made large wages, as 
much as $70 a month, and wiped out his 
debt, but the company would then give 
him such bad work that he would imme- 
diately go in debt again. He was evicted 
from his house and refused work, but 
he did not know why employment was 
not given him. The witness, who is about 
sixty years of age and a native of Ire- 
land, kept the court constantly in good 
humor by his wit and sharp answers to 
thrusts by the lawyers. He said a man 
is never called hurt in the mines until he 
is half killed. He was half killed twice, 
he said, which brought the remark from 
Chairman Gray that if he was twice half 
killed then he was now dead. This caused 
much merriment, but it was turned into 
a roar of laughter when the witness re- 
plied that the first half was healed before 
the other half was injured. 

A l2-year breaker boy was called to 
the stand and gave testimony to show 


that he was working at the Markle | 


mines to pay off the debt Incurred by his 
father, who was killed in the mines 
eighteen months ago. 

He received no.pay, but was given due 
bille, showing how much his mother owed 
the company. The due bills also showed 
that the debt his mother was incurrinx, 
such as house rent, etc., was growing fast- 
er than he could reduce it, as he was only 
getting four cents an hour. 


Impure Air in Mines. 

The last witness was Frank Ray, a 
contract miner. He was explaining con- 
ditions in the mines with reference to the 
impure air and was still on the stand 
when the commission at 1 o'clock ad- 
journed until 10 a. m. Monday. The con- 
ditions prevailing at the Lehigh Valley 
Company's mines will be taken up next. 
The miners have a large number of wit- 
nesses they desire to call, and there is at 
this time no indication when the hear- 
ings will be concluded. Some of the 
operators desire to place witnesses on 
the stand in their defense. 

Unless some agreement is reached on 
many of the points at issue, it is likely 
the hearings will run into next month. 
While settlement talk is still heard here, 
nothing of an authoritative nature has 
come to the surface. There is stil] a 
belief prevalent that an agreement on 
some points will be arrived at before the 
commission is ready to make its award.

FAEIHT RATE 
WILL BE PROBED 


Increases To Be ‘Investiga'ed 
by Commerce Commission. 


Order Issued to Traffic Officials of 
Many Roads To Appear in 
Washington and Show the 
Recent Advances Are 
Justified. 


Washington, December 6.—The increasc# 
in freight rates which are shortly to be 
applied on the roads running from the 
Mississippi river and points beyond to 
the east and south will be investigated 
by the interstate commerce commission, 
which has fixed December 16 as the date 
for a hearing to be held at the offices of 
the commisgion in this city. The com- 
missicn has issued an order requiring the 
attendance at the time of the chicf traf- 
fic officials or other representatives quali- 
fied to give information of the follow- 
ing railroads: 

Michigan Central, Lake Shore 
Michigan Southern, Erie railroad, Bal- 
timore and Ohio Railroad Company, the 
Pennsylvania company, Cleveland, Cin- 
cinnati, Chicago and St. Louis, Wabash, 
Baltimore and Oho Southwestern Rail- 
road Company, New York Central and 
Hudson River Railroad Company, Dela- 
ware, Lackawanna and Western railroad, 
Lehigh Valley Railroad Company, Penn- 
sylvania railroad, Southern Railway Com- 
pany, Norfelk and Western, and Chesa- 
peake and Ohio Railroad Company. 

The commission has adopted the fol- 
lowing order: ; 

‘Whereas, it appears from schedules 
on file with the commission that rates 
upon grain and grain products, dressed 
meats and provisions. from the Missis- 
sippi river to New York and points gov- 


erned by the New York rate, are to be 
materially advanced in the near future; 


and, 

‘Whereas, it appears probable’ that 
other advances are to be made which will 
materially increase the general ‘cost of 
transportatiom therefore, ft is 

“Ordered, That a proceeding of inquiry 
and investigation be inst:tuted as to the 
occasion for and propriety of such ad- 
Varces.”’ ; 

Following a similar action by. the Mich- 
igan Central, the Chicago, Indianapolis 
and Louisvilie railroad has filed with the 
commission the required advance notice 
of an increase of five cents to be im- 
posed on dressed meats shipped from Chi- 
cago to New York, making this rate 45 
cents per one hundred pounds, and abol- 
ishing the export rate of 25 cents on pro- 
visions, making a fiat rate of W@ cents 
on provisions. The commission has also 
heen given official notice that the propor- 
tional rates on wheat and flour from 
Kansas City, St. Joseph, Atchison. Leav- 
enworth and other lower Missouri river 
points, which rates apply on business 
from points beyond, have been advanced 
two cents to Chicago. The local rates 
from these points to Chicago have not 
been increased on wheat and flour, but 
on other grain and grain products an 
increase of one cent per hundred pounds 
is to be applied. 

From Ohio. river points, such as Cin- 
cinnati, Louisville, Evansville, New Al- 
pany and Cairo, to Charleston, Atlanta, 
Brunewick and the South Atlantic coast 
generally an increase is to be made of 
four cents on grain and flotr when 
shipped in sacks and of seven cents a 
barrel or three and one-half cents per 
one hundred pounds when shipped in 
barrels. These rates, which are to be 
applied on the Louisville and Nashville, 
Tilinois Central and Southern railroads, 
carry correspofiding increases from Ohio 
river points to Nashville. ‘

The question of the authority of the 


city to tax for its full value the plant, 


of the old Georgia Electric Light Com- 
pany, now a@ part of the Georgia Railway 
and Electric Company, has again come to 
the front and promises to be a subject of 
interesting discussion for the next few 
weeks, 

The latest development in the matter 
is a levy upon the Alabama street proper- 
ty of the company by City Marshal Rilcy 
and the filing of a claim to the property 
by the Georgia RailWay and Electric 
Company, 

The hearing upon the question as to 
whether the city has the right to levy 
on the Alabama street property as the 
property of the Georgia Electr'c Light 
Company or whether it is in fact the 
property of the Georgia Railway and 
Electric Company will be decided by the 


. courts next March, and the legal contest 


will doubtless attract much attention. 
The history of the cgse is probably for- 
gotten by this time by these who have 
manifested an interest in the affairs of 
the city and the corporations, as it be- 
gan during the early part of last year. 
The tax assessors contended at that 
time that on the first of last January 
the merger between the Georgia Electric 
Light Company, the Atlanta Rapid Tran- 


| sit Company and the auanta Railway and 


Power Company had not taken place and 
that each corporation owed the city 
separate taxes for 1900. 

The assessors therefore assessed the 
Georgia Electric Light Company at about 
$1,200,000. Before the first installment of 
taxes should have been paid Comptroller 
General W. A. Wright, of the state, be- 
gan assessing the property of the rail- 
roads. It ‘was understood that he would 
assess the electric lighting plant as rai}- 
road property, as the merger had then 
taken place. 

Upon hearing this the board of tax 
assessors went before the comptroller 
general of the state and urged him not 
to include the plant of the Georgia Elec- 
tric Light Company in his assessment, 
but he insisted upon doing so. 

The city board then proceeded to for- 
mally assess the property of the Georgia 
Electric Light Company at about $1,200, - 
000. Nothing was done about the matter 
until several -weeks ago, when @ fi. fa. 
was issued and placéd in the hands of the 
marshal for collection. 

Marshal Riley made a formal demand 
upon the Georgia Railway and Blectric 
Company for the 1900 taxes of the Georgia 
Electric Light Company. He was re- 
fused. Several days later a representa- 
tive of the company tendered the city a 
check for the electric lighting portien 
of the taxes of the Georgia Railway 
and Electric Company under the assess- 
ment of the comptrolier general. ‘Tne 
city agreed to take the money On &C- 
count, but declined to destroy the fi. fa. 
or give a receipt in full. The tender was 
then withdrawn, 

Followinz this Marshal Riley went to 
the Alabama street building and made 
a formal levy upon it as the pvoperty 
of the Georgia Electric Light Company. 
before he could advertise the lbuliding 
for sale the Gecrgia Railway and Electric 
Company filed a claim of ownership to 
the building, contending that it was not 
the property of the Georgia LEviectric 
Light Company, and that the marshal 
had no right to levy upon it as such. 

Tha Georgia Railway and Electric Com- 
pany then gave bond for the amount of 
taxes the city contends is owed by the 
Georgia Electric Light Company. The

DOES CITY OWN 
THIS PROPERTY 


It Was Bought'in 1893 But 
Railroad Draws the 
Rent, 


The city is now endeavoring, through 
City Attorney James L. Mayson, to as- 
certain whether it will have to wait eigh- 
teen more years before receiving a com- 
plete title to property purchased by the 
municipality in 1893.. The question is one 
of considerable interest at the city hall 
and has been freely discussed by the 
Officials. It is not improbable that a 
Statement of the facts will be made to 
council during the next regular meeting, 
which will take place one week from 
tomorrow. 

The property in question is that which 
was purchased from the state for the Ala- 
bama street extension in 1893. The state 
gave the cit” a title to the property for 
a consideration. At that time it was the 
intention to extend Alabama streét to the 
western portion of the city, crossing the 
ra''road tracks by way of a viaduct. 

iig was never done, however, and the 
matter was allowed to rest until several 
weeks ago, when Alderman Woodwaréc, 
during a meeting of council, presented a 
resolution reciting the faet that the city 
had purchased the property from the 
State, and setting up the claim that the 
railroads are now using the same prop- 
erty, a portion for tracks and a portion 
as a granite yard, the street being rent- 
ed by the Nashville, Chattanooga and 
St. Louis railroad to a firm of granite 
cutters. The resolution called for an in- 
vestigation and for such steps as would 
compel the railroad to refund to the city 
the amount received in rentals for. the 
property. 

When the investigating committee, of 
which Alderman Woodward was chair- 
man, and which was composed also of 
Chairman Glass,- of the street _commit- 
tee, and City Engineer Clayton, went to 
the office of the railroad,. however, the 
three city officials were faced with the 
Statement that the property in question is 
a portion of that which has been leased 
by the state to the Nashville, Chatta- 
nooga and St. Louis railroad, and that it 
is being held and ocupied under that 
lease, which has yet about eighteen years 
to run. 

This was thought to be a rather had 
situation for the city. To have paid for a 
piece of property in 18938 that cannot be 
used until 1921 made a very poor invest- 
ment for the city. 

City Attorney Mayson was appealed to. 
He stated that if the lessee of the West- 
ern and Atlantic road agreed at the time 
of the sale in 1893 to the acquisition of the 
property by the «ity from the state, then 
the property in question passed from the 
control of the lessee at that time and 
ee actually the property of the 
city. 

is now investigating the matter 
and probably by the neXt regular meet- 
ing of council will have the facts suffi- 
ciently established to permit the special 
committee to make a report.

A stand against section elghteen of the: 


pending tax bill before the house of rep- 
resentatives has been taken by the board 
of directors of the Atlanta chamber of 
commerce. In the event that the house 
fails to remove or modify the section the 
directors of the chamber of. commerce 
will ask for a hearing before the senate 
committee in order that the objections of 
the memoers of that organization may 
be stated. 

A resolution has been adopted by the 
board which states the position that has 


been taken regarding the obnoxious sec- 


tion eighteen. It is,as follows: 

“Whereas, The house of representatives 
has in section 18 of the tax bill provided 
for an occupation or privilege tax on 
foreign corporations, ranging from $25 
to $1,000, according to the amount of Ccap- 
ital stock; and, 

‘Whereas, This tax is so framed as to. 
éffect unequally the interests of such 
corporations and the burden of it will 
not fall upon them in proportion to the 
business done in this state, but in pro- 
portion to their waole business, whith 
may cover many states; and, 

“Whereas, In é cases it will be so 
burdensome as to drive out concerns 
which are paying considerable tax on 
merchandise and personal property in this 
state, and also disbursing heavy pay 
tolls to employees, who spend _ their 
money here: and, 

“Whereas, This tax will operate to keep 
out other corporations which may be 
contemplating the establishment in Geor- 
gia of brarich houses which will contribute 
a great deal to the business of the state;

OCCURS AT MIDNIGHT

after 12 o'clock on Sunday night at 
least a score of well-trained cycle riders 
will start on their terrible race of 3,000 
miles at Madison Square Garden:in the 
great international six-day cycle team 
race run annually. ~ Another score of 
riders will watch the start of the contest. 


N EW YORK, December. 5.—(Special 


i These are the mates ofthe riders on 


the track and each will_stand-ready to 
relieve his team mate upon demand. At 
the track side not less than 100 handlers 
of tHe riders, in the royal boxes scores 
of scorers, around the building huydreds 
of employees, all.will be busy whén the 
starting time comes. In, the line Up on 
the track will be representatives of near- 
ly every country of the globe and the 
blood of every nation will be there, 
whether Americanized or not. From every 
section of the United States the American 
riders hail. In every respect the race is 


1 international and the winning team will 


be adjudged the champions of the world 
at this class of riding. For 14 fruitful 
hours this championship struggle will go 
on, finishing next Saturday night at five 
minutes after 10 o'clock. 

From the start to the finish of the great 
race thousands upon thousands of people 
will be in the garden, coming and going 
at every hour of the day, and of the night, 
for day is like night and night is like day 
during the progress of the race. There is 
no rest for the riders, for the attendants 
nor for the thousands who watch the 
game struggle. Taousands spend al: 
their spare moments and incidentally all 
their spare cash in the garden when not 
working. Thousands and thousands of 
people spend entire nights there often 
times, sleeping atodd moments in their 
chairs and waking when some of the 
great sprints stir the garden into a bed- 
lam. No man, no matter how tired, 
sleeps then. Sprint follows sprint so 
regularly that there is Httle opportunity 
to sleep. 

During the progress of the race Madi- 
son Square Garden presents an unusual 
appearance, for at no time of the year is 
there enacted a simildr scene. The prif¥i- 
lege man has brought to the garden All 
the perquisities of a county fair. In the 
track enclosure and in the basement are 
all sorts of devices to separate the in- 
terested spectator from his money. 

In the list of American entries afe a 
majority of the most prominent riders on 
the path. Very prominent among these 
are several teams likely to finish the 
struggie and be in at the death. Strongest 
there are none, for in such a, race long 
chances are taken, not the chances of a 
fall, for laps are returned when lost in 
a fall; not the chances of accident to 
the wheels, for laps are returned when 
lost that way, but the chances of wearing 
out and giving: up. The race is a long 


one and a trying one. Of the teams rated; 


as finishers several are being much talk- 


ed about. Harry Elkes, whose great 
work of 1900 won the race for the McFar- 
land-Elkes combination, is mated this 
year with Eddie Cannon Bald, the cham- 
pion for three years of the sprinters. This 
is Bald’s first venture in six-day riding 
or long distance riding, but in Elkes he 
has a mate who will take the brunt of 
the battle and save his team mate for the 
sprint. When with McFarland in 1900 
Elkes was king of the_track, setting the 
pace continually and fighting off every 
attempt to get away on the part of the 
others. Bald is strong and fast and will 
held his own with the best of the sprint- 
ers. His staying qualities are alone in 
doubt, but those of Elkes never, so that 
it is probable the team will prove a 
strong one. 

Bobbie Walthour, winner of last year’s 
race, is out of the race. Nat Butler, the 
veteran, a man who never lost a lap in a 
six-day race and who always finishes, 
has Charlie Turville as a mate. 

Floyd McFarland, the Californian, and 
Maya, the Erie man, form another team, 
which, apparently, had things about their 
own way until the entries of Elkes and 
Bald and Walthour and Butler were an- 
neunced, when the aspect of things 
changed. This team has prepared care- 
fully for over a month in Atlanta and 
each member is going great guns, pre- 
pared to make the fight in the early part 
of the race.. It might turn out that these 
riders have conditioned too finely. The 
hard riding of several] days would there- 
fore send them stale and cause a setback, 
where others in not’so0 superior condition 
would be better at the close. However 
that may be, McFarland and his mate 
form a strong team, both winners in past 
contests, and the pair will make evefy 
man in the race ride all the way to win. 
McFarland has given tip to many 
that four hours of the strupgle will settle 
a lot, so that it is evidently the intention 
of McFarland and mate to go right out 
after scalps at the jump in an endeavor 
to kill off just as many riders as pos- 
sible. In doing this they may kill them- 
selves off, but that is quite another story. 
MeFarland has had one and Maya three 
broken collar bones within a year and 
should either go inte any sérious fall the 
old breaks are more than likely to be re- 
newed, thus mitigating against the 
chances of the pair very materially. | 

Willie Fenn, the Connecticut black- 
smith, and Patsy Keegan, the “Lynn Irisa- 
man, may be terméd a rather warm pair 
for the start of the race. Providing this 
team goes through the first two or three 
days there will be no question about 
their going through to the finish of the 
race. Fenn is one of the greatest sprinters 
ever known and Keegan is a plugger of 
renown. The frascible tempers enjoyed 
by both riders will mitigate against them,

He was gone just long enough to get his 
single-barrel shotgun and return to. the 
room. 

‘As he entered he saw his father sitting 
on the prostrate form of his mother, 
still striking her in the face. That was 
enough for him, and without a word he 
raised the gun to his shoulder and fired. 

The load of shot took effect in Sikes’ 
face, tearing away a portion of his head. 
Death was instantaneous, 

Colonel John Sikes, of Winder, a broth- 
er of the deceased, and Colonel W. I.

Sikes, have both investigated the case 
and declare that the boy was justifiable 
and that they “will stand up to him in 
the matter. There has been no arrest.

Worse Than Humbert Scan/als. 

Even worse than this scandal, he de- 
clared, was the state of anarchy existing 
within the courts, within the police and 
within’ the government. He called on 
Minister of Justice Valles for an ex- 
planation of the affair and the minister 
made an emphatic rejoinder, declaring 
that the scandals of the republic were far 
less numerous than those of the empire, 
‘which still HMved in memory. He closed 
with the assertion that Frederick Hum- 
bert had been a Boulangist deputy. This 
immediately threw the chamber Into vio- 
lent tumult. the members of the right 
shouting indignant denials. Amid the din 
Deputy Coutant, socialist, exclaimed that 
Minister Valles’ statement was a lie.and 
was known to be a falsification of facts. 
President Bourgeois sought to restore 
order, but in vain. 

The minister of justice, wno had taken 
the tribune, was unable to proceed 
against the tumult, and, quitting the trib- 
une, résumed his place on the ministe- 
rial bench. 

Fought with Fists. 

The group of ministers now became the 
center of an angry demonstration. M. 
Syveton, a nationalist member, made his 
| way toward the ministers, and addressec 
_tnem with angry imprecations. The 
| friends of the ministers and members of 
the left precipitated themselves into the 
space before the tribune towards M. 
Syveton, and the latter was soon second- 
ed by scores of deputies from the right. 
The two angry elements surged back and 
forth, echanging blows witao clenched 
fists, and for several minutes this scene 
| of riotous confusion continued. 
te Premier Combes at last separated him- 
self from his ministerial colleagues and 
mounted the trbune in the hope that he 
would be able to read a décree of the 
government suspending the session, but 
Deputy Coutant already held the tribune 
and refused to vacate it. The premier 
applied to President Bourgeois, who or- 
dered M. Coutant: to descend, but the lat- 
ter again refused. M. Combes withdrew, 
and four guards were summoned ‘to con- 
duct M. Coutant from the tribune. 

In the meantime the disorderly scenes 
on the floor continued, many members of 
the chamber seeking to gain the tribune. 
Finding it impossible to restore order, 
President Bourgeois declared a recess. 

After a recess of fifteen’ minutés the 
session was resumed and the president of 
the chamber called on Mm. Syveton and 
Coutant to apologize for their conduct. 

The seconds of Mm. Syveton and Valle 
will make final arrangements for a meet- 
ing of their principals on Monday. 


Members Are Expelled. 


"M. Coutant made the first response, de- 
claring that he withdrew not a word of 
what he said, and the disorder again 
broke out, but was quickly quelled. Pres- 
ident Bourgeois then asked the chamber 
to act, and an order of censure was 
adopted with temporary explusion, all the 
members of the left and a portion of the 
center party voting for the order. As 
Deputy Coutant remained in his place, 
the usual formalities of expulsion by 
|force were adopted, Colonel de Teissyre, 
commandant of the military at the Palais 
Bourbon, with a platoon of cglonial in- 
fantry. was summoned. The soldiers 
marched into the chamber and Deputy 
Coutant was escorted out amid derisive 
eries from the government supporters and 
the cheers of his friends.

Sketch of Humbert Case. 

The scene in the French. chamber of 
deputies was the culminating act of one 
of the most colossal swindles ever perpe- 
trated. 

The details of the Humbert case were 
so astounding when they were revealed 
as to seem utterly impossible. The prin- 
cipal figure was Mme. Frederic Humbert, 
wife of M. Frederic Humbert, advocate 
of the court of appeals, ex-deputy of the 
Seine et Marne and 
son of the late M. Humbert, minister of 
justice in the capital for the Freycinet 
cabinet, president of the Cour des 
Comptes and vice president of the senate. 

Mme. Humbert was before her marriage 
Mile. Therese D’Aurignac, who came 
from the neighborhood of Touloues. 


The Fortune and the Two Wills. 

Some twenty years ago the news spread 
that: Mme. Humbert had succeeded to a 
fortune estimated at* 100,000,000 francs. 
This was ieft to her, it was alleged, by 
an American named Robert Henry Craw- 
ford, who died at a date that "was never 
precisely given, but probably between 1878 
and 1883, in a country which all the in- 
vestigations of the French tribunals 
could never discover. By a will dated 
September 6, 1877, he left his whole for- 
tune to Mile. Therese d’Aurignac, who 
by that time had become Mme. Therese 
Humbert. She was just about to enjoy 
this unexpected good fortune when she 
one day received the visit of two gentle- 
men—Messrs. Henry and Robert Craw- 
ford. They informed her that they were 
the nephews of R. H. Crawford; and pro- 
duced a will also dated Nice, September 
6, 1877, the same day as the will institut- 
ing Mme. Humbert universal legatee. It 
ran as follows: 

“This is my testament. I desire that 
after my death all I possess shall be di- 
vided into three equal parts, one-third 
for Marie d’Aurignac, one-third to ‘my 
nephew, Henry Crawford, and one-third 
to my nephew, Robert Crawford, under 
conditiom that these latter place in 
France a capital sufficient to produce a 
life annuity for Therese d’Aurignac of 30,- 
000 francs a month.

*“‘Nice, September 6, 1877.”’ 


The Safe. 

The brothers Crawford, however, 
showed themselves generous. They in- 
formed Mme. Humbert that they each 
pessessed.a fortune of four or five hun- 
dred million francs. They, therefore, did 
not desire any money. What they wished 
to do was to carry out the last wishes of 
their uncle, which was to unite the fami- 
lies of Crawford and d@’Aurignac. They 
therefore proposed that one of them 
should marry her. Mme. Humbert point- 
ed out that she was already married. 
They then offered to marry Marie d’Au- 
rignac, her sister. Mme. Humbert drew 
their attention to the fact that she was 
only a schoelgirl. “That does not mat- 
ter,"’ replied the brothers Crawford: “we 
are in No hurry. We will wait. Mean- 
whliie we will appoint you guardian of 
the fortune. You will tnvest it in French 
rentes. From the revenues of this you 
will each year take the 366,000 francs, 
which comes to you in any case; the re- 
mainder, capital and 
terest, will be the dowry of your sister

Litigation and Loans.

ter entered into a compromise in regard 
to the fortune, but afterwards refused to 
carry it out. 
of litigation which has been going on in 
the French law courts for the last twenty 
years. The case has been fought in every 
tribunal in France, from the court of first 
instance up to the court of cassation. 
Dozens of eminent lawyers have been 
engaged on either side, and “stamped 
paper” has been flying in showers. But, 
uae all wars, this one required money. 
By the deed entrusting her with the cus- 
tody of the fortune Mme. Humbert could 
not touch~a penny of it without forfeit- 
ing all her rights to it. She and her hus- 
band, therefore, began to borrow on the 
security of the 100,000,000 francs inclosed 
in the mysterious safe; and year after 
year their debts accumulated, till now 
thev stand at over 40,000,000 francs. Every 
bank in France, from the Banque de 
France to the smallest house, and every 
financier in Paris, large or small, has 
made advances to Mme, Humbert. ‘Inis 
mysterious litigation engulphed fortunes; 
many people ruined themselves, and a 
trail of suicides has been formed by this 
extraordinary case, 

No one evef saw the brothers Crawford. 
The tnly tangible proof of their exist- 
ence is that counsel have pleaded for 
them in, every court of France and Na- 
varre. The advocates, however, had 
never seen thelr clients. 

Meanwhile Mme. Humbert and her hus- 
band were living in magnificent style. 
Their mansion in the Avenue de la Grand 
Armee was filled to overflowing with pic- 
tures, Statuary, and art treasures of all 
kinds. They had half a dozen chateaux 
in the country, their steam yacht on the 
Seine, and their box at the opera. All 
the leading political men of the day were 
at their entertainments, and only two 
or three years ago the report spread that 
M. Deschanel, the president of the cham- 
ber of deputies, Was engaged to Mlle. 
Marie d@’Aurignac, the recalcitrant flancee 
of the brothers Crawford. 


The Game Up. 


But as there ig an end to all human) 


affairs, the mystification could not last 
forever. ‘sve president of the civil tribu- 
nal, M. Forrichon, Insisted on being given 
proof of the existence of the brothers 
Crawford, and refused to allow their ad- 
vocate to plead until their exact address 
was known. Then a creditor—a M. Morel 
—moved that the fortune should be re- 
moved from the custody of Mme. Hum- 
bert and placed in.the hands of a cura- 
tor, nominated by the court. This Me. 
Du Built, Mme. Humbert’s counsel, op- 
posed, but he suggested that to reassure 
the creditors the famous safe should be 
opened, the envelopes unsealed in the 
presence of the president of the chamber 
of notaries and Me. Lanquest, the notary 
of Mme. Humbert, and an inventory made 
of their contents. This the court ordered 
to be carried out 6n Friday at 1 o'clock. 
Twenty-four hours later the situation was 
complicated py a creditor lodging a for- 
mal charge of swindling against Mme. 
Humbert. The result of this was that 
the criminal authorities were also repre- 
sented at the opening of the famous safe.

The Opening of the Safe. 

This extraordinary affair had roused 
such interest in Paris that when the nour 
came for the arrival of the notaries and 
magistrates the Humbert mansion was 
surromnded by a crowd of several thous- 
and people.

CRAP SHOOTERS ARRESTED 


Captain in Charge Olaims He Knew 
Nothing of Gambling—One of 
the Prisoners Said the 
Game Was Known to 
the Captain. 


A raid and a very remarkable raid was 
made last night at 11:8 o'clock on the 
Salvation Army ten-cent lodging house 
at No. 64 1-2 Decatur street and five men 
were caught shooting craps in the office 
of the army.

MEXICO ON GOLD BASIS. 


American Capital To Seek Employ- 
ment in the Great Republic. 
End to Fluctuation. 


New York, December 6.—The determina- 
tion of the Mexican government to estab- 
lish that country on a financial basis gim- 
ilar to that adopted in Japan, which went 
from a silver to a gold basis some five 
years ago, has been welcome news in 
financial and industrial circles. When 
Mexico carries @dut this programme the 
value of the Mexican silver dollar wil] be 
fixed at 50 cents. This will put an end 
to the wide fluctuations in the value of 
money which have proved so serious in 
the business relations of Mexico with oth- 
er countries. It is a well known fact 
that one of the most wvrominent bafiking 
houses in this city, having international 
relations with Mexico, is now arranging 
to secure the gold required by the Mexi- 
can government to make the basis for its 
circulating medium. 

In this city, where so many Mexican 
enterprises have offices, the officials in 
charge say that the Mexican government 
will, by establishing values on a gold 
basis, stop the wide fluctuations which 
have done much to embarrass the com- 
mercial development of Mexico. The an- 
nouncement of the change to a gold ba- 
sis will be immediately followed by the 
influx of capital from the states, and en- 
terprises will be at once undertaken which 
will rapidly promote the prosperity of the 
Mexican republic. No better pulse of the 
situation exists than the Mexican Central 
Railway Company, which traverses the 
great republic from El] Paso, on the Tex- 
as line, to the City of Mexico; and from 
Tampico, on the gulf of Mexico, to Man- 
zanillo, on the Pacific. This great road

In a cell alone, except for the strong 


or, passed the day pacing the length and 
breadth of his apartments pondering over 
his deeds, which sent him to the Bibb 
county jail. 

Phelman's wife is unrelenting and de- 
clines positively to turn her hand for her 
husband, saying he is better off in jail 
than upon the streets, and that she and 
boarders are safer in his absence from 
the home than when he is present. 

Officers, who have been investigating 
the case, have added paragraphs to the 
story of the Phelman home, which en- 
rich the recital no little. It appears that 
Mrs. Phelman, who-was a widow, was 
running a boarding house when she met 
the tailor. He is a wan of pleasant ad- 
dress and found it no hard task to win 
his way into the heart, as well as the 
home, of the widow, who is herself a good 
looker. Goon after the marriage, Phel- 
man's appetite for strong drink manifest- 
ed itself. At first he appeared able te 
control himself, but within a short time 
all restraint disappeared and drunken- 
ness increased. Though quiet and order- 
ly when sober, Phelman was boisterous 
and quarrelsome while drinking, and on 
more than one occasion has made the 
Phelman home unpleasant, not only for 
his wife and her daughter, but for tne 
boarders. More than one guest of the 
house has sought other quarters on 4dc- 
count of his manner. Mrs. Phelman has 
made complaint in ‘the past, but up to 
the trial of the case yesterday, a report 
of which appeased in The Constitution, 
Phelman has been able to escape punish- 
ment. 

In their investigation today, an investi- 
gation made to secure evidence to be used 
in the trial of Phelman in the gtate 
courts, it develops that while Mrs. Phel- 
man was at the city hall laying her coum- 
plaint before the officials and seeking 
advice her husband came in. The lady 
was in a private office and the husband 
practically forced his way in. He seemed 
to know his wife was there, and came 
into the office without even knocking at 
the door: Only the peremptory orders 
of the official prevented a quarrel then 
and there, not that the lady was inclined 
to exchange words with the man, but be- 
cause he manifested an inclination to 
make a rough house of it.

Mrs. Phelman expressed 
n fear of him to the officers, but, like 
the officers, took his promise not to make 
trouble and went to her home. Phelman 
disrégarded his promise, howéver, and 
went direct from the city hall to the 
home. In one room was a lady boarder 
who, hearing Phelman’s voice in the hall- 


way, closed her room door and locked it, 
Phelman ordered her to open the door, 
€eclarine he wouli break it down if she 
did not do so. The lady refused to open 
the door, saying: 

“If you break in that door you'll do 
it at your peril. I'll shoot you sure if you 
enter this room.”’ 

Phelman paid no heed to the remark, 
and threw his weight against the door. 
It gave way, and through the open- 
ing he started. Just inside the door stool 
the lady with the gun in her hand. With 
a steady hand she held it. The muzzle 
was pointed right at the intruder’s 
breast. On the woman's face there was 
a look of determination. 

“One step more,’ she said, “and you 
are a dead man. I mean it.’’ 

Phelman was staggered. Opposition to 
his wishes in that house was something 
new. A glance at the woman's face so- 
bered him. He was convinced that she 
held his life in her hands. A second he 
hesitated, ard then turning quickly about 
he made his way off. That act convinced 
Mrs. Phelman that her husband's prom- 
ises were no good, and his arrest imme- 
diately followed. Jailer Stephan says 
Phelman is the most disconsolate guest 
he has entertained in his long service at 
the Palace de Bibb. For twenty-four 
hours he has paced his cell floor, sighing 
and moaning, all the time promising to 
be good if only given one more chatice.

HEALED AT LAST 


Young Millionaire Duryea Is 
Now Thinking of Yachting, 


Story of One of the Most Remarkabie 
Recoveries in the History of 
Surgery~Duryea’s Neck in 
a Oast for Many 
Months. 


New York, December 6.—(Specta!l.)—Wal- 
ter Duryea, the young Brooklyn million- 
aire who four years ago, while diving In 
shallow water at Glen Cove, broke his 
neck and for a long time hovered Dbe- 
tween life ang death, has so far recovered 
as to think of his once favorite pasttime 
of yachting. 

Duryea has not entirely recovered from 
the paralysis resulting from the accident. 


For many months he lay in a cast unable 


to move, and the most skilled surgeons 
attended him night and day. Being 4 
young athletic man, there was hope that 
the broken vertebrae might knit together, 
inasmuch as it was discovered that the 
spinal cord was not broken but only 
bruised. 

The surgeons kept him in the cast for 
many months until they were satisfied 
that a sufficfent length of time had 
elapsed for the knitting together of the 
vertebrae. Slowly young Duryea's 
strength returned, and when it was dis- 
covered that his ability to take food was 
not impaired, and that the digestive func- 
tions were in working order, then it was 
that little by little the plaster fetters 
were removed 

On the removal of the cast it was dis- 
covered that Duryea was a paralytic. 

The young invalid was encouraged by 
the surgeons, who told him that with ex- 
treme care and caution he would slowly 
regain the use of some of his limbs, if not 
all of them. The young man followed the 
directions faithfully, and with the con- 
stant care of trained nurses began to 
recuperate and found that health and life 
were returning to his palsied limbs. 

His gain has been sd great that his 
mind turns to his favorite sport, yacht- 
ing. He has ordered at 6-foot steam 
yacht of special design outlined by him- 
self to meet his requirements. 

The forward deck of this novel boat 
will be flush and covered with a sun awn- 
ing. In the after deck there will be a 
cabin taking in the full width of the boat. 
The entire upper part of this cabin wili 
be fitted with plate glass windows to drop 
into pockets like those of a street car.

Lee ts a believer in the doctrine that 
all things work together for good, and 
that from the worst action good may 
result. He seems to think that his recent 
trovble has been the means of his own 
Salvation, and says that since he is now 
ready to die he.is anxious for the time 
to come that it may all be over. 

He says that he is fully persuaded that 
he is prepared to go to his Creator, that 
his soul will be saved after death. One 
of his favorite chapters in the Bible is 
St. Luke xxili, and the verses in this 
chapter which he reads more often than 
any others are Nos, 42 and 43, where it 
is recorded one of the thieves which 
were crucified with Christ asks to be re- 
membered when He comes into his king- 
dom, and Christ replies: ‘‘Today shalt 
thou be with me in Paradise.”’ 

Lee’s heatth continues good. and his 
appetite never fails, though he is pale 
and looks weak on account of the close 
confinement. He has an air of resigned 
sadness about him. 

The hanging on the day before Christ- 
mas eve will be a strictly private affair. 
No one will be admitted except the of- 
ficers, a physician, a minister, and such 
friends and relatives as the condemned 


man may desire to be present.,

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Franchise Tax het Discussed Be- 
fore Senate FinanceCommittee 


Hearing Lasted Many Hours Yester- 
day. and the Representatives of 
Various Corporate Interests - 


Argued Against the 
Candler Measure. 


For more than five hours yesterday af. 
ternoon the finance committee of the 
senate heard argument pro and con on 
the several proposed bills designed to tax 
franchises in Georgia. After the hearing 
the committee held a short meeting and 
decided to meet again tomorrow morn- 
ing at 9 o’clock in the rooms of the sec- 
retary of the senate to further consider 
the matter with a view to making a re- 
port at the earliest possible moment. 

It is believed that the committee will 
make a report favorable to a tax on 
franchises, but it may be that what- 
ever report is made will be in the nature 
of a substitute for the Candler measure 
and will carry out the idea of an occu- 
pation tax rather than a specific tax on 
franchises. 

Mr. Candler, of DeKalb, author of the 
franchise tax act which passed the house 
several days ago as a substitute to the 
bill by Mr. Reid, of Campbell, urged the 
passage of that measure, while a number 
of gentlemen representing various corpo- 
rate interests argued against that and 
other bills before the committee which 
seek to make franchises subject to the 
same taxation as other property. 


yesterday morning, at which time Mr. 
Candler opened the argument by ex- 
plaining the provisions of the house 
measure, Which, he said, provided the 
necessary machinery by which the state 
could get at the taxable value of fran- 
chises. Judge Hamilton McWhorter, rep- 
resenting the Southern, presented argu- 
ment against the bill duing the morning 
session. 
Arguei Against Bill. 

Judge McWhorter said the Candler bill 
was contrary to the uniformity clause 
of the constitution and sought to sét out 
what franchises.were liable for taxation. 
During the afternoon session Henry R. 
Goetchins, representing water power 
companies at Columbus, asserted that 
the adoption of the bill would prevent 
the necessary industrial development of 
the state. J. Randolph Anderson, of Sa- 
vannah, representing railroad interests, 
argued against the measure along some- 
what similar lines. 

Preston 8. Arkwright, of Atlanta, pres- 
ident of the Georgia Railway and Electric 
Company, contended that such a law 
would be a great and unnecessary hard- 
ship on interests such as he represented. 
He said his company, in addition to pay- 
ing an ad valorem tax, had paid many 
hundreds of thousands of dollars during 
the past ten years to the city of Atlanta 
for street paving, artd also pala a. certain 
percentage tax on its gross receipts. To 
put a tax on its franchises, he thought, 
would be unjust. 

Others who argued against the Dill 
were Hon. Roland Ellis, of Macon, rep- 
resenting street railway interests in that 
city: Colonel T. B. Felder, of Atlanta, 
representing telephone and telegraph in- 
terests; Colonel D. B. Dyer, of Augusta, 
representing street railway interests; W. 
C. Boykin, of Augusta, representing 
street railway interests and also a pro- 
posed water power company on the Sa- 
vannah river. 


Hon. Ed T. Brown, of Atlanta, repre- 


senting the Seaboard Air Line, declared 


that it would be a sad day for the state 
of Georgia when.such a bill as was con- 
templated was passed. He said it would 
prevent the building of railroads and 
would effectually shut out capital that 
might desire to be invested here. Other 
states in the south, he said, encouraged 
capital by exempting new industries 
from taxation for certain periods and 
Georgia could not afford to shut its doors 
in the face of industrial development. 
Colonel Brown was followed by Major 
James B. Cumming, of Augusta, repre- 
senting the Georgia railroad. He argued 
briefly against the passage of the bill. 


Question Was Important. 
Albert Howell, Jr., stated that a few 


of the railroads in Georgia paid one- 
eighth of the taxes of the entire state 
and that the companies that would be 
affected by the measure now pay one- 
fifth of the total amount of taxes of the 
state He declared that these roads 


certainly did not own more than one-fif- 
tieth of the property of the state. He 
was of the opinion that ete ge rs 
reat importance to set 

Hed pack anott notio’ and believed that 
all companies interested ought to have 
ample opportunity to be heard on the 
matter hefore final action was taken. 

Judge Marcus W. Beck, of Griffin, rep- 
resenting the American Bell Telephone 
Company, spoke against the bill, and 
Hon. John D. Little, of Columbus, for- 
mer speaker of the house, told of the 
work that had been done some years 
ago by the legislative tax commission, of 
which he had been a member. This com- 
mission, he stated, was in constant sés- 
gion for upward of five months and had 
given the question of taxes every possi- 
ble consideration and investigation. He 
was of the opinion that the bill under 
discussion carried a constitutional point 
which ought to be looked into thorough- 
ly before action wee taken. 

Mr. Candler ma&de_ the concluding 
speech, in which he said the measure 
would certainly accomplish the good that 
was intended. He read statements to 
show that railroads and other companies 
had returned for taxation their track- 
age at so much per mile and yet, “when 
they camé to borrow money, they gave 
mortgages based on a material increase 
in the value of their lines per mile. 

“The difference between the two 
amounts,” said he, “represents sot!fie- 
thing—probably the value of the fran- 
chise—and I think there should be some 
way in which the state can get at that 
difference in value which is all on the 
side of the company.” ,

Constitution Bureau, 
Browh House, 
Macon, Ga., December 6. 

The Shippers’ Compress Company, a 
corporation less than 4 year old, has been 
leading the two compresses here, the Cen- 
tral and the English combine, both of 
which are under the control of the At 
lantic compress, a merry race since the 
day its doors were thrown open for busi- 
ness. 

But within forty-eight hours, reckon- 
ing from Monday’s opening, the Shippers 
will go ofit of business as far as the com- 
pressing of the fleecy st&ple is concerned, 
and the patrons of that corporation will 
Once more be dealing with the combine 
which put the Shippers machinery to 
work. Hundreds of bales of cotton are 
carried to the compresses here every day 
to be worked over for box cars, flat cars 
and ocean boats. There were three or 
four of these machines at work here when 
th Atlantic corporation came in and made 
a lease. Within a short time after the 
trade was made the cotton buyers of the 
city began to kick against the scale of 
prices presented for the work done. New 
features were added to the price list and 
against these the cotton buyers objected. 
But there was no other place for the work 
and the cotton mén found themselves 
powerless. a 

A few of the larger buyers of the city 
finally got together and leased the old 
Union compress plant. A company was 
formed with B. B. Ford as president 
and R. Cc. Hazelhurst as secretary and 
treasurer. 

The new corporation went to work on 
a scale of prices more satisfactory to the 
buyers than the Atlantic presented and 
within a short time had quite a promising 
business. Then the ol@ combine began 
negotiating wita its rival, young though 
strong. One proposition after another 
was submitted, but the parties could hot 
get together. It was a price too high 
that prevented the trade. Within the last 
forty-eight hours. tae trade was pushed 
with an activity and energy unknown in 
the past and with the result that an 
agreement was practically reached late 
tonight at the home of William Fleet- 
wood on College street, one of tae heavy 
holders in the Shippers. Just what the 
figures were has not been given out and 
in all probability will not be known until 
the transfer papers are given to the 
county clerk for recording. The price, 
however, is considered a good one by 
those knowing tne figures. It is safe to 
say that five figures will be used in de- 
scribihg that fart of tae deal.

End Came to Ex-Speaker 
of House at 12:10 
A. M. 


Washington, December 7.—Thomas 
Brackett Reed, former speaker of the 
house of representatives, and for many 


} years prominent in public life, died here 


this morning at 12:10 o’clock, in his apart- 
ments in the Arlington hotel. The imme- 
filate cause of death was uraemia, Mr. 
Reed had been confined to his bed since 
Tuesday last. 

A change for the worse was noted in 
Mr, Reed's condition early yesterday. At 
9:30 o’clock yesterday forenoon he was 
given a subcutaneous saline transfusion 
in Order to stimulate his kidneys, which 
were failing to perform their proper func- 
tion. At 5 o’Glock yesterday afternoon 
saline solution again was administered, 
about 8 qharts of fipid being used. The 
heart became weaker and weaker, but the 
patient retained consciousness unt?) 11 
o'clock last night, when a complete coma 
came on, 


At the Death Bed. 

At the bedside when he died were Mrs. 
Reed and Miss Catherine Reed, Drs. Gard- 
ner, MacDonald, Bishop and Goodnow, 
and the nurses. Dr. Goodnow, who had 
been in consultation with the local phy- 
sicians since Thursday, was again sum- 
moned from: Philadelphia yesterday and 
arrived here at 9:30 last night. 

Mr. Reed’s' mind was in such a ‘state 
during the day that he did not realize 
the seriousness of his condition. He was 
cheerful and conversed with those about 
his bedside. When it ‘became apparent that 
he would not survive his illness, the wife 
and daughter were notified ahd they re- 
mained constantly at the bedside until 
the distinguished patient breathed his 
last. | 

With only a faint hope of saving his 
life, oxygen was administered through- 
out the day. 

It was stated last night that Mr. Reed 
had been suffering from Bright's disease 
for some time. This ailment reached the 
acute stage yesterday and furnished an 
additional cause for alarm. Mr. Reed 
passed away peacefully and without 

ain. 
io arrangements have been made for 
the funeral. 

Mr. Reed Suddenly Stricken. 

Mr. Reed reached Washington Sunday, 
having come to attend to some matters 
in the United States supreme court. He 
was at the capitol Monday visiling with 
friends and former associates in eongress 


7+and witnessed the convening of the sec- 


ond session gf the fifty-seventh con- 
gress. Apparertly he was enjoying good 
health, but later in the day he called 
on Dr. Gardner and complained of gas- 
tric distress. 

Tne following day his physician com- 
pelled him to remain in bed while a 
diagnosis was made of his condition. 

Mr,. Reed was strongly adverse to stay- 
ing in bed, but a rise in temperature 
made it imperative that he remain quiet. 
Symptoms of appendicitis appeared, 


though his condition was not considered 
as alarming. <A trained nurse rematned 


with him throughout Tuesday night and 
the pdtient showed signs of improve- 
ment. | 

Mrs. Reed and daughter, Miss Kittie, 
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arrived Wednesday and have rémained 
with Mr. Reed at the Arlington hotel 
since. 

On Thursday both physicians announced 
appendical symptoms were abating, but 
that kidney trouble had developed, giv- 
ing a@ more serious aspéct to the case, 
Dr. T. L. McDonald was summoned from 
Philadelphia for consultation. An at- 
tack of nausea Friday night distressed 
those attending because of his weakened 
condition. Today’s bulletins offered lit- 
‘tle or no encouragement. 


Sketch of His Life. 

Tnomas Brackett Reed, thirty-first 
speaker of the house of representatives, 
was born October 18, 1839, in Portland, 
Me., in the common schools of which city 
he received his early education. In 1860 
he was graduated from Bowdoin, win- 
ning one of the highest honors of the 
college, the prize for excellence in Eng- 
lish composition. The next four years 
were spent by Mr. Reed in teaching and 
in the study of law. Before his admission 
to the bar, however, he was appointed 
acting assistant paymaster of the United 
States navy, serving on the “‘tin-clad’’ 
Sybil, which patrolled uneventfully on tae 
Tennessee, Cumberland and Mississippi 
rivers. After his discharge in 1866, Mr. 
Reed returned to Portland, paseed the 
bar, and éntered on the practice of nis 
profession. : 

Three years later he was elected as a 
republican to the legislature of the state 
of Maine. In 1869 he was reelected to the 
house agd in 1870 made atate senator, from 
which sition he passed to that of at- 
torney general of the state the same 
year. In September, 1876, he was elected 
to the forty-fiftm congress of the United 
States, which assembled in December, 
1877. 

Mr. Reed was elected to congress con- 
tinuously until he finally declined reelec- 
tion. In the forty-sixth congress hig skill 
us a debater was recognized, and at this 
period he made also a set speech in de 
fense of the presencé of United States 
marshais at electiona in the south. <As 
chairman of the judiciary committee he 
introduced and secured the passage, by 
the forty-seventh congress, of the Dill 
distributing the balance of the Geneva 
award. His influence each year becoming 
more strongly marked, the leadership of 
his party was finally conceded to him and 
_in the forty-ninth and fiftieth congresses 
the complimentary nomination to “the 
speakership was tendered him by the fre- 
publicans. In the fifty-first, that party 
having attained the ascendancy, he was 
elected speaker on the first ballot. In 
the first days of his administration of the 
office much gpposition was made by the 
minority to the enforcement of what Mr. 
Reed believed his constitutional power to 
count members present in the house as 
participating in a vote despite their re- 
fusal to use their privilege.

While Mr. Reed was serving his first 
term as speaker he figured in some of 
the stormijest scenes ever enacted in con- 
gress, the democrats, un@er the leadership 
of the late Charles F. Crisp, of rgia, 
fighting the enforcement of the Reed 
rules at every stage. It was during this 
fight that Mr. Reed was given the soubri- 
quet of “cgar,’’ which has clutg to him 
ever since. 

Four years ago Mr, Reed retired from 
congress and has since resided in New 
York engaged in the practice of law. 


North American Review articles upon 
“Our ‘Outlying Province,’ Alaska, ‘‘De- 
mocracy at St. Louis,’’ “The President's 
Letter,” being that of Mr. Cleveland ac- 
cepting the nomination for the presi- 
dency, and “The Limitations of the 
Speakership.”

The nexi morning the Yaqulis took the 
body of ‘‘California Dan” and suspended 
it from the limb of a tree growing by 
the road. Wilson was then released and 
told by the Mexicans to bury the body. 


SATILLA RIVER 
REACHES LIMIT 


Water Is Subsiding and Rait- 
road Bridges Are Being 
Replaced. 


Waycross, Ga., December 6.—(Special.)— 
The Satilla river, which has been for the 
past eighteen hours on a boom, reached 
high-water mark this morning at daylight 
and a short time afterwards the wagers 
began to sicwly subside, 

The county bridge situated two miles 
from Waycross is safe and is how con- 
sidered out of danger, unlets some of 
the logmeén’s logs get loose and run into 
it.

Railroad officials will con- 
tinue to deliver the mails at the small 
towns between Waycross and Nicholls, 
but no passengers or express will be 
taken until the washouts are repaired. 

In transferring the mails this morning 
a counle of boate“were compelled to go 
over a mile before dry land could be 
reached. A large force of men will be 
kept at work night and day, and Super- 
intendent Bonnyman believes that trains 
will be running regularly again by next 
Thursday. In the meantime the Atlantic 
and Birmingham stops in this city are 
constructing boats, which will be used 
to transfer the mails and for other pur- 
poses.

wew York, Dec. 6,—On Tuesday and 
“wednesday of last week the officers and 
girectors of the Pacific Mail Steamship 
Company and of the Newport News Ship- 
/pallung and Dry Dock Company en- 
terained a remarkable assemblage of men 
congpicuous in finance and commerce on 


; poard the steamship “Siberia,” at Pier 40, 


North River. The occasion was a memor- 
able one. It was peculiarly significant for 
the two-fold reason that at this time 
emmercial enterprise is setting toward 
china and industrial enterprise is striving 
to lead the world in shipbuilding. The 
steamship ‘‘Siberia” was, in a measure, 
regarded by the financiers and merchants 
who inspected this noble type of passen- 
ger vesse] as an.embodiment of both 
ideas. Destined for the trans-Pacific ger- 
vice of the Pacific Mail Company, the 
“siperia’’ will contribute to the China 
trade} and being, wither sister ship, the 
“Korea,” the largest ships: ever built in 
an American shipyard, they become typl- 
cal examples of American skill and brains 
in the art of shipbuilding. 

The ‘Korea’ was launched at the yards 
ef the Newport News Shipbuilding and 
Dry Dock Company in March, 1901, and 
the “Siberia’’ in October of the same 
year. Each has a displacement of 18,600 
tons, which is 1,600 tons more than that 
ef our largest battleships. Their other 
dimensions are length all over, 572 feet; 
length between perpendiculars, 650 feet; 
beam, 6 feet; depth, 40 feet; draught, 27 
feet. The ships were designed for a sus- 
tained speed of 18 kuots an hour, direct 
acting quadruple expansion engines, de- 
signed to develop 18,000 indicated h. p. on 
% revolutions per minute, These sister 
ships are an honor to American brains 
and skill. Both were built for the Orien- 
tal service of the Pacific Mall, and both 
far exceeded, on their trial tripa. the con- 
tract speed required of them, The “Ko- 
rea” has already reflected honor ‘on her 
builders by making the passage from Yo- 
kohama to San Francisco In ten days, 
thereby breaking all records by throe 
days, The “‘Siberia’’ will proceed leisurely 
around the Horn and in January next 
enter the trans-Pacific service.

but the most speedy warship of its 
class in any navy. The record of the 
launches at this yard, of which the State 
of Virginia is herself especially proud, 
speak eloquently of the work done in the 
fourteen years since it was established 
which, in ¢gomparison with the history 
of shipyards over the world are few in- 
deed in which to bring to perfection so 
stupendous an undertaking. 

The world has not had time yet to for- 
get the exploits during the Spanish War 
of such vessels as the “Nashville,” 
“Helena,” ‘*‘Yankee,’” “Prairie,” ‘Yose- 
mite,” “Dixie,” Buffalo,” and “Solace,” 
and these vessels were built by the New- 
port News Shipbuilding and Dry Dock 
Company for merchant service and were 
found by the Government to be specially 
valuable as fast cruisers, gunboats and 
dispatch ships, It was the gunboat ““Nashb- 
ville” which captured the first prise of 
the war. It was the “Nictheroy,” for- 
mertiy the “El Cid," which, backed by 
her big dynamite ‘“‘Long Tom, ” brought 
the trouble in Brazilian waters to a close 
with ridiculous qickness. The North 
German Lioyd steamship ‘Main,” one 
of the victims of the Hoboken fire, was 
rebuilt there at a cost of $600,000. Last 
year the yard launched séven vessels, six 
for the merchant marine, and one first 
class battleship. The ‘‘Kearsarge’”’ and the 
“Kentucky” are téo well known to be 
more than mentioned, having super-im- 
posed turrets, a novelty in war vessels, 
which has aroused wide discussion in 
marine circles. 


When the Illinois Was Built. 

Last year the Newport News Company 
delivered the battieship “‘I}linois’’ to the 
Government. She has proved to be the 
fastest ship of her class, not only in our 
Navy, but in the navies of the world. On 
her trial trip she made the remarkable 
speed of 17.45 Knots an hour, exceeding 
the r@ords of her sistér sh€ps the “Ala- 
bama”’ and ‘‘Wisconsin,” which were con- 
structed in other yards. The tonnage of 
vesseis built at the yard in 1901 amounted 
to 53,30. A feature of the work of’ the 
yard which is always subordinated ¥% the 
public mind to the construction itself of 
ships, is the repair work.

This is a question that is going the 
rounds of the capitol since the adoption 
of the section putting an occupation tax 
on foreign corporations doing business in 
Georgia. It is quietly being hinted that 
the opposition may defeat the bill un- 
less this section is taken out. One mem- 
ber «aid as much, and declared that the 
blame would be upon the advocates of 
that tax, ff an extra session should have 
to be called, as would be the case if the 


bill should fail to pass. 

“That’s only a threat made for effect,” 
gaid a member of the side favoring this 
tax. “They would never dare to Kill the 
bill because they know the people would 
hold them responsible for the extra 6ea- 
sion should one be neld.”’ 

The opponents of this otcupation tax 
are making every possible effort to have 
the section cut out of the bill. For about 
an hour yesterday the floor of the house 
was the scene of filibustering, turmoil 
and confusion, that would have done 
credit to the days of the old depot bill. 
So pronounced was it that it led to the

HOUSE REDUCES 
- GENERAL TAX 


Hall Amended Increasing I 
to 6,22 Is Killed, 


Only Four Members Voted for the 


Increase—Mr. Reid Made Strong 
Appeal in Behalf of People. 
Bill To Run for Two 
Years. 


The house yesterday voted down tne 
amendment to thé géneral tax bill by 
Mr. Hall, of Bibb, to increase the general 
tax rate to 6.22 mills, by the large ma- 
jority of 111 to 4. 

The bill as reported by the ways and 
means committee fixed the genera] tax 
rate at 6 mills, of which 3.18 mills is for 
genéral ‘purposes and 1.82 milis for the 
common: scaco]l fund. In addition there 
is a tax of .23 mills for the sinking furmi, 
making a total of 5.23 mils, or $.23 on 


$1,000. 

Mr. Hall’s amendment proposed to 
make the tax for gen¢era] purposes 4.17 
mills, an increase of .99 mills. This would 
put ‘the total at 6.22. 

Mr: Halil declared this increase in the 
tax rate was absolutely necessary in 
view of the extravagant appropriations 
made by the house. He said he was ready 
to meet his full saare of the responsi- 
bility, having fought as he did against 
the increased appropriations. 

Dr. Kelly, of Glascock, spoke against 
Mr. Hall’s amendment. Mr. Deal, of 
Bullock, ~ provoked; laughter by saying. 
‘| realy don’t think my friend from ws... 
is serious in his effort te increase the 
tax rate.”’ He urged that the amendment 
be killed. 

“I. wisa to enter an appeal in behalf 
of the peopie of the state upon; whom the 
great burden of taxation falls,” said Mr. 
Reid, of Campbell, in apposing an in- 
crease in the raté. ““‘Whenever an attempt 
ig*made to pit a tax on the nefarious 
business of -pool seling on $e a oppe 
nents appear on the floor of this house 
and efforts are thwarted to coNect a tax 
from suca a just:source as this. The tax 
on bucket shops was warmly opposed by 
many -members, but no one has appeared 
in defense of the people who are ¢carry- 
ing. their full share of the burden. Jn the 
name of the people, 1 protest against any 
increase above 5 milis in the genera] tax 
rate.””.: - 

The yeas.and nays were called on Mr. 
Hail’s motion aad it was lost by. a vote 
of.10 to 4. he members. who voted for 
the increased: rate. were Messrs. Hall, 
of Bibb; Crumbly, of Stewart; Gaulden, 
of Brooks, and Hixon, of Sumter. 

The committee's section fixing the tax 
rate at 6 mills was then: adopted by a 
large majority vote, : 

Applicable for Two Years. 

The house adopted an amendment by 
Mr. Grice, of Pulaski, making the general 
tax bill applicable for two-years, 1903 and 
1904, instead of only 190. 

Mr. Hall, of Bibb, strenuously opposed 
this amendment, declaring that the house 
had already expressed itself on this sub- 
ject, and that the bill had been preparéd 
only for one year. He said there might 
be many important changes to be made 
next year. 

The amendment, however, was adopted 
by a vote of 66 to 22, and Mr. Hall gave 
notice of a motion to reconsider. 

The usual formal sections of the bill 
relating to the machinery of making re- 
turns and collecting taxes were adopted 
without discussion, and the bill was then 
in suas for final action by the house. 

Mr. Reid, of Campbell, called the pre- 
vious question on the bill as amended 
— after 1 o'clock, during the confusion 
n_ the-house, but the bill was ordered 
tabled before the main question could be 
ordered. The bill will come up for finai 
action tomorrow morning.

Thig is considered by many one of the { 


most radical ‘amendments. to the general 
tax bill ever adopted by the house, and 


great interest was-manifested in the de-. R 


bate and in .the result. 

No warmer fight has ever been made at 
this session than that on this section of 
the general tax Dill, which proposes to 
put this graduated tax on all foreign 
corporations doing business in Georgia. 

The debate on this section was begun 
on Friday and occupied an hour before 
the adjournment of the regular session. 
When the house adjourned Friday, Mr. 
Dunbar, of Richmond, was speaking 
against the amendment, and he resumed 
the floor. Mr. Dunvar argued that the 
proposed amendment would strike down 
industries throughout the state, and gave 
examples of industrial development that 
would be checked by such a tax as that 
proposed by the ways and means com- 
mittee. 

Others who spoke against the amend- 
ment, were Messrs. Slaton, of Fulton; 
Franklin, of Washington; and Felder, of 
Bibb. Messrs. Candler, of DeKalb; Wom- 
ble, of Upson; and Deal, of Bulloch; 
spoke for the amendment and urged its 
adoption. 

Opposition to the Tax. : 

It was urged against the amendment 
that it was in the nature of an embargo 
act upon industries which were being 
favited to comie into the state. The fre- 
sult of such an enactment would be, it 
was asserted, to‘drive thousands of valu- 
able citizens from the cities of the state, 
citizens who are here as representatives 
of corporations organized under the laws 
of other states. Many of these représen- 
tatives of such corporations have only 
ean office and a stenographer, and a tax 
upon them of $100 to $1,000; just because 
they. were here as residents and citizens, 
it was argued, would be unfair and un- 
just. It would be an easy matter for 
them to move across the line into, Ten- 
nessee, Alabama or Svuth Carolina, where 
such a tax is not of force, and they could 
still continue to do business in Georgia, 
while the state would losé them ag citi- 
zens and ag tax payers. It was also urged 
that these corporations now pay a large 
amount of tates in many instances where 
they are the owners of real and personal 
property in thé state. 7 

Mr. Calvin, of Richmord, offered an:

In Favor of the Section. 


Arguments in favor of the amendment 
were to the effect that these companies. 
or the majority of them, how pay nothing 
for the valuable privilege of doing busi- 
ness in the state, yet the business done 
by many of them aggregates hundreds 
of thousands. and sometimes millions of 
dollars a year. -These corporations, it 
was argued, enjoyed valuable franchise 
privileges and paid nothing for them. lt 
was urged that this was a proper and le- 
gitimate source of revenue for the state.

the revenue it can get on account of ap- 
propriations .which will unquestionably 
ereate a large deficit in the treasury.

ADDICKS BACKED 
BY ROUSEVELT 


Gasman Has Pleasant  Inter- 
view with President 


Ss 


Leaves the White House in: Smiles 
and Says He Will Be One of the 
Republican Senators from 


the State of Dela- 
ware.

Washington, December 6.—(Special.)— 
A conference which is expected to have 
developments of much political impor- 
tance was held at the white house offices 
early ‘this afternoon between President 
Roosevelt and J. Edward Addicks, the 
Delaware gas manager. 

Addicks came to secure from the pres- 
ident a more definite understanding 
than now exists as to the attitude of the 
administration toward his faction of the 
party in the diamond back state. He 
has claimed continuously that President 
Roosevelt indorses his position, and is 
determined to force some statement, one 
way or the other, which will put an end 
to conflicting claims and make the fight- 
ing all in the open. 

The direct cause of the conference to-- 
ad was the president’s announcement: 
officially,. through Secretary Cortelyou, 
that the reappointment of United States 
District Attorney Byrne was not made 
at the instance of the Addicks faction, 
nor was it intended to mean a recogni- 
tion of that side’s claims. The Addicks 
men had put forth the claim that the 
reappointment meant the granting of 
presidential favor, and that this would 
result in Mr. Addicks’ election to the 
senate January next. 

When Mr. Addicks came ‘out of the 
president’s room he wore a smile, which 
betokened a satisfactory ertiding to his 
interview. He said: 

“I did not ask the president to take 
sides in the question. We have the ma- 
jority of the votes and only want fair 
play. We have beaten the democrats 
Squarely and now we only want to beat 
the bolters in our own party. There will 
be an election for two senators in Dela- 
ware next January. Two senators will 
be elected—two republicans.” 

‘And Mr. Addicks will be one of them?” 
I - asked. 

“There won’t be any election unless he

Montgomery, Ala., December -4.—(Spe- 
clal.)}—The most important event of the 
week in Alabama by far was the closing 
of contracts under whick not less than 
600 state convicts ere ta be worked in the 
mines for three years; at so much per 
ton. And the importance of the.event 
consists not in the high prices realized 
in the prospective gain to the treasury of 
some hundred thousand dollars or more, 
in the evident triumph scored by the ad- 
ministration, or in the probability of trou- 
ble with the free miners later on when 
the sliding scale shall reduce them below 
the wages being paid to convicts, an event 
contemplated by thé most sanguine of the 
operators themselves. But it is vastly im- 
portant, marking the final overcoming, if 
not actual extinction of that large body 
of altruistic sentiment which once so Vig- 
orously and powerfully protested against 
the humanity of working convicts in the 
mines at all. This sentiment, allied with 
the objections of the people of Jefferson 
county to the presence.of the convicts in 
their midst, was at one time strong | 
enough to make a great political issue and 
to pledge the democratic party to carry 
out its views. It was this sentiment 
which bought.the great body of land at 

Spigners, created a board to manage and 
to revolutionize the system, started the 
business of brick-making and built a cot- 
ton factory with the ultimate view of 
banishing the idea of profit from the 
labor of convicts ané@ substituting for it 
self-sustenance ard reform as the prime 
objects to be almed at. But for the dis- 
tress of the treasury in the yzars follow- 
ing the great panic this great reform 
might have succéedied, but the need for 
mons3y steadily pressed for the utmost 
Wage and with the improved treatment 
under the lease system sentifefit has 
steadily waned. -In one legislaturé, that 
of 1896-1897, bills looking to the removal 
of convicts from the mines passed both 
hous:s, bur the committees of confer- 
ence could never agree and the movre- 
ment is now dead so far as any outward 
signs of iife are visible. Since then the 
standard of convict management has been 
the profit realized. Governor Johnston 
prided himself on having ‘mate’ more 
money out of it than his predecessors, 
and the present administration takee fur- * 
ther pride in having already distanced 
its predecessor. Neither Governor John- 
ston nor Governor Jelks has failed to 
keep in view the .treatment which has 
grown better and better, especially in the 
arrangement of the prisons and in fre- 
quent inspections, but the profit is. the 
thing before the public.; In face.of the 
promise of gold to the treasury the altru- 
ists are on the back seat of the car of 
progress, too far away’to be heard, even 
if they made a motion in the meeting 
In the meanwhile the. child labor. cause 
grows stronger every day, and the tri- 
umph of this may lead <o an unexpectefi 
revival of the old svar against convict 
mining per se. 


Mcntgomery and Birmingham. 

In the office of the convict bureau at 
the capito] is a pair of waffle irons which 
they tell you was made by convict labor 
in a stove works at Birmingham which 
employs some fifty convicts. They are 
excellent ircns, .too, and bring up the 
whois waffle association of ideas, includ- 
ing butter and molasses. But they also 
suggest to a Montgomery men that this 
came stove works wanted to locate in this 
town, but went to Birmingham for. tet- 
ter rates on the output. .That was sev- 
eral vears ago. It seems that the-Louis- 
ville and Nashville railroad, which really 
domirates the situation in this state, has 
purst ed a settled policy for many years 


“in the development of the territory along 


its lines. It set out to build manufactures 
at Birmingt.am, wholesiie trade at Mont- 
gomery and @ sea port at Pensacola. 
Thus it is that the manufacturing aspira- 
tion of Montgomery beats its wings hope 
lessly and helplessly against the smoke 
stachs of Birmingham, while the mer- 
chants of Birmingham make great polit- 
ical struggles in their vain effort to rival 
the big $2,000,000 houses of Montgoméry. 
Each town desires to hold its own ad- 
vantage and to capture that of its neigh- 
bor. It is a pretty game in which the 
towns do the playing and the road is the 
umpire.

John Perkins a Real Hero. 

John W. Perkins, who died at his 
farm in Marshall county last week, was 
a man of more than ordinary mark among 
the public men of this state. He held a 
number of positions at home,- including 
circuit clerk and postmaster at Gunters- 
ville, but his influence and prominence 
in politics was out of all proportion to 
the smallnevs and comparative isolation 
of his county. He had the stuff in him 
out of which heroes are made, and more 
than one tale is told of his adventures 
in the war times, and which gave hin 
his strong .personal influence with the 
individual voters of thrée or four coun- 
tiles. One of these adventures happened 
just after the close of hostilities when 
Perkins, a lfeutenant, and then barely of 
age, was at his mother’s home in Jack- 
son county. North Alabama was then 
being scoured by parties of the federals 
and five of them one day rode up to his 
mother’s house. She insisted that John 
go around back of the house in the woods 
and wait till they were gone. He went 
and when he returned heard a story that 
stirred his blood. The yankees had been 
more than rude to the ladies. Besides 
insulting language they had made free 
with everything in the house, and one 
of them had rudely seized his sister’s 
hand and torn off a valued family ring, 
severely hufting the finger. In spite of 
the protests of his mother hé mounted 
his horse, and, taking with him a faithful 
negro who had been his companion from 
childhood, went off at breakneck speed 
in pursuit. Coming up with the yankees 
some two miles down the road, he halted 
within shooting distance and called to 
them that he was going to fire and want- 
ed to shoot no man in the back.’ Giving 
them time to face him, he and the negro 
opened at the same time with the enemy. 
When it was.over two of the yankees 


were galloping on. Fortunately one of 
those killed had the ring and no further 
pursuit was made. A price was set on his 
head and long search made fer him, but 
in vain. How he finally got- out of it is 
not recalled at this time, but the ad- 
venture was not more daring than others 
in actual war which made his name a 
household word among the mountains.

This problem has been agitated 
at the last two sessions of the legisia- 
ture, but nothing came of the agitation, 
except lively fighting which finally re- 
sulteg in no change being made in the 
present statute. Several influential] mem- 
bers of the next house, however, are 
priming themselves for an effective and 
determined onslaught on what is termed, 
“The School Book Trust,’’ and the gen- 
tlemen who have control of the school 
situation in Alabama will undoubtedly 
have their hands full if they succeed in 
preventing a change in the state school 
book system. One of the gentlemen who 
will lead the fight ¢or state uniformity, 
has a statement from Governor McMil- 
lan, of Tennessee, showing that the uni- 
formity tax book law has resulted in the 


saving of one-third to the students of 


that state, or about $250,000... The gentle- 
‘man says that Louisiana makes an even 
better showing and that the saving in 
Texas has amounted to something like 
a million dollars a year since the uni- 
formity bill went into effect: In Ternes- 
see, state uniformity has been Mm opera- 
tion three years and it has become so 


popular that-its continuance has -become 


a piatforni pledge wpon which the democ- 
racy of that state hag just won by a 
majority of 40,000 votes.. The advocates 
of. state uniformity in this state.assert 
that school] books are from 30 to # per 
cent cheaper in Tennessee than they are 
in Alabama and that they are still cheap- 
iy Louisiana, Texas and North Caro- 
lina. The county uniformity system is 
said to.be a delusion.

rabbits in twenty minutes. 

A few days later, In Windsor forest, 
the royal party, consisting*of the king 
of England, his guest, the king of Portu- 


gal, and a few more, brought down over 


three thousand pheasants in the after- 
noon. 

As the king of Portugal weighs over 250 
pounds, I would suggest that, for his 
comfort, a chair be supplied to his ro- 
bust majesty, and the poor little birds 
Griven past his gun.

London, November 15.—It has just been. 


suggested in a quarter where the hint is 
likely to lead to definite action that the 
British nation should ‘lose no time in se- 
curing Lord Tennyson's birthplace as a 
Nterary shrine, as it already has done 
that of Dr. Johnson. The present hap- 
pens to be a particularly favorable time 
for getting hold of “Somersby Rectory,” 
as the mansion so intimately associated 
with the great poet is called. There would 
be no question now of turning a clergy- 
man out of house and home, for the in- 
cumbent of the “living’’ has moved to 
another part of the parish. Neither is 
the residence any longer the ‘‘manor 
house."” It is leased to a farmer from 
whose point of view it offers few ad- 
vantages, being quite unprovided with the 
outbuildings dear to the bucolic heart.

‘ng. The lawn where Tennyson and Hal- 
lam once read the Tuscan poets and where 
the Tennyson girls performed on the harp 
is being put to base uses—part of it is 
a kitthen garden! Morover the farmer- 
Proprietor has a scant welcome for Ten- 
nyson lovers. It is urged furthermore, 
that now—and not a hundred years hence— 
is the time for making a collection of 
Tennyson relics to be installed, when 
completed, in the house... The multitude 
of souvenirs of Scott, gathered by the 
writer himself, to be seen at Abbotsford, 
as well as the satisfactory number of ob- 
jects assoclate@ with Dr. Johnson, got 
together a century after his death, dem- 
onstrate how comparatively easy it would 
be to fill “Somersby Rectory” with me- 
mentoes of its former owner. If the house 
itself is bought, it probably will have to 
be by public subscription. as the British 
government isn’t much inclined ta en- 
courage such projects, 


Ivan Vadzoff. Bulgaria’ s chief poet, savs 
his country is going to be a notable lit- 
erary center if it-keeps on as it has late- 
ly begun.

The novelist writes: “Ycu may 
say. and plausibly, that it was written by 
a fairy for fairies; or, still hettor, that 
it’ wes written by a contrite fairy for 
fairy changelings; but I should prefer to 
call it a book written by the child inside 
Mr. Barrie for the children we used to 
be.”’

Not all poor men will go to heav- 
en, but every Lazarus, however poor 
and despised, who keeps a pure heart 
in the midst of his poverty and affic- 
tion, wil] be comforted hereafter.

The Australian Ballot Bill. 
Lest there should be misunderstand- 


|ing by some of the action of the state 


senate laying the Australian ballot 
bill on the table until the next session, 
we would have them know that the 
action is not final and antagonistic to 
the measure. 

The bill is a serious and important 
Step in the reformation of our electoral 
system and the purpose of it has the 


hearty sympathy of a large majority of @ 


the members of both branches of the 
gonera] assembly. Nearly every one 
of them recognize that a_ perfected 
Australian ballot law cast to meet the 
peculiar conditions and exigencies of 
our state will be of incalculable bene- 
fits, purifying the elections and min- 
imizing complaints founded on their 
results. . 

The measure as it passed the house 
dic not receive that complete prevision 
of its incidents in operation which its 
friends think necessary. Indeed, some 
criticisms already made of its features 
have been found well grounded and 
suggest necessary amendments. Be- 
cause, therefore, the present session 
is nearly ended and there does not re- 
main time for reaching an agreement 
between all parties concerned upon t.i.e 
amendments deemed necessary before 
the bill is enacted tpto law, the tabling 
of it in the senate was deemed ad-: 
visable. 

Meanwhile there will occur ample 
occasion for legislators to examine the 
sections, the machinery and probable 
effects of the bill and at the next ses- 
sion suggest those modifications that 
may approve themselves as necessary. 
It is important that when the Aus- 
tralian ballot.system, in its main pur- 
poses, is established the modus op- 
erandi of it should be so plain and 
easily conducted by the citizens as to 
inimediately popularize it with every 
part of the state. 

Representative Kelley has labored 
arduously and patrjotically upon the 
measure and produced a frame-work 
for the system that will. constitute, in 
all events, the substance of this much 
desired reform. And when the bill is 
finally fashioneg.into consistent and 
operative shape it3 establishment as a 
part of the mechanism of the common- 
wealth will also establish his name 
and labors as a benefactor in the good 
regard of his fellow-citizens. 

There is no doubt, we think, that 
the law will be of force before another 
general election is held in the state.

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The Perversion of Roosevelt. 

The president, rather Mr. Roosevelt, 
has reached that stage of his public 
development where the politician must 
needs take the lead in the phenomena 
of his life. There are those among his 
personal admirers who will be sorry 
that he has come so early to that ex- 
igency in the prosecution of his ca- 
reer. 

Mr. Roosevelt, however, is himself 
a phenomenon of American incidental- 
ism. He early chose the political trade 
and went to work at it in jumper and 
overalls. He started right, for he 
made himself a presence and a power 
in the ward caucus right where all po- 
litical good is pioneered and all polit- 
ical devilment is hatched. Having so- 
cial position and means, he was not 
compelled in those days to trade his 
manhood and principles to the hood- 
lum elements with which he mixed and 
struggled. His devices were sane and 
sanitary. He turned on the light, he 
forced publicity, he shamed corruption 
out of its impudence and got in the 
swim by the hypnotic charm of stren- 
uous audacity. 

As a state legislator, a civil service 
commissioner, a New York police com- 
missioner, assistant secretary of the 
navy and soldier of fortune in the 
Spanish-American skirmish, he did 
things, either through his own initia- 
tive and force, or by compulsion of 
others. And the results followed 
quickly in his elevation’ to be govern- 
or of New York, vice president and 
sudden successor to the murdered 
President McKinley. 

Tus came to him without personal 
effgrt and‘even against his willingness 
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Yet, in order to accomplish 
ambition, he sees clearly that he must 
as a means to that end cease to be any- 
‘thing else than a politician. Except 
he shall become as one of the trading,’ 
huckstering, self-suppressing manipu- 
iators of bosses, patronage and the 
baser sentimentalisms of politics he 
cannot succeed. Therefore, that ne 
may succeed, he is willing to make the 
necessary surrenders and sacrifices. 
His message, his late conduct toward 
the purchasable delegate contingent in 
the south, his Punch and Judy sham 
battle against the trusts and money 
magnates, are all self-evident proofs 
that Roosevelt is chained down in the 
cellar and a politician is now wearing 
his clothes and doing his talking. 

It is.a really conspicuous instance of 
how politics can compel manhood out 
of its normal courses. of righteous in- 
dependence, And if Theodore Roose- 
velt was not strong enough to resist 
the degrading demand, who, then, 
shall be found equal to such a noble 
career as he has now disallowed him- 
self and his country?

The Late Minister Buck. 

The sudden death of Hon. Alfred E. 
Buck, our minister to Japan, shocked 
and saddened his extended circle of 
friends in Atlanta and the south. 

Colonel Buck made his home in this 
city in 1873 and continued to be a cit- 
izen of activities, mainly official, until 
he accepted the appointment to Japan 
in 1897. He was a Maine man, a fed- 
eral soldier and an active republican 
leader in politics. He served an Ala- 
bama district in congress at that post- 
beHum period when sectional hatreds 
were strong, and by that association 
with the south-baiters of the era had 
his own feelings of antagonism to 
scuthern peoples and politics intensi- 
fied. It was not strange, then, that 
politically he was at sword’s length al- 
ways with southern sextiment. 

He continued ‘to live here in the 
south and to hold office as a republi- 
can federal official, but gradually he 
yielded much of his inherited preju- 
dice and became the friend and associ- 
ate of many who were his opposites 
la politics. He devc.oped a strong de- 
sire for good local government and to 
nis efforts more than ori@e may be at- 
tributed the defeat of independent and 
unsafe efforts to use the republican 
element for the overthrow of conserva- 
tive conditions in the city and state. 
He had property and stake in the well- 
being of society at large and could be 
patriot enough in the emergency to 
prefer the public good to mere parti- 
san advantages. His death is lament- 
ed in consequence by those who knew 
him best, whether they were partisan 
with him or against-him.

Most Important Recent Development. 

Of all recent developments, the most 
important has been the retirement of 
Minister Concha from the negotiations as 
the representative of Colombia, Minister 
Concha has alone st in the way of a 
Panama canal treaty. has developed, 
he has failed in certain important partic- 
nlars to carry out the instructions of the 
foreign misitry at Bogota, whica has sU- 
preme charge of the negotiations for Co- 
lombia. His failure to carry out instruc- 
tions or rather his pointed refusal to de 
so, for that is what.it amounted to, re- 
sulted in his temporary if not permanent 
retirement. | 

In a statement given out in New York, 
Sencr Concha declares that ne has not 
been recalled, but that his request, made 
some time ago, to be relieved of the re- 
sponsibility of carrying on further ne- 
gotiations has been respected by. the 
home authorities. This seems a distine 
tion without a difference, for it is be- 
lieved ‘nere that.his retirement from the 
negotiations is but preliminary to his 
formal retirement from the American 
mission to which it is expected Dr. Her- 
ran will succeed. 

The Talk of Motives. 

ft is natural that Concha’s attitude 
should have given rise to all sorts of sus- 
picions concerning the motives behind It. 
The ways of Latin American diplomacy 
are wrapt in mystery, and, as a rule, fulj 
of tricks more or less vain. In tais par- 
ticular instance, however, those who have 
had a hand in the negotiations are im- 
pressed with the belief that Senor Con- 
cha fas been inspired solely by what he 
considers his patriotic duty. 

Concha is one of the ablest men in the 
Colombian government. He was the min- 
ister of foreign affairs wnaen assigned to 
the duty of making tnis treaty with the 
United States, and he was given almost 
unlimited powers. Secretary Hay, fol- 
lowing the terms of the canal] act passed 
by congress, has insisted that this gov- 
ernment should be given waat practical- 
ly means perpetual eontrol over the isth- 
mus of Panama. ” .e constitution. of the 
repubHc of Colombia, motleled as it is af- 
ter the constitution of the Unitéd States, 
provides that there can be no alienation 
of the territory of the republic, or any 
part of it. In order to secure tae canal 
for the isthmus, the high authorities at 
Bogota have been willing to accede to the 
demands of this government by granting 
a lease of a hundred years, with the 
privilege of renewal solely in the hands 


of the United States. They have been | 


willing, also, to accede to the demand 
of this government that the’ treaty 
should provide that the Colombia gov- 
ernment should not be permitted to in- 
tervene for any cause in matters rélating 
to the canal.

Senor Concha, interpreting these pro- 
visions an evasion of the spirit and letter 
of the constitution of his country, has 
refused to be a party to such an evasion.

by his fellow citizene and that some tins 
in the future this feeling of patriotism 
may be drawn upon for his political bene- 
fit.

pany, the United States has entered into 
preliminary agreement with the ministers 
of Nicaragua and Costa Rica as to what 
‘Would be embodied into a treaty should 
it finally be determined that the canal 
has to be pbullt over the Nicaraguan 
route.

Millionaire Elkins Loses $20,000 Per Year ona Sheep 
Farm Because He Likes To Play 
with Sheep. 


New York, December 6.—(Special Cor- 
respondence.)—August Belmont, whose 
latest financial scheme is a merging of 
the interests of the Rapid Transit Subway 
and the Manhattan Elevated Railway 
companies, doesn’t devote all his mental 
resources to making millions. He likes 
to work out and play a practical joke 
on some of his wealthy colleagues about 
as well as he delights in adding to his 
already great fortune. 

While Mr. Belmont’s more _ recent 
pranks have been considered quite amus- 
ing by his social associates, it is general- 
ly admitted by them that he sprang his 
best joke, to date, about five years ago. 

When E. D. Morgan was master of the 
Meadow Brook hunt, he found that he 
had to go to Europe in the midst of the 
fox hunting season. So he went to his 
friend, August Belmont, and asked him 
if he would act as master until his return. 
“All I ask you to do is to see to it that 
the club has a good time,” 
Morgan. 

Now it is a well-known fact that the 
master of the famous Meadow Brook 
hunt has from time immemorial] -volun- 
tarily furnished a part of the funds for 
the club’s good times. In this way the 
eClub diplomatically makes him pay for 
the honor it bestows on him. Mr. Belmont 
recalled this fact when Mr. Morgan made 
his request, instantly saw his oppor- 
tunity, and smiled blandly as he replied:

He told me to see that the club had 
a good time, and I’m trying to carry out 
his instructions.’’ 

So the round of gaiety continued until 
Mr. Morgan came back. Then when he 
made his first appearance at the club 
and was surrounded by a large group of 
friends, who were complimenting him on 
the splendid entertainment he had pro- 
vided for them during his absence, Mr. 
Belmont took the opportunity of urbanely 
handing him. a big batch of unreceipted 
bills made out in his name, and which 
represented the $30,000 that had been spent 
in showing the hunt a good time. 

To say that Mr. Morgan was astonish- 
ed is to put it mildly, and when he had 
an opportunity, he endeavored to ex- 
press his eurprise to Mr. Belmont; but 
the latter only laughed and said; 

“You told me to give them a good 
time: I tried hard, and I hope TI have." 

“Well,” replied Mr, Morgan, ‘“Igdidn’t 
tell you to try to make a pauper of me— 
and that’s about what I'll be when I pay 
these bills.”’ 

Of course, Mr. Morgan became aware 
of the joke when his checks, sent in 
payment of the bills Mr. Belmont had 
given him, were returned with the ex- 
planation that the bills had already been 
settled, adhd evidently he was laboring 
under a misapprehension. 


W. L. Elkins, the Philadelphia million- 
aire who has succeeded H. H. Vreeland 
to the presidency of the Metropolitan 
Street Railway Company, which controls 
the ‘surface lines on Manhattan island, 
has a well pronounced hobby for raising 
sheep.

‘Whenever I am tired or feel out of 
sorts,” Mr. Elkins recently told a visi- 
tor, “I delight to go to my sheep farm 
and be restored to my usual frame of 
mind by its woolly inhabitants, And be- 
cause the sheep make me feel cheerful 
again, I don’t care one jot’or title for the 
$20,000 I lose every year that I run the 
sheep farm.”’ 

Among sheep breeders Mr. Elkins’ 
flock is noted as being one of the finest 
in this country, and.several of its mem- 
bers have secured blue ribbons at vari- 
ous exhibitions. 


Like his associates in all things finan- 
cial—P. A. B. Widener—Mr. Elkins also 
has a strong passion for flowers, The 
conservatories attached to his magnifi- 
cent country seat at Elkins, in the Chel- 
ten hills just beyond the Quaker City’s 
northern boundary, are filled with all 
' sorts of rare flowers collected at a cost 
of tens of thousands of dollars. The head 
gardener, brought from Europe, receives 
a salary of $10,000, and his three assistants 
get $4,000 each. They have to see to it 
that the contents of the eight big hot 
“houses are ever kept up to the standard 
demandéd by their employer. 

Not the least important of the head 
gardener’s manifold duties is to cut with 
his own hands and place on .Mr. Elkins’ 
dinner table every evening a2 mammoth 
bouquet of the finest flowers to be found 
in the conservatories. Whenever the 
bouquet is chrysanthemums or American 
Bee,ity roses Mr. Elkins is particularly 
well pleased. Unlike most millionaire 
flower lovers, he cares very little for or- 
chids, although he owns hundreds of 
rare and valuable specimens.

Phelps Stokes to devote his entire time 
to the University Settlement Society—not 
only to work in the Settlement, but ac- 
tually to live in it so that he may become 
more closely acquainted with the per- 
s0ns and conditions waich the society is 
trying to benefit—adds another to the 
list of rich young New Yorkers who are 
taking life very much in earnest. 

But Mr. Stokes has gone much further 
than young Rockefeller with his Bible 
class, young Vanderbilt with ais work in 
the engine shops or John Jacob Astor, 
Jr., with his inventions, Young Stokes 
is a close friend of Miss Helen Gould, and 
believes her to be the greatest woman of 
her time. He is not especially rich—that 
is, in comparison with tne Vanderbilt» 
and Goulds—but he is very much in earn- 
est. He thinks now that he will give his 
whole life to this and similar work. 

His acvession to the working force is 
especially welcome because James R. 
Reynolas, the head of the society, has 
been acting as Mayor Low’s private 
secretary ever since the mayor's election, 
an® the settlement has missed him sadly. 

One of Mr. Reynolds’ theories ig that 
muca-of the drunkenness on the part of 
poor and ignorant men is caused by the 
fact that their wives do not know how to 
cook pr&8perly nourishing food, and that, 
therefore, their systems, exhausted by 
hard manua] labor and being insuffi- 
ciently nourished, very naturally crave 
stimulants. 

This theory came home to roost one 
day. The husband of an Irish woman 
had beaten her unmercifully and been 
locked up for it. Everyone who has been 
around police courts knows that in nine 
cases out of ten the poor woman who 
complains of her ausband at 11 p. m. will 
repent of it over night and beg hard for 
his release in the. morning. Mr. Reynolds 
was approached early one morning by an 
Irish woman in great distress. 

“Oh, Mr, Reynolds,’’ she begged, ‘‘come 
and help me get my Michael out. Sure, I 
had ‘im locked up last nigat fer beatin’ 
me; but for the love of heaven come and 
help me get him out.”’ 

Her face was badly banged up, her hand 
was bandaged, and she walked with a 
limp. 

“But you don’t want to get him out,” 
said Mr. Reynolds. “He's almost killed 
you. Leave him in. It will do him good. 
I'll see that you don't suffer for lack of 
his wages while he’s in prison.” 

“Oh, no,” she said; “ ’twas all my fault. 
You told me that itt was bad cookin’ 
drove ‘em to the rum shops, and, faith, 
I cooked the p’raties in the same old 
way. Of course, ne got drunk. "Twas my 
own fault. I didn’t cook ’em the way I 
was told here at the Settlement, and of 
course he got drunk."’ 

Equally, of course, Reynolds had to go 
and get him out. 


The University Settlement Society, by 
the way, does much more than teach 
cooking. Besides its cooking classes it ‘nas 
vlubsa for both boys and girls, men and 
women. Its members visit throughout 
the settlement district, giving little chari- 
ty, but trying to teach the ignorant how 
to live. Its loan society, which is really 
a pawn shop charging smal) rates of 
interest, docs a business of $1,5%,000 a 
year, It has a legal aid branch for the 
collection of wages, etc.; rooms given 
over to trades union meetings, a roof 
garden, a summer camp, half a dozen 
different clubs; gives regular entertain- 
ments; has many and diverse baths; 
classes for newly arrived immigrants, 
gymnasiums, etc. , 

Its work is almost wholly in the hands 
of young people—that is to say, enh- 
tnusiasts on the sunny side of forty. 
Young Mr. Stokes has chosen a most in- 
teresting field of effort.

RIOT CALL FOR POLICEMEN 
WAS ONE OF THE RESULTS 


But When the Bluecoats Arrived Mrs. 
“Jack” Was Indignant and Sent 
Them Away—Mrs. Julian 

- Duff Again Busy. 


Boston, December 5.-—(Special Corre- 
spondence.)—Little “Dan” Callahan, short 
and grizzied, and only a few months 
over from the green shores of Ireland, 
has met the famous Mrs. “Jack’’ Gard- 
ner, of Boston and Brookline, in verbal 
warfare, and ‘Dan” retired with the 
honors of war. The other night there was 
a “serio-comic tragedy’ played in the 
vicinity of Mrs. Gardner’s noted Venetian 
palazzo in the Back Bay fens Mrs. 
Gardner was the female in distress, Mr. 
Callahan unwittingly played the heavy 
villain, and other characters were two 
patrol wagon loads of policemen from 
stations 10 and 16. There was only one 
scene incidental to the play, how many 
‘n the palace afterwards there are no 
means of knowing. The stage setting, 
included the palace and the “dump” 
contiguous to that wonderful piece of 
architecture... 

This dump is within 100 feet of the 
palace and is a receptacle for loads of 
earth, tin cans. corsets that have seen 
better days, waste’ paper and all other 
things that are abandoned. It lies in a 
hollow and the waste is being dumped in 
there for the purpose of filling up the 
hole and some day making the land 
saleable.

The wheels of 
that common dirt-laden tip-cart had al- 
ready grazed the sacred bricks of that 
replica of a Venetian sidewalk, and Mrs. 
Gardner observed that some of the bricks 
were depressed. Well they might be at 
such an outrage. 

Excitement Then Ensued. 

With a sob, Mrs. Gardner hastened to 
her private telenhone and essayed to 
call un volice station 10.’ The line was out 
of order. But there was atill the com- 
mon, ordinary telephone at her command 
and upon this she called up police head- 
quarters In Pemberton square and at- 
tempted to te!) the head of Boston's po- 
lice force her troubles. 

It may have been that Mrs. Gardner’s 
perturbation extended to her voice, or 
she may not have been accustomed to 
talking over a common, public telephone. 
At any rate, the officials at headquarters 
got the idea that either murder or bur- 
glary was being committed !n the palace, 
and in order to get help there quickly he 
‘phoned orders to statiors 10 and 16 to 
rush all the available men to the scene. * 

Meantime Mrs. Gardner had hastened 
again to the paMtial gateway, and call- 
ing across the dump soon had the un- 
lucky driver of that miserable tip-cart 
and ‘“‘Dan’”’ Callahan in front of her. It 
must be here explained that Mr. Calla- 
han is custodian of the dump in the night 
time, it being his duty to see to the 
burning of the refuse and to keep an 
eye on generally all things. 

Mrs. Gardner lost no time in pouring 
the vials of her wrath upon the two. She 
talked rather rapidly, and Mr. Callahan 
told me afterwards that he didn’t know 
what she was talking about, anyway.

But at this moment there was a rush 
of wheels-and..a clatter of gongs as the 
two wagon loads of gallant policemen 
swept up the broad driveway.

At table the 
lord Heutenant is always served first and 
always leads the way from the dining 
room. Nobody may leave until after he 
departs. No one may sit in his presence 
without his permission and ladies must 
bow when they pass -him. 

The theory is that the lord lieutenant 
is sovereign in absence of the king.

The door of stores al- 
ways stand invitingly open, much to the 
distress of the clerks, who go about their 
business with benumbed fingers and chill- 
ed noses. 
. Steam heat is unknown in London, ex- 
cept in the. most modern buildings. A 
grate about the size of a sombrero is de- 
pended upon to heat the largest rooms. It 
fails. 

Londoners do not know how to keep 
themselves warm, therefore, it is fortun- 
ate for them that zero weather is un- 
known. 

Americans wonder if the London store- 
keeper would close his front door, even if 
the mercury dropped to zero. 

Henry Labouchere, editor of Truth, cel- 
ebrated his seventy-first birthday this 
week by winning the verdict in a bitterly 
prosecuted libel sult brought against 
him by the president of a commercial 
club, 

Mr. Labouchere is the “fighting editor’ 
of London. He knows all the intricacies 
of England's medieval libel law, and can 
expose a swindler without leaving a loop- 
hole for a ilbel suit. 

Mr. Labouchere is the only editor in 
London who believes it to be a newspa- 
per’s duty to protect the public by expos- 
ing cheats and swindlers who seek to 
prey upon them 

He frequently is sued for libel, but rare- 
ly does a jury find against him. Despite 
his victories in the courts; the costs of de- 
fending a libel suit are very heavy, lit- 
igation in England being an expensive 
luxury. 

It is estimated that it cost him $50,000 
to defend the most recent suit. 

Mr. Labouchere, although 71, is a vig- 
orous man, and works as hard as any 
editor in London. He is apparently in ro- 
bust health, His ruddy face is fram- 
ed with a snow white beard. 

He has an enormous acquaintance with 


the government of the enppire, its diplo- 
matic, military and naval services. 


He is the only editor in London fearless 
enough to maintain a constant warfare 
@gairst usurers, with which London 
swarms.

Countess and (Child Die 
from Poison Sent in 
Letter. 


Moscow, December 6.—The press has 
been forbidden to reprint stories - from 
American papers reporting cases of long- 
distance poisoning by means of candy, 
as the police think such stories incited 
some miscreant to revive murder by let- 
ter, much practiced under the Borgias. 
Yesterday Countess Tanin and child were 
found dead in théir boudier and on the 
floor a letter in a female hand, containing 
only tne words, ““Remember me.”’ Mother 
and child were evidently killed by a 
strong poison with which the letter was 
impregnated. It is assumed that the 
mother, in opening the letter, lost con- 
sciousness, whereupon the missive 
dropped on the floor. Tae child, playing 
at her feet, picked up and put it to 
her mouth, as the condition of her tongue 
showed. The autopsy shows taat the little 
girl died instantly, while tae mother lin- 
geréd for 15 minutes or longer. The na- 
ture of the poison is kept a secret “for 
the good of the community.”

CZAR MUCH AFFECTED WHEN 
HE SIGNED DEATH WARRANTS 
Livadia, December 6—For the first time 
since the beginning of his reign, Czar 
Nicholas signed a Ceath warrant, or 
rather four of them at once, for the Rus- 
sian law imposes the death penalty only 
in a very few extreme cases. The hang- 
man’s victims were deported criminais 
who on the way to Siberia had murdered 
Several guards. <A telegram from the 
tlace ef execution, Krassnojarsk, in- 
formed Nicholas that the murderers 
were very penitent and on the scaffold 
tegged the forgiveness “‘of the little white 
father,” asking that he write to their 
parents that they died by disease, “as 
the news of their cxecution might kill 
the «ld folks.”” The czar caused this last 
request to te carefully executed and per- 
scnally placed a hundred roubel note in 
eech letter. He was much affected by 
the criminals’ penitence and told the 
court that he would never have 
the death warrants had not the 
edvised him that such was 
recessary in the interest of discfpime.

Its leading theme 
was the trusts, regulation of wnich by 
national legislation was urged rather 
than antagonism. Next in order came

A commission io 
inquire into the needs of revision was 
advised. Tae suggestion of free coal was 
made. Both organized !abor and -organ- 
ized capital were commended, but the 
use of national authority to remedy evils 
fn each was favored. Congress was asked 
to create a department of commerce. 
Reciprocity treaties with Cuba and New 
Foundland were announced. Tendency 
to excessive publication of documents 
was criticised. Extension of merit system 
to District of Columbia employees was 
suggested. The various department re- 
ports were transmitted with approval, 
CULLOM ANTI-TRUST BILL. 

Chief among the more notable new bills 
introduced was that directed against 
trusts by Senator Cullom, of Illinois <re- 
publican). The idea of this bill is to stop 
tae transportation from one state to an- 
other of all goods made by an objection- 
able trust with fine of $000 to $5,000 as 
penalty and with authority given to,the 
attorney general to summon witnesses 
through the federal judges. Self-crimina- 
tion is eliminated as an excuse for not 
testifying. Companies must report their 
status to the government. The bill was 
referred to the judiciary committee,

At Keen’s suggestion General Lazereff 
has signed Carl Mitchell to ride for the 
Stable during the season of 198 at a 
Salary of $12,000. Keen regards Mitchell 
‘the equal of Redfern or any American 
jockey, and says he is the greatest rider 
in Russia, though other good American 
jockeys like Bert Knapp, Andy Hamil- 
ton, Vitatoe, Morgan, Piggott, Patsy Mc- 
Dormott and Henry Shields are af riding 
guccessfully there and have a strong fol- 
lowing.

The distance of races in Russia are 
Measured ‘by versts and sagenos. ‘The 
latter distance is 7 feet by American 
Measurement, and a _verst is 3,5w feet. 
One and a half versts make a mile, sn 
the Moscow derby is two and a quarter 
Yersts, or a mile and a half. 

The ereat race tracks of Russia are 
-built on a series of circles. In the center 
are four or five training tracks. Outside 
of these is the main track, which is two 
miles and a quarter around and Is used 
only for running, -trainers being com- 
pelled to train their horses on the inner 
tracks. Outside of all the tracks is the 
grand stand and other accommodations 
for the racegoing public. 
“On the races is confined to mutual pools, 
as what booking is done is etakes laid 
One against another, the bookmakers be- 
ing employed to handle the mone and 
Teceive 10 per cent of all bets made as 
Stakeholder. The inclosure where book 
betting is allowed on the track ts known 
aa the Totalazio.

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unlimited wealth and are always settled 
the day after the race. The finest race 
track in Russia is*the trotting track at 
Moscow. The grand stand on this course 
cost close to a million dollars and is 
decorated with stone and bronze statues, 
some of which were put up at a cost of 
$50,000. The finest are the work of Rus- 
sian masters. Keen says America has no 
race track building, nor has England or 
France, that compares at all with the 
Moscow grand stand in ornate splendor. 


Keen will have a great atring of horses 
to handle the coming year for General 
Lazereff. The thirty yearlings that will 
race as two year-olds in 19%, are by 
Ruler, a son of Isonomy. Reverence, sire 
of Sinbar and the $12,000 Galtee Moore, 
winner. of the triple crown, 2,000 guineas, 
derby and St. Leger. The coming three- 
year-old of the string, some fifteen strong, 
won most of the big two-year-old events 
in Russia this year and several of the 
lot are strong derby posibilities.

All of these men; in my opinion, are 
away ahead of any of their opponents, 
all things considered. Osborne for his 
generalship, passing Interference and de- 
fense work outclasses any quarter I have 
seen this vear and takes rank with Wil- 
son, Cope, Rogers and Haxton. 

Ridley and Sitton exce} ali others in 
both defense and offense and i considcr 
Ridley one of the best enda the south 
has produced. He is big, weighing 17, 
very fast, and a strong man. Sitton is 
not so big and strong, but is equally as 
fast a nian. 

Ketron is the best center I have seen 
since Cunningham, of Carolina, ’98. As an 
offensive player he is equally as good as 
Poole, of Sewanee ’9¢, and oufelasses ‘aim 
and all otherg in his superb charging on 
defense. 

Edgerton is not a punter, but as a de- 
fensive back line breaker and interferer 
he takes rank with the men wo have 
preceded him. 

The question of halves is guess. work, 
ang no man can be,chosen.. Dickinson, 
Foreman, Davis, Colmore, Hanvey, Alli- 
gon are all Al backs, wita little choice. 

As for tackles and guards, there is not 
a single man south of Carolina and Vir- 
ginia that is fifst-class, and all are so 
near equal that there can be no fair

Phillips did well ds a ground gainer, 
but any other man could have done as 
well as the whole Sewanee team helped 
faim, while as a defensive player he did 
not show near the strength that the 
guards at Clemson, Alabama, Texas and 
Géorgia did. | 

Football made‘a big advance in the 
south this year. Better team work, bet- 
ter offense and stronger defense Was 
noticeable throughout the season, 

The knowledge of tne game is being 
spread among the smaller teams and 
should there be the same increase next 
year we may look for many broken 
hearts among the erstwhile leaders. 
Furman, Sdith Carolira, Tennessee, Ala- 
bama, Mississippi, Louisiana and Tulane 
made great strides and can no ionge? 
be classed among the little fellows, 

I have noticed a greater knowledge in 
finer points in the game. Tae players 
better understood the theory and practice 
of their positions and nearly every team 
has two or three mastera on the team. 

The styles of footbali were as varied as 
I ever saw. Not a single team had an 
offense similar to another. Each was in 
dividual, and a summary and study of 
the season is very interesting. 

Toe trend of the game has been te- 
wards more open work and the use of 
trick plays for the most part was legiti- 
mate footbal] in that they were used nct 
so much for seering, but rather for the 
purpose of keeping the other team cau- 
tiqus and careful. This fact prevented 
a team from always throwing its entire 
team at tne point first attacked, as many 
delayed passes were successfully veiled 
under a vicious close masg play.

She was slow and her poor work 
was caused by a listless attack, while 
throughout the season she was weak on 
offense.

Dr. Bright 
swore he got only $2,500, net profit out of 
his connection with the company.

T. Bright said he did not know what his 
profits were. Mr. Wilkie; the third own- 
er, had paid his firm $1,800 as a contingent 
fee to defend him, and that this sum was 
one-fourth of Wilkie’s profit In seventeen 
days. This law firm had fouhd that the 
business could not be conducted within 
lines laid down and so advised Wilkie. 
The district attorney enfleavored to show 
that McBrayer was a partner in the con- 


cern. 
Result of the Trial. 

The trial of the Brights and Wilkie 
ended June 14, the jury finding all guilty 
of fraud. They had hired 2,400 agents, 
who nad paid the company $4,000, and 
had used the mails for a fraudulent pur- 
pose; the maximum punishmient for that 
offense being four and a half years im- 
prisonment and §1,500 fine. Judge Boyd 
said the case was an extremely ugly one 
and asked whether the defenadnts ¢oyild 
pay back the money to tne women they 
had swindied He declared his belief in 
the doctrine of retribution. Senator 
Pritchard, one of the attorneys for the 
defense. said his clients were willing to 
do what they could, and that Wilkie had 
paid back to tae women $5,000, all he had, 
Judge Boyd rebuked Rev. Bright in 
severe language for his bad example and 
viniation ef church and civi} la“...

SPEECH OF HON. JACK SPALDING 
ON TEN-HOUR DAY MILL LABOR 


Hon. Jack J. Spalding appeared before \ 


the senate cammitte on immigration and 
labor, which had under consideration 
Taursday a bill limiting the right to 
labor in mills in Georgia to ten hours a 
day. He took up the ‘matter in detail 
and answered the questions of the com- 
mittee members.

It may not be 
unprofitable to briefly sketch to you the 


genesis of this legislation in,our southern | 


country. 

Il am interested personally, to a very 
large extent for one of my means, in col- 
ton mills. I am a stockholder in the milis 

t Roswell and at LaGrange. Taese gen- 
tlemen here are a committee from the 
mill men who have been appointed to 
urge you not to pass any such law as 
this. In order to make it brief, they have 
suggested that I should make a rather 
full statement of their side of the mat- 
ter, and then any question you may wish 
to ask we are ready to answer. 


Commercial] Conflict. 

Now. the situation is just this. There 
is a great commercial conflict going on 
between the British, the northern and 
eastern mills on the one side and the 
southern mills on the other. That conflict 
is going on vigorously. Every man who 
is in the mill business feels it and knows 
‘it. If you will cast your eyés around you 
will see there has not been much mill 
building dene in Georgia for the last two 
vears. and there is a good reason for it. 
Naturally and logically, the mills ought 
to come here, and they were coming here 
very rapidly at one time, but taat pros- 
perity and growth has been checked, and 
‘the question is now up to you as to 
whether this is going to be permanent, 
whether you are going to have the suc- 
cess of these mills taat are here endan- 
gered and those that would naturally and 
logically come checked. 


Northern Mills Behind It. 
| ‘Those eastern mannufaciuring people 
who own eastern mills, have fattened for 
one hundred years an the manufacture 
of our product in the south. They have 
gotien enormous financial returns. They 
were not snocked by the war like we 
were. They poonpoohed the idea of manu- 
facturing cotton in the south, and for 
a jong while deterred investments in 
teotton manufacturies. That was finally 
‘broken down however, and the mills be- 
‘gan to come in here, until now it has 
‘begun to pinch them. They have gone 
ito work to stop it. In the first place 
‘they bought up, and now own, the coal 
“mines in this coumtry, so that when a 
man goes to manufacturing he is met 
with the proposition of what his coal is 
‘going to cost him. They just got back 
at tne foundation, at the very sources 
ef supply, and they seized hold of them, 
so they can control the situation. In 
connection with the labor interests of 
this country, they aré forcing the frail- 
roads to put up their freight rates, 
Don’t you know, if they can owh the 
©oal mines, and get the fréight rates 
put up, that they can manufacttire with 
their water power up in Massachusetts 
cheaper than we can here, and can do it 
notwithstanding all our natural advan- 
tages and our proximity to the cotton 
flelds? 
Overcome Our Climate. 

On the top of that, they want to de- 
stroy our climatic advantages. ‘Where 
we can work with our windows open for 
nine months in tne year, they have to 
keep theirs shut for nine months in the 
year, and Keep steam heat for their em- 
“wployees to work in. They want to over- 
come that. and they reach way around 
‘behind and disturb our labor conditions. 
‘If they can dominate the coal supply, 
which they do, and iff they can 
force up the freight rates, and 
you see that they are goin up, 
and if they can disrupt our labor condi- 
‘tions, you will not see factories built up 
in the south, like they have been in the 
rpast, but you will see, instead, some of 
them here, that are already gasping and 
‘struggling for breath, unable to keep up 
the struggle for existence. Those men 
up there are in this business for the 
‘money, and not for fun, They have 
‘millions and millions of dollare back of 
‘their investments. Once in a while a 
‘Tellow will shake loose and come south 
‘with his mill. If we can stop them from 
throttling us, our climatic conditions, our 
‘position towards the staple Phat is grown, 
and our natural advantages will force 
ithem to come here and build up our coun- 
try. But, if they can throttle us by 
‘fillimg their periodicals full of poison 
‘about white slavery in the south, and if 
they can pick up the little children and 
whold them in front and march through, 
and break down oue breastworks and 
get in behind us, they will eventually 
drive us out of business. 


<t Prejicted Two Years Ago. 
+ Why, two years ago, whén I argued 
»before a committee of the house, against 
ithe “child labor’ bill, I told them that 
‘that was the first round in. the ladder. 
‘If you are going to make a ladder, you 
put the first round in the bottom. The 
mext round is they will try to diminish 
‘the hours that a laborer will be al- 
lowed to work in a mill; that’s the sec- 
ond round. The third round will be to 
get a labor bureau and to put a labor 
man at the head of it who will go root- 
ing all over the state and report back to 
every session of the legislature that we 
need more legislation, that instead of the 
limit being ten hours, we ought to put 
it at nine; instead of being nine it ought 
to be eight; instead of the age of a 
child being twelve it ought to be four- 
teen; instead of it being fourteen 
it ought to be sixteen; that we ought not 
to allow any woman under eighteen to 
gwork in a mill, like they have got it in 
some of the states. Now, here is that 
bill. We are called up here today to meet 
that very proposition that I told them 
‘iWo years 4gq was coming. We have got 
it up this afternoon for discussion. 
The labor agitators are behind this 
measure, because the more you restrict 
the number of people who can labor, 
the more you restrict the length of time 
they are allowed to labor, the more power 
you give those left. 


Cuts Off 10 Per Cent. 

If vou pass this bill you are going to 
cut off 19 per cent—one-sixth of the time 
a man can labor in any mili in Georgia 
—a grown man. We have got them here 
who have labored in the mills from in- 
fancy to grown men, and we find them 
stout specimens of manhood, superinten- 
dents and bosses, and they are vigorous 
men, and yet they are not to be allowed 
to work but ten hours: Now, what is 
the purpose of that? Why is it? Peo. 
ple do not do things without an object. 
Now, I want to read you a piece that I 
took from The Journal of Labor, printed 
here in this city on Novenrber 21, 1902. 
The heading of it is “Georgia Child La- 
bor Bill Indorsed at New Orleans. At- 
lanta Federation of Labor Makes Liberal 
Appropriation to Same.” Now, what do

“A number of resolutiqns were intro- 
duced by the southern delegates asking 
financial and other aid for our part of 
the country, for the purpose of assisting 
in bringing about better conditions, fa- 
voring the wage-earners, and to assist 
in the passage of a child labor bill, The 
federation fully realizes the good work 
done for organization in the south, and 
appreciates the fact that finan- 
cial assistance is necessary to accomplish 
more and better work. Knowing this to 
be the feeling of the executive board of 


‘the American Federation of Labor, the 


delegate from the state of Georgia, ac- 
companied by the delegates from Atlanta, 
appeared before the meeting of that body 
on Saturday night and presented a petition 
seeking financial aid with a view to the 
passage of a child labor bill in our state. 
Your delegates were voted an appropri- 
ation without a dissenting vote, and were 
instrucied to notify the executive board 
of the Georgia State Federation to draw 
on them for the amount at once A let- 
ter was !mmediately sent to Secretary C. 
C. Houston and President Lew Kilburn 


to that effect. 

‘‘The American federation stands ready 
to @0 more when the occasion requires. 
As before stated, there is nothing but 
the kindest of feeling exhibited toward 
the south by the members of the board. 
It is only to be made plain to them what 
is needed, when they will immediately 
respond. The American Federation of 
Labor is determined to wipe out child 
labor in the south, at whatever cost.” 

Now, gentlemen, we have been having 
this sort of labor in Georgia for sixty 
years. The mill at Roswell is sixty years 
old; the one at Trion, is sixty years old; 
the one at Columbus is sixty. years old, 
and in Augusta there are mills sixty 
years old. Why is it that these people 
never became indignant about these 
things until the last three or four years? 
It is simply because we never pinched 
them as competitors until that time, and 
then they set to work to poison the minds 
of the public and to play upon the cre- 
dulity and sentiment of the people of 
this state, to work up the club women, 
to enlist the assistance of the labor 
unions to send their delegates all through 


this country to disturb and dissatisfy 
the laborer, to dissatisfy the people and 
to get laws passed. +Why do they want 
any laws passed saying these men shall 
not work? Grown men. This bill here 
applies to grown people, to everybody. 
No man in Georgia shai! work in any mill 
over ten hours a day. Why is it? Why 
is it the labor unions are so anxious to 
have it done? Why is it that they are 
So anxious about it that they put up 
money to have it done? You know these 
peple up north say we are savages and 
barbarians, and they say it just because 
they want to destroy and crush us out 
as competitors. Don’t you know that is 
what is delaying the building of mills all 
over this country, that has stopped it 
and brought it to a standstill? 

Now, are you going to take the lawyer 
and the business man who is now work- 
ing eighteen hours out of every twenty- 
four and put him on an _ eleven-hour 
basis? Are you going to take a state 
that is lying between two states that 
have no such laws, and expect to pass 
such a law as this and still keep your 
mills located here where you say the 
laborer shall not work over ten hours, 
when all they have got to do is to move 
across the line into another state where 
they can work sixty-six hours a week 
or longer? What is the point of doing 
this in Georgia? Why should you want 
to deal this blow of unfriendly legislation 
to stop the development and progress of 
the state? Where is the necessity.for it? 


Laborers. Don’t Demand It. 

The laborers are not demanding it. You 
show me a petition, signed by the la- 
borers in a mill In Georgia, who want 
their time cut off In which they can work. 
It is the agitator who wants it. It is the 
organizer who wants it. It is the north- 
ern mill men who want it. It is our 
competitor who wants it. That is where 
it comes from. They think we ought to 
become very paternal. They think the 
time has past when a man !s the head of 
his family and can control his own af- 
fairs, can handle his own children and 
be responsible for their education and 
their morals and their character, indus- 
try and bringing up. They say the state 
must take hold of it, and.they don’t stop 
there, but they go on and say that a 
grown man has not got sense enough 
to make a contract as to how long he 
shall labor. in one of these mills. This 
law says that the hours of labor of “all 
persons employed in a cotton or woolen 
manufacturing establishmemnt in this 
state” shall be only ten hours per day, 
without regard to age. or sex or anything 
of the kind. Here are these mill men sit- 
ting here, and they can tell you to a 
man that it will deal them a most se- 
rious blow in their business, that it will 
hurt them almost beyond repair. 

The Chairman: [I would like to ask 
you one question, Mr. Spaulding. There 
is but one mill in my district, and that 
is at Dalton, the Crown Cotton Mill. On 
Saturday afternoon they give their la- 
borers a half holiday, ahd I have yet to 
hear where any of those laborers have ap- 
plied for any such measure as this. Now, 
I want to ask you this question, if there 
has been any such petition from the la- 
borers in these mills anywhere in the 
state, asking for a reduction of hours? 

Mr. Spalding: No, sir. I can get a pe- 
tition, almost unanimous, from every mill 
I know of, from. the laborers, that they 
do not want it. I can get it signed up 
by them and produce it. Now, I am go- 
ing. to tell you another thing. This bill 
is not intended ‘to benefiit the laborer. 
It is intended to benefit our competitors, 
and that is the moving cause way back 
behind it. In the end it will diminish the 
quanity of labor, and in course of time 
it will force up somewhat the price and 
cost of labor. In nearly every . single 
factory in the State of Georgia, four- 
fifths of the work is done by the piece. 
They are not paid by the day. Some of 
the minor help is paid by the day, but 
four-fifths of the work is done by the 
piece. (This statement is assented to by 
Mr. Elsas, Dr. Turner and others.) Are 
you going to take a laborer who gets 
his bread by the sweat of his brow and 
tell him, while he ig working by piece 
work, while he is not paid by the day, 
that you are going to cut down his right 
to turn out that work? How is it going 
to help four-fifths of the laborers of the 
state? It is not going to do it, and it 
is very easy to see why the Jaborers them- 
selves do not want you: to pass any such 
law. Should you pass such a Dill as 
this, everything will be done by piece 
work. You can’t enact a law that will 
take one man’s property out of his pock- 
et and give it to another man as long 
as that man is left any sort of capacity 
to direct his own affairs. This will hurt 
the very people they would have you be- 
lieve it is intended to. help. 

_Now, the idea of a country like this, 
in a climate like this, under conditions 
like these, when industry {fs developing 
and when progress its starting in, letting 
a set of fellows who have been enriched 
and have fattened off of this business for 
@ hundred years, come down here to 
shape our policy for us, to own our coal 
mines, to work up the raising of freight 
rates and to destroy and disorganize our 
labor, and to put ue in a condition where 
We can't compete with them,—the idea, 
I say, of letting these fellows come down 
here and biind-bridie our good women: 
and put them to hauling their toad, looks 
to me ridiculous. 


; Female Agitator. , 
Two years ago there was a very charm- 


ing lady came through this country: her

Scien, fue showed a terrible state of af- 
fairs in this country. She was a very 
charming lady, a8 I said, but she was noth- 
ing in the world but a hired emissary from 
Great Britain, brought here by ‘the Fed- 
eration of Labor, and paid for her job, 
She «ame down here and stuck her fingers 
in the eyes of these people, and pulled 
the wool over their eyes with her chiid 
labor bill and that sort of thing and 
these same people paid her for her. job. 
And there ave otuers that are paid. You 
see gs me <f these fellows around here 
making strenuous efforts to get this thing 
passed who haven't got any cotton mill 
stock amd havent got anything else. You 
can look arcund and see the reason they 
are fighting it. We tracked it up on 
Mrs. Ashby and pulled the vouchers out 
of the report of the Federation of La- 
bor where they paid her, but we rever 
knew that at the time, so I couldn't say 
anything about that two years ago. Prob- 
ably two years from now we will find 
some more vouchers. 

Now, there is the situation. I could go 
over it again and again, but it stands 
right there. There is no answer to it. 


fwhenever a fellow puts his money up 


There is nothing but sentiment, emotion 
and excitement against it, and when you 
come down to good horse sense, to good 
business serse, for the good of the coun- 
try, for the development of our Indus- 
tries, for the good of the laboring peo- 
ple, for progress and development, that is 
all there is in it. ’ 

To 2sk us to pass lows like this, so di- 
rectly and :mmediately in the interest of 
our competitors, inspired and fed 
fostered by them, it looks sort of like a 
law they have 
want to get a fellow out of the way over 


him to go cut and commit harikari; that 
is, to go out and destroy himself. And 
these fellows up north are sending the 
sworli here to us and saying, ‘‘You south- 
ern fellows down there just commit hari- 
Kari.”” I confess it is a marvel to me it 
has ever had the serious consideration it 
has. 


Schools. 

There {s a man who started a factory 
in Gainesville last spring and he taught 
a free school for five months before he 
ever sptn a pound of cotton. They have 
got their schools. Dr. Turner there 
spends a couple of thousand dollars at 
his factory out here for free schools. 
‘They have got them all over the coun- 
try. We cast it up the other day and it 
shows that the fattory people, the mill 
men, are spending $100,000 a year for 
gratuitous education. Ndw.’tell me that 
these pecple need to be taken away from 
their parents, taken away from parental 
control and yut in care of the state? 
Tell me that those people need to have 
laws paceed that they shall not work 
only so long & day to take care of 
themselves? I will tell you what Geor- 
gia needs—she is mere in need of a law 
te make people work than to stov them 
frcm work. If we had a law that would 
enforce the vagrent act all over the 
estate, scmething to make people work 
instead of stepping them from. work. 
it would do a great deal more good than 
to pass a law to stop pgople from work- 
ing. 

A member of the committee: You mill 
men mo dcubt think you are paying 
enough for labor now, as much as busi- 
ness will justify. If this bill should pass, 
weuldn’t it have the effect of reducing. 
the price of labor 10 per cent? 

Mr. Spaldirg: I can’t say that it will 
reduce the price of labor, except that it 
will reduce the amount of work each 
Tran can get out by the piece. Yivery 
ran paid by the piece will have his 
wages reduced 10 per cent. That is bound 
to be the result, because it would give 
a wan 10 per cent less time in which 
to get out that. piece work. It might 
do this: I do honestly believe that there 
are nou five mills in the state of Geor- 
gia thet, taking into consideration the 
deterioration of the machinery, the de- 
preciation cf their plant, and all those 
things that render the life of machinery 
about fifteen or sixteen years and makes 
it necessary to replace it every fifteen or 
sixteen ysurs—taking all those things ints 
considereticn, I say, and there are not 
five mills in the state of Georgia that 
have made any money in the last two 
years. Now, take cff 10 per cert from 
their quantity of work and they cannot 
compete wth the mills in South Carolina 
end North Carolina and the mills in 
the north. It will just mean that the 
state will tecome the father of the whole 
instituticn; that it will become the fa- 
ther of the grown man as well as of the 
grTOWNn woman, and say you shall not 
vork but ten hours. I was raised on 
the farm and I wasn’t raised that way. ; 
I have sighted over the back of a red 
scrrei mule ana I will tell you there 
wasn’t any ten hours in it then. I have 
cut hay ard I have bound wheat an‘ 
oats, and I heve plowed and done it 
all, and there wasn’t any ten hours set 
on me. 

The Chairman: It was irom daylight 
till dark then, wasn’t it? 

Mr. Spalding: Yes, sir. it was early 
candje-light when I got done feeding. 
They made me miik, too, and I hated 
that worse than anything. Now, as Il 
nave stated, four-fifths of the people in 
the mills in this state are working by 
the piece, and when you cut down the 
time you immediately cut his capacity 
to get out his pieces, and you therefore 
cut down the wages of the laborer; you 
cut that directly off of him. You know 
these mill presdents don’t take any ten 
hour day. I doubt if there is a one of 
them that keeps the Isord’s day. They 
are burning the light way into the night, 
and they turn and twist and worry after 
they get into their beds about how to get 
the money to carry their cotton and flow 
they. are going to seil their goods to make 
both ends meet; and yet you would take 
that man and the man who has to depend 
on his labor, and who has nothing else 
to depend on, and tell him he shal! not 
work but ten hours a day. Gentlemen, 
behind the whole thing, and you are all 
in close touch with the affairs of this 
state,—behind the whole thing is some- 
thing broader and deeper than what you 
see right on the surface. It is like I 
told you in the beginning, it is a commer- 
cial conflict, and those eastern men are 
dealing us a blow with a velvet club. 
The bludgeon is there, but it is covered 
with velvet: it is there just as sure as 
we are in this room, and you will sree 
that it will go right along. This same 
lebor union is preparing to unionize the 
whole south. Why they have got the car- 
riage drivers unionized in tnis town now. 
You can’t get a carriage driver to chop 
wood. He is polite about it, but -he is 
sort of sick. or something is the matter 
with him today, but the wood isn’t cut; 
and they will organize the cooks next, 
and the farm laborers, and we will have 
the Cotton Choppers Union, and the Cot- 
ton Pickers Union, and the whole busi- 
ness*will be organized to tne very bottom. 
That is what is coming, and they are 
going to have it that way before they 
quit. That is all they are after. They 
are putting their money up for it, and 


for a thing you know he is in earnest. 
Now, it does look to me Ifke, in this 
country, gentlemen, in this country where 
we raise the cotton we spin, where our 
conditions are so different from theirs. 
that we are -directly interested in not 
adopting their methods. They are inter-

Physicians’ Fees. 

American Medicine: A western con- 
temporary, The Alkaloidal Clinic, advo- 
cates 4 general agreement on the part 
of physicians to raise their fees in ac- 
cordance with the enhanced prices of the 
necessaries of life which have obtained of 
recent years. With some conditions and 
limitations we heartily vote aye to this 
resolution. The first condition would be 
that the fees of the physician are those 
that should be raised—the physicians, we 
mean, as distinguished from the surgeon 
and the specialist. The internists, the 
general or family physicians, constitute 


the most important, but the most negiect- 


ed class of the profession. We have con- 
spired with the thoughtless and melodra- 
ma-loving public to give all the honor and 
all the profits also to the surgeons and 
specialists. If the profession is to make 
any common stand for better wages it 
must be for the sake of the general phy- 
sician. His work is worth just as much 
as that of the operator, but he does not 
receive one-tenth, and, in cases, not one- 
hundredth as much. We do not say that 
the specialist and surgeon receive too 
much; we urge only that it is the duty of 
the specialist and surgeon to help raise 
the standard of fees of his co'leagues to 
a level of that of their own. In the sec- 
ond place, the movement to increase the 
fee should at first ehlefly consider the 
country physician, as distinguished from 
the city man. Either because the ntrmber 
of cases is greater or other means of live- 
lihood are obtainable the city’ physician 
does not suffer from low and uncollectible 
fees as does hie country brother. ‘The 
newly aroused professional consciousness 
must show conecientiousness and the love 
of justice, or it will not endure. 


Real Dearth of Labor.

The Ancient Order of United Workmen 
aad its origin in the city of Meadville, 
Pa.. and its founder was John Jordan 
Upchurch. 

The first lodge was Jefferson lodge No. 
1, Meadville, Pa., organized October 27, 
1968. Thirteen persons were present the 
evening of its organization, and were ob- 
ligated and initiated under the prescribed 
form of ritual ‘written by Brother Up- 
church. The charter members were all 
or nearly al] associates of Brotaer Up- 
church in the shops of the Atlantic an‘ 
Great Western railroad (now the Erie 
railroad), where he was employed as 
foreman in the mechanical department. 

At the second meeting of Jefferson 
lodge No. 1, W. W. Walker, an associate 
of Brother Upcaurch. was admitted to 
membership, ahd thereafter became a 
prominent factor in the new organization. 

A constitution and by-laws were adopt- 
ed, by which Jefferson lodge No. 1 was 
made the provisional grand lodge, and to 
its officers was entrusted the government 
and propagation of the order. 

The progress for the following two or 
three years was toilsome and slow. 
sensions arose as to tne government of 
the order under the constitution adopted 
by Jefferson lodge and a division of the 
lodges was the result, culminating in the 
organization of two grand lodges, each 
claiming to be the rightful successor of 
the provisional grand lodge. It was not 
until January, 1873, that their dissensions 
were obliteratéd by the joining of tae two 
bodies. At that date, the number of 
lodges was about forty, thirty of whica 
were in Pennsyivania, five in Ohio and 
five in Kentucky, with a combined mem- 
bership of a little over 1,000. 

February 11, 1873, the stipreme lodge was 
organized at Cincinnati, Ohio.

His father dying when he was 6 
months old, his mother returned to her 
home in Canfield, Mahoning county, Onio, 
where trpon a farm tae early days of the 
subject of this sketch were passed, Untij 
the age of 18 years, he received only a 
common country school education with 
the addition of two or three terms at an 
academy. At the age of 18 he engaged 
as clerk in the mercantile business at 
Warren, Onio, removing to Meadville, 
Pa., in the year 1862, and engaging in the 
mércantile business on his own account. 
In the year 1871 he removed to Pittsburg, 


Pa., where he remained until 1879 in the - 


wholesale mercantile business, then re 
turning to Meadville, Pa., his present 
residence. 

His connection with tae Ancient Order 
of United Workmen dates from July 17, 
1812, he being a charter member of the 
first lodge organized in Allegheny coun- 
ty, viz., Pitteburg lodge No. 2. There were 
at that time, in the unincorporated 
branch of the order but six lodges and 
in the incorporated about an equal nurm- 
ber, with a combined membersaip of 
about 300. On November 20, 1872, he was 
commissioned district deputy of Alie- 
gheny county, and at the third annual 
session of the grand lofige of Pennsyi- 
vania January 14, 1873, was elected grand 
recorder.

of Pennsylvania was also the acting si 
preme recorder, the supreme lodge not 
yet having been organized.

By the time he was old 
enough to vote he was pastmaster of the 
art he had originated and sole instructor 
in a schoo] of fakirs; and from that day 
to this he has recruited his students from 
the section of the town where he was 
born and sent them broadcast over the 
country selling his wares. 

So it happens that the typical Christ- 
mas fakir: is, in large measure, a chip of 
the king of them all. 

Run across him wherever you may, you 
will find him as sturdy of body as of 
voice; with a wit as incisive as his busi- 


“ness acumen; possessor of a soul utterly 


incapable of being cast down, the inge- 
nuity and imagination of a clever nov- 
elist, and the power to make word paint- 
ings that rival the alliterative work of 
circus press agents. And lastly, as he 
pands you your purchase, jerks the piece 
of money out’of your hand, tosses it into 
a pocket; and turns to the next custom- 
er, all ‘before you begin to realize what 
has happened, you can readily see way 
the hustling western business man, 
famed in song and story, takes a back 
seat when the fakir comes around. And 
like the first of his race, nearly all the 
East Siders who will be selling Curist- 
mas novelties tomorrow morning first 
served their apprentice days as newsboys 
along Park Row. 
Fakirt Will Clear Up $2,000,000. 
It igs cOnservatively estimated that be- 
tween now and Christmas the ten thou- 


sand fakirs will take in $2,000,000 over and 
elie 
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above the percentage that goes to the 
man back of them. The average New 
York, Chicago, or ‘PhiJadelphia street 
man clears anywhere from $400 to $700 
for nis work on the ten days prior to 
Christmas. The novelties are never put 
on the street any earlier, for the fakir 
glories in catching shoppers at full tide. 
In Pittsuburg, San Francisco, St. Paul, 
St. Louis and Louisville, his net income 
varies from $200 to $400; while in the larg- 
; er southern cities and in such northein 
; and western towns as Albany, Omaha, 
Columbus, Los Angeles and Spokane, it 
doesn’t take more than ordinary ability 
to clear as much as $75, frequently $100 
and not infrequently $125 and $150. 

Once in a while there is a man in the 
cities of millions who, when. he reckons 

up ‘is profits before arraying himself in 
his best duds on Christmas day, prepara- 
tory to calling on his “‘steady company,”’ 
or taking wife and children to a vaude- 

| ville entertainment, finds that he is $1,000 

or $1,500 ‘“‘to the good.”’ This ig epecially 

| true when some novelty, simple as two 
and two in construction and small in 
constructivé pricé, eatches the public 
fancy and has a phenomenal sale at 5 
or 10 cents the specimen, 

But whether he makes $1,500 or $150, the 
typical fakir takes a long rest after tae 
Christmas harvest is ended. Barring a4 
few of his brethren, who bark year in 
and year out, he is liable to spend near- 
ly all his time until the next Christmas 
recuperating. He is a happy-go-lucky 
fellow, is the fakir, and in this trait he is 
in sharp contrast with the universially 
acknowledged head of his calling. 

The holiday season the street men con- 

fidently expect to make so much money 
that the odd jobs sometimes necessary 
ito be undertaken between Christmases 
for the good of the body will be obviated 
for once. They base theif expectations 
on the general prosperity of the country. 
Even a fakir new to the business knows 
that it takes a full pocket book to make 
a man give heed to, laugh over, and pur- 
chase ‘the insignificant trinkets displayed 
on trays and small stands in the dour- 
ways of vacant stores; in push carts and 
in huckster wagons. 


The pros;e:cus matured and maturing 
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public will be tempted with not a few 
brand new playthings, some of which, 
the inventors and the fakirs hope, will 
prove as elusively puzzling as “pigs-in- 
clover’? and thereby make record-break- 
ing sales. Indeed, this hope has given 
way largely to a feeling of certainty, 
based on the unusual rapidity with which 
the few hundreds of samples of these 
various novelties sent out through the 
country to test their selling powers were 
gobbled up. 

On the strength of this ‘‘feeler,’’ which 
is made with extreme care every year, 
a half million copies of the teaser called 
“Columbus-stand-up-the-egg”’ will be 
placed on the market. Outwardly it is a 
small duplicate of the giass casé once 
so popular for covering artificial flowers. 
It can be held in the hollow of the hand. 
Incloséd by the glass covering is a small 
wooden egg, and the object is to turn 
and twist the whole affair about until the 
egg is made to stand on its smaller end 
in a shallow hole in the center of the 
wooden bottom of the case. It seems 
easy, but a few minutes’ trial dispels the 
delusion. 


The “Four Blind Mice” Trick. 

Another ncvelty somewhat on the same 
order is ‘*‘Four Blind Mice.’ The ‘‘mice’’ 
are gunshot ifclosed in a glass tube 
half an inch in diaméter and two inches 
long. This is divided in half by a piece 
of wood pierced by four holes just large 
enough to pass the shot. The hole in the 
middle of the wood leads into a tube 
whose circumference is that of the open- 
ing, and which runs half the length of 
the’ large tube inclosing it. You catch 
the “‘mice” if you can induce al! four to 
drop into the inner tube. It’s mighty 
hard to get even one “mouse” into its 
pen, for they persist in falling . through 
the three holes t\4t do not lead into the 
inner tube.

the fire which is the determining cause of 
the dream. 

From this it might be- gathered that 
every one ir the same circumstances 
would dream the same thing, and to a 
certain extent this is no doubt true., The 
tendency of shipwrecked sailors upon 
short allowance of food and drink to 
dréam of abundant dishes and flowing 
streams *has often been noted, and it is 
said that the dreams of soldiers the night 
before the battle often bear a strong fam- 
ily likeness to each other. 

So, too, we can explain the practice 
of ‘incubation’ in many ancient temples, 
where he who would inquire of the god 
was allowed to sleep nvar the shrine, and 
generally managed to dream something 
that could be twisted into an answer to 
the question he had come to ask. But 
it should be remembered that the con- 
cepts of our waking moments are never 
simple, but are largely made up of mem- 
ories of our former impressions. and it 
is not reasonabie to expect that our sleep- 
ing concepts should differ from them. 

Just as an artist and farmer see dif- 
ferent things when they look at a bean- 
tiful jandscape,. so does the personal equa- 
tion count for much in dreams. Dr. 
Maudsley tells us that in his experience 
those whom years of practice in obser- 
vation and reflection have trained to think 
coherently will, alone, have’ coherent 
dreams: while M. Lorain says that the 
amount of cerebral activity manifested 
by the individual durine the day !s the 
measure of cerebral capacity shown by 
him in dreamiand. People who do not 
use the brain much—chiudren. women and 
handicraftemen, as he rather ungallantiy 
pute it—according to this last, seldom 
show any intellectual power in their 
dreams. 

So far, therefore. it michc be said that 
all our dreams are composed of impres- 
Sions recvived from the outer world, and 
this would be the end of the matter were 
man only the “‘bundle of sensations’ that 
Kingley’s Aben Ezra once thought him- 
self. But the fact that the great organs 
of the body—the heart. the lungs, and the 
liver—continue to work when the senses 
are drowned in sleep, shows that this is 
not so. and that behind the “moi sen- 
soriel,"’ Or semsory self, there stands’ the 
“moi eplanchnique’’ or visceral self which 
discharges ali the functions necessary to 
the maintenance of Hfe and well being 
without reference to the individual con- 
sciousness. 

What part this second personality with- 
in us plays in the composition of our 
@reams is not clear, and it is possible that 
it never does so directly. but only by 
such a disarrangement or interruption of 
the machinery as forces itself upon the 
attention of the senses. The question 
seems for the present to be outside the 
range of experiment, but it appears to 
be well established that any lesion of the 
tore important viscera, such as paralysis, 
locomotor ataxia, and certain forms of 
heart and lung disease herald their ap-

The town is situated at the point of a 
little neck of land that is a part of An- 
nette island. The slope that tips gently 
toward the sea’ is dotted with pretty 
white cottages, the homes of Indians: 
just such homes as prosperous white 
men have in a well regulated community. 
Father Duncan, the emperor of the isl- 
and, or “Dr.’’ Duncan, as he is some- 
times called, is the only white man here, 
save the man who, with his white wife, 
is servant in the king’s household. 

There are no horses, no wagons, in this 
town of a thousand inhabitants; no 
streets, only the high, wide board walks 
along which the natives drive their bi- 
cycles. High up on the slope, overlook- 
ing the bay, stands the all picturesque 
church; and above and still beyond. it, 
the new one—the finest in Alaska. 

The Indians are very proud of this 
church. It is of their own handiwork, 
amd is 70 by 100 feet in size and capable 
of seating 1,500 persons. Pews, pulpit 
and cefling afe finished in native woods 
handsomely and artistically inlaid. Over 
the pulpit, in a semicircle of large letters 
of inlaid woods, is the Bible injunction, 
“Peace on @arth; good will to men.’’ 


These Indians Once Cannibals. 

According to Father William Duncan, 
the Indian who executed this bit of artis- 
tie work is the identical cannibal whom 
the father found, some forty years ago, 
at Port Simpson, picking the wishbone 
of one of the men of his tribe. Only the 
good father, according to an admiring 
correspondent, puts it so blunt and bru- 


) tal, so awful and revolting, that I am 
the cap- unable to quote his story for the be : 
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of my readers. It is sufficient for you 
to know that in British Columbia, only 
forty years ago, these same Indians were 
feeding upon each other as blackbirds 
feed on worms. Now they have painted 
hogans, with Bibles, bath tubs, brass 
bands, bicycles and bangs. I understand 
they are to organize a ‘“‘woman’s club” 
this winter. 

We saw a lamp burning in a big white 
house, knocked, and an Indian opened 
the door. We told him that we were 
tourists taking in the town. He was 
sorry, he said, that we had arrived so 
late; service was over. and the band was 
not playing on Sunday. 

While Joe and Chariie. a couple of 
young chaps in our Party, asked ques- 
tions, my friend, Thompson, edged in, 
uninvited, seateg himself at a little 


Square table and began turning over the 
leaves of an autograph album that lay, 
slong with g Bible and a photograph al- 
bum, on the stand. Presently I saw Jim 
smile, saw him take a pencil from his 
pocket, and copy something from the al- 
c-um., 

“That chap is the Alfred Austin of the 
tribe,” said Jim, as he walked back to 
the boat. ‘That autograph album was 
full of poetry, mostly about Father Dun- 
can, but some about the island, thetr 
fight from Canada, the sea and nature. 
The best one was called ‘The* Wild Cat.’ 
I copied that one. 


““There’s nothing so wild as the wild 
cat. 
The tame cat’s as tame as a child, 
But he steals all the cream from the wiid 
cat, 
And that makes the wild cat wild.’ ” 


We learned fiat the ruler of this littie 
colony was able to divide up $75,000 among 
this people—about $75 per capita—last 
year, 

,But whatever comes to this patient, 
hard-working man he deserves. We have 
here the nearest approach to a perfectly 
civilized Indian that is to be seen on this 
continent. The most intelligent and en- 
lightened tribes in Canada cannot equal 
these Metlahkatlans for intelligence, 
cleanliness and godliness. And Father 
Duncan did it all. He brought them over 
from British Columbia, transplanted them 
to American soil, hoisted the Stars and 
Stripes, and, with’ a simple turn of the 
wrist, flopped them over from Church of 
England Indians to Presbyterians, as a 
miner flips a flap-jack. 

That must have been a little confusing 
to the lately civilized savages, but they 
all survied, for they believe in Father 
Duncan more than in any simple creed. 
One of the chief aims of the good man 1s 
to prevent the women from mixing up 
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are daring enough to go pragspecting on 
Annette island. The result of this watch- 
| fulness is that you see evidence of only 
a dash here and there of the blood of 
the pale face. A native woman is never 
allowed to be alone with a white man 
for a moment, and must marry, if she 
mary at all, one of her own tribe. 

The salmon cannery, saw mill, generai 
stores, brick yard and other mercantile 
establishments and industries are con- 
ducted on the cooperative plan. The 
salmon cannery employs 200 natives and 
20,000 cases of salmon are packed every 
year. The saw mill, with 50l-horse pow- 
er, managed entigely by natives, cuts 
15,000 feet of sawed and planed lumber 
per day. It is run by water power from 
a lake 3 miles away, and the same lake 
furnishes the town with fresh water. 

In this model community are photo- 
grapic’ galleries, shoe repairing shops, 
restaurants, music rooms, etc. The na- 
tive workmen receive the wages they in- 
dividually earn, according to the value of 
the work they can do, ranging from $1.25 
to $2.25 a day for men and boys, in pro- 
portion to their us@fulness. 

An Interview with Father Duncan. 

Of his own life and work the white- 
haired father has this to say: 

“Forty years ago, as a lay member of 
the Church of England, inspired by re- 
ligious zeal, alone and unaided, I estab- 
lished a mission for the natives near 
Port Simpson, Britsh Columbia. The na- 
tives were considered the worst of all 
the tribes on the coast. They were the 
slaves of superstition and addicted to dis- 
gusting rites. Before venturing to live 
among them I secured permission to be 
protected by the British fort at Port 
Simpson and resided therein until I could 
master the Taimpsean language. 

“By and by,” says the Father, “the 
British began to persecute us. The In- 
dians were arrested and fined on tae 
slightest pretext and were taken to Van- 
couver or Victoria for trial. The bishop 
of the church also insisted on assuming 
and “exercising an authority for which 
the Indians were not yet prepared. The 
whisky smaugglers wao plied a profitable 
trade between Port Simpson and Alaska 


restraint exercised by the Indians, until 
lifa under the British flag became un- 
bearable. ; 

*"In 1887 I called a council of my people 
and determined to locate on United 
States soil. A committee selected An- 
nette island and the government gave 
me jurisdiction over it with the powers 
of a United States marshal. 


“On tae day of landing we cleared a 
tree of its limbs and nailed the United 


¢

States flag at its top and then held a 
service of thanksgiving and praise.”’ 

Any Indian may become a member of 
the community, but must first serve a 
term on probation. This being satisfac- 
tory, he subscribes to a declaration, In 
which, in brief, he promises: 

First—To reverence the Sabbath, at- 
tend divine worsaip, refrain from secular 
work on that day, to regard all true 
Christians as brethren and to be truth- 
ful, honest and industrious. ‘ 

Second—To be faithful and loyal! to the 
government and laws of the United 
States. 

Third—To vote for the election of the 
town council and to. obey the by-laws 
and orders imposed by said council. 

Fourta—To attend to the education of 
the children and keep them at school as 
regularly as posible. 

Fifth—To abstain ftotallw Trom all in- 
toxicants and gambling and never attend 
nor cOuntenance heathen customs in gur- 
rounding villages. 

Sixth—To observe sanitarv regulations. 

Seventh—To identify ourselves with the 
progress of the settlemert and to utilize 
tae land we hold. 

EKighth—Never to alienate, give away or 
sell our land or building lots or any part 
thereof to any person or persons who 
have not subscribed to these‘ rules. 

Annette island is 18 miles long and 
néarly 10 miles wide. Father Duncan 
Says there is very little gold there, but 
the enterprising prospector who h s been 


nosing about says thé island is rich in 
mineral. It is a good country. Prince of 


Wales island, to the west, is known to be 
rich in copper and iron. The Ketchikan 
country, hard by. is attracting dny 
amount Of capital. On Gravina island 
there is a quartz claim that runs 16 per 
cent copper and $10 in gold. At Thorn 
Arm a stamp mill has been put up, while 
a little way up the channel, on Cleve- 
land peninsula, taey have found some of 
the richest gold specimens that have 
come out of Alaska. All this history 
makes the prospector look longingly over 
toward Annette island. 

A well-known mining expert from Cali- 
fornia, who wWaS a passenger on the 
Steamer with me, said that in 1892 some 
| yankee miners found ore on Annette 
island that went $300 to tne ton. Father 
Duncan, “commissioned of God,” as his 
admiring historians say, took the matter 
to Washington and had the miners called 
“a , 

The Emperor Hostile to Miners. 

The miners, impatient to prospect there, 
argue that this government has no right 
to give a handful of disgruntled Cana- 
dians a title clear to an important strip 


~ 


of territory in"the United States, to build. 
an independent community, to make laws 


and religion for themselves. If we must 
do such a thing, says the kicking pros- 
pector, let us give the couggtry to white 
Canadians. A white man is as good as 
an Indian, after the Indian has become 
civilized. 

But while the prospector is complaining 
of Father Duncan's dominion over the 
island, Father Duncan is asking for more 
authority and more pul! for his people, 
Although he has long since abandoned 
aH the old isms and established a creed 
of his own, he has the sympathy and sup- 
port, of course, of all the réligious orders 
in the United States in his efforts to hold 
the island for his converts. Briefly the 
Indian asks: 

1. For an absolute 
mation to their title to their 
homes. 

2. For the protection of the fisheries of 
the district. 

3. For the power to forever enforce pro- 
hibition on the isiand and to preserve 
their united undenominational church 
from the contentions and rivalries of other 
sects. 

4. For the maintenance of public schools 
and the ultimate granting of civil rights 
and citizenship.

Cleveland Plain Dealer: The man who 
claims to be the most patched-up person 


' in the world is in Cleveland searching for 


his long-lost brother. George Burns is 
his name, and according to his story he 
is a walking testimonial to the ability of 
the modern surgeon to patch up the hu- 
man frame. The catalogue of Burns’ 
afflictions and physical disabilities reads 
like a list of the casualties in a mine dis- 
aster or a subway explosion. 

Burns says that the entire top of his 
skull is gone, being replaced by a silver 
plate, which is attached to his right jaw; 
five ribs on the left side have been re- 
moved, forcing his heart to the right side 
of his anatomy; a portion of his right hip 
is missing; one of his legs has been frac- 
tured in three places, the other in two; 
his elbow joints are a thing of memory: 
he is blind in one eye; one of his kneecaps 
is situated midway down his shin, and in 
all thirty-seven pieces of bone have been 
removed from his body. Burns says that 
at one time he was thought to have passed 
to the great beyond. The shroud had been 
prepared, the coffin was ready. when the 
supposed dead man rose to protest against 
the funeral rites.

Not one church member in a 
thousand in this country knows who wrote 
the Doxology that is sung all over the 
world, ‘‘Praise God from whom all bless- 
ings flow.’’ Thomas Ken has been dead 
two hundred years, but thosegfour lines 
will live and doubtless he is in heaven 
and hears more of his own verse ana 
music than any saint around the throne 
of God. Shakespeare might have said 
with more truth, “The good that men do 
lives after them.’’ Our venerable Judge 
Warner went north in his old age to re- 
visit the home of his youth and found 
the town adorned and shaded with beau- 
tiful elms around the churches and along 
the sidewalks—trees that he planted half a 
century before and had never seen since 
he came to Georgia to teach school. The 
nigh tops of those trees seemed to reach 
the sky and men and women walked ana 
children played under their shade, but not 
a human being in that town remembered 
him or knew who planted those trees, 
He found one old schoolmate, but he was 
blind and in the poor house. Fifty-five 
years ago when I first visited the little 
town of Rome I noticed a good old man 
by the name of Smith—Johnny Smith he 
was called—and he. too, was planting lit- 
tle trees around the churches.

And there is my old friend and 
partner, Judge Branham, who for twen- 
ty-flve years nag been working on. that 
beautiful cemetery on Myrtle Hill—mak- 
ing new walks and grading them, laying 
off lots on the new. purchase, building 
walls on the steep shopes, planting trees 
and flowers and in many ways orhnament- 
ing and beautifuying the city of the dead. 
Within a few more years he will be one 
of its sleeping citizens and later on an- 
other generation will frequent the roman- 
tic place and wonder who shaped it into 
beauty, and nobody can tell. Dr. 
son said that every man ought to plant 
a tree or write a book or do something 
for the benefit and comfort of those who 
are to live after he is dead.

bold, expressive eyes. He sits his gnimal 
like a Centaur. In every movement of 
the lithe body, every pese of the statu- 
esque head, there is expressed the joy of 
life, the intoxication of existence. 

The westerner is alive to his finger 
tips; the easterner is blase and tired of 
it all. Possiily that explains why many 
of these same westerners threw off the 
frock coat of civilization and donned the 
corduroy jacket of primitive conditions. 
For many of these same westerners come 
from the east, sick and weary of the 
exotic environment they leave behind.

NEWSPAPER CIRCULATION. 


(From The Brooklyn Times.) 

‘The following address was made at the 
monthly dinner of the Sphinx Club at 
the ‘Waldorf-Astoria by Herbert F. 
Gunnison: 

[ take it that the question we are con- 
sidering is the comparative value of 
quality and quantity in newspaper cir- 
culation as relating to newspaper adver- 
tising. The advertising man as a rule is 
a pretty shrewd individuai, and if he 
has had experience is generally able to 
judge correctly thosé mediums which 
produce the best results. As it is very 
difficult to trace direct results from ad- 
vertising in any particular paper, it is 
of the utmost importance that advertisers 
Should be able to know what papers 
reach the class of readers who are 
in the 


announcements which they make. 

I would not make light of papers hav- 
ing large circulations, but quantity alone 
counts for very little. There are mer- 
ehants who seek to get into the homes 
by having inserted into reputable news- 
papers ‘their advertisements printed on 
Separate sheets, and, while large num- 
bers of these inserts are thus circulated, 
it-is doubtful whether that kind: af cirev- 
lation. is of mitch. valie.

It is of the utmost importance 
to reach the people who can buy. In 
most cases the papers having the largest 
circulation are those which sell for the 
lowest price. It is but fair to assume 
that the people who buy a paper because 
it is cheap, in the majority of instances, 
are those who are limited in their means 
They are people who must have the 
necessaries of life and not the luxuries. 
The bulk of advertising is for the sale of 
luxuries and not necessities. 
Newspapers are made for the public, 
They must cater to the requirements of 
every reader. If they do not, they are 
without readers. The editors and pub- 
lishers who ean best understand the pub- 
lic wants and meet them are conductors 
of the most successful journals: but no 
one newspaper can meet the require- 
ments of an entire community any more 
than one religion would suit all classex

Each section of the country 
was wrought up to an intensity of feeling never 
paralleled in history. | 

Then came the pistol shot which again threw 
north and south into a raging turmoil of excite- 
ment—fear, suspicion, horror, resentment held the 
center of the stage, and the public mind was di- 
vided and unbalanced as it had never been in any 
national crisis. Following quickly on the heels 
of the crime came the sensational pursuit and kill- 
ing of Booth, the arrest of his co-plotters and the 
Sanguinary trials and executions which glutted ven- 
geance on,one side and aroused protest and helpless 
remonstrance on the other. : 

It was in the white heat of public anger and the 
popular clamor for instant, full-measured retribu- 
tion that the moving events of those days were 
enacted. It has been claimed that those accused 
of complicity with Booth were treated barbarously, 
that innocent lives were sacrificed, and blameless 
persons put to torture and humiliation to appease 
the wrath of a living, bereft populace, It may 


even be true that facts were distorted, evidence 


offered not carefully sifted, bloody and cruel injus- 
tice done to many unfortunate enough to have been 
identified in some manner with the pitiful tragedy, 
it must be remembered that, in all ages and coun- 
tries, people thrust into the heart of such national 
storms, have often acted as if under insane compul- 
sion. Certain it is that in indivdual cases of great 
stress the mind is frequently unable to discriminate 
nicely between justice and injustice. Few men there 
are who will not acknowledge such in their personal 
experience. May we not then apply the same 
analogy to a nation, its combativeness and bitter- 
ness already fully aroused, bitten to the quick by. 
the hot-hearted, bl oody act of a misguided man? 
But the time has come, in the fullness of history 
and the mellowness of reconciliation, when the 
facts in the case may be considered, when justice 
can be done to those connected with this great his- 
toric drama, and the truth known for vindication of 
the accused, condemnation of the guilty and satis- 
faction of the people at large.. The Sunny South, 
to this end, has secured the full story of the plot 
to kidnap Lincoln, the same series of events on 
which Joel Chandler Harris based his “Making of a 
Statesman,” and following that the notable develop- 
ments which culminated in the assassination of the 
president and the downfall of those engaged inthe 
plot, the source being undeniably authentic.

magnificent illustration of faithfulness to the trust 
reposed is demonstrated by the story of Wesley 
Reynolds, a 16-year-old boy, who was employed as 
a guard at an Indian country bank, and who lost 
his life this week while engaged in defending the 
property of his employers. 

Two burglars, unaware of the presence of a guar‘, 
entered the rear of the builuding and Reynolds 
at once alert, fired at the first figure he saw. His 
shot missed and immediately the two men crouched 
behind barricades and returned his fire. Bullets 
whistled harmlessly betwéen the courageous boy 
and the burglars for a few moments, when one of 
the burglars, with the cowardly instinct of his kind, 
made a circuit around the fighting guard, crept to 
the other side of the store and suddenly opened fire 
from an unexpected quarter. His first ball struck 
Reynolds above the chin and buried itself at the 
base of the brain; the second grazed the base of the 
neck and emerged between the shoulder blades. 
Bleeding and dying this wonderful boy fought on 
gallantly, blinded by blood and almost crazed with 
pain. He had just begun to empty his third re- 
volver when a bullet through the heart from the 
hidden. assassin ended his resistance and his life. 
The murderers made good their escape and there 
seems to-be:no probability of their being brought 
to justice. | 

Wesley Reynolds was as plainly a martyr to duty 
as‘any of the spectacular heroes which adorn his- 
‘tory. The deeds of Casabianca and Arnold Winkel- 
reid were performed under a powerfully moving 
impulse. But Reynolds’ deed \ was accomplished 
under conditians stripped utterly of the sensationa! 
or melodramatic elements. Alone, in a dark, cold 
store, in the early morning when the vital powers 
are at their lowest ebb, with no bystanders to in- 
spire him or.applaud.or chronicle his heroism, he 
stuck to his guns, fought doggedly and met death 
in an effort to defend the property left in his 
charge. He could have evaded danger and com- 
promised with his conscience by remaining quiet 
and summoning help. But in his simple, direct 
mind, the first impulse was fidelity to duty, and he 
met death like a man should—fighting, and with all 
his wounds in front. 

His determined, unaffected courage is an inspira- 
tion to American young manhood. We need not 
fear the enemies from without when the very chil | 
dren fight like veterans and die like heroes.

Don’t Persistently Malign 
the Cook 

N the cooks of the nation fall the bur- 
den of a large proportion of the funny 
men’s jokes. Hardly a humorous 
weekly or Sunday supplement but 
contains a severe satirical rap at the 
menials whose task it is to prepare 
the fuel which keeps our engines of 
life in vigorous operation, or which 
‘may tickle seductively the palates of 
those of us who can afford to be 
gourmets and epicures. But there 
are at least two familiar figures in 
literature who _ realized the impor- 
tance of the cook as an institution— 
for Charles Lamb _ discoursed elo 

quently on the gustatory glories of roast pig and 
his effusion has been called, by the vulgar, a classic. 
Owen Meridith tells us “we may live without learn- 
ing, and live without books; but civilized man can- 
not live*without cooks.” There you are—two emi- 
nent authorities agreeing.on the pretentious pos’ 
tion due to the muchly abused cooks of civilization. 

The cook is usually tolerated as simply a neces- 
sary evil of the scheme of existence. The majority 
of families underpay them and make up the debt in 
hard words when the oppressed creatures, in right- 
-eous vengeance, leave them suddenly in the lurch, 
thrusting the burden of sating healthy appetites on 
the fine-fingered dames of the household. But dia 
you ever think, when perhaps once in the cours« 
of the year your peregrinations at home lead you 
through the family kitchen, and you saw the over- 
heated, smut-daubed, perspiring, overworked cook 
patiently laboring, that she was one of the factors, 
one of the primary factors of civiliation? That you 
may pursue the pleasures and ambitions and de- 
mands of the day, she rises from a comfortable 
couch at the hour when you are just beginning to 
enjoy your “forty winks,” trudges perhaps through 
a rain storm, or a windy gale, and with numb, 
trembling fingers begins the preparation of your 
first meal. Later, you want to entertain your 
friends ; to impress on them your importance as the 
master of a home; to prove substantially your repu- 
tation for hospitality. And the cook bears the best 
part of the burden. 

Just take some of these facts into consideration 
when you are tempted to place the cook’s wage at 
the lowest figure you think will be accepted. Ot 
when you perform an unusually fine piece of work, 
when you are feeling unusually charitable towari 
mankind, genial toward your friends, or even when 
a robust constitution enables you to resist a sharp 
attack of disease—give the cook some of the credit. 
She has more to do with it than is dreamt of in the

is partially evidenced by the fact that 

since the memorable day when Key 

penned the poem, the American children 

of succeeding generations have largély 

through its instrumentality come to as- 

sociate all thoughts of their native land 

with the phrase, ‘’'The land of the free 
and the home of the brave.”’ 

The father of Key was a revolutionary 
soldier by the name of John Ross Key, 
and lived on a farm in Fredericks coun- 
ty. Maryland, where young Key was 
born in August of the year 1780. When 
he had reached sufficient age, at the ear- 
rest solicitation of young Key, his father 
allowed him to become a law student. 
After the completinn of his studies and 
his admission to the bar he moved to 
Georgetown and there vegan the ‘prac: 
tice of his life's profession. He quickly 
made a reputation for being a hard :stu- 
dent and eloquent speaker, and was dis- 
trict attorney for several consecutive 
terms. It is said that President Andrew 
Jackson valued his opinion so highly 
that no matter of importance was acted 
on by him without first having had e 
consultation with young Key, who was 
at that time only akout thirty. 

In the year 1814 Key reached the climax 
of his life’s career, writing the poem 
which has immortalized him and added 
luster to the flag which has floated so 
— over a brave and liberty-loving peo- 
pie, 

The world was astounded in 1812 by the 
audacity of young America, waen it said 
to the British lion, ‘“Thou shalt -not.” The 
war which was the inevitable result of 
tais ‘declaration found a hearty com- 
mendation in the breast of Key, and 
emulating the: worthy example of jis 
father he gave himself and all he pos- 
sessed to his country at the time of her 
need. Accordingly, August of the year 
1814 found his name registered as @ide 
de camp of General Smith, whose froce 
was tnen stationed not very far from the 
city of Baltimore. 

One day while Key was sitting brooding 
over the fate of Washington and desir- 
ous Of Saving Baltimore from a simiiar 
one,/ there came to him a message. It 
was to the effect that his friend, Dr. 
Beanes, had been t&ken captive by a 
scouting party of the English troops and 
sent aboard the ships of tne English 
then lying at anchor in the quiet waters 
of Chesapeake bay: .Witheut delay he 
sought John S. Skinner; commissioner

. On Tuesddy morning, the 13th of Sep- 
tember, 1814, ‘the fleet moved across tae 
and opened a destructive fusti- 
lade upon Fort McHenry, — standing 
guard at the city’s water gate. A con- 
tinuous fire was kept up until tae next 
night at midnight, when word came to 
Cockburn, stating that unless the fort 
was taken at once the troops 
he had stationed on the eastern road en- 
tering the city. would have to beat a 
retreat. After a short lull tn the firing, 
and under the protecting shadows of an 
exceedingly dark night, sixteen British 
frigates crept up within close range of 
the fort and emptied their shot and saell 
upon it. Abowt an hour or so later the 
firing suddenly ceased entirely and Key 
was left in awfuj suspense, being unabie 
to tell whether the fort had surrendered 
or still held its own, 

The hours stretching between midnight 
darkness and early dawn proved to Key’s 
soul a very Gethsemané of anxiety and 
pain. When at last the first streaks of 
light shot athwart the sky and before his 
enraptured gaze there came the flag of 
the fort still waving defiance at its 
enemies; the bounding of his heart can 
almost be felt, and the thunder of joy al- 
most be heard as it echoed and reechoed 
through his soul: and his trembling 
eagerness almost be seen as he snatches 
from his pocket an old envelope and hur- 
riedly jotted down some of the surging 
emotions of his heart. 

Key wrote many other poems, and his 
book of poems published in 1856, a number 
of years after his death, contains some 
good ones, but it is not at all probable 
that he would have attained any fame 
as a poet had it not been for this ene 
production, or that there would have been 
reared in Golden Gate park, San Fran- 
cisco, Cal., the one magnificent monument 
of stone to testify a nation’s gratitude 
for the labor of his life. Over his grave 
in the little cemetery at Fredericks, Md., 
there is no monument, but trom a simple 
flagstaff there forever floats a large star- 
spangled banner, 

AS a poetic production, “The S8Star- 
Spangled Banner’’ is open to sharp crit- 


‘fcism, andthe claim that Key gained a 


reputation as a great poet from a poem 
that was a very poor poetic production 
is undoubtedly true. But what the poem 
lacks in poetical technicality if makes up

T is a wonderful city, is

Do you remember the sort 
of life you read about in your childhood 
as being the life of the world’s infancy; 
the period of Jatob’s dream, of Joseph's 
coat of many colors, of Abraham and his 
flocks and herds? That life precisely, 
unchanged in any smallest particular, is 
being lived from day to day throughout 
Morocco, within sight of twentieth cen- 
tury Europe. You remember the Bible 
story of the sacrifice of Abraham's sheep, 
the narrowly escaped sacrifice of his 
beloved son. The day of that miracle 
is annually commemorated throughout 
Morocco, and every respectable house- 
holder sacrifices his sheep, In c¢ireum- 
stances and surroundings which are ab- 
solutely those of the Old Testament. 

In one direction it Is possible that the 
subjects of Mulai Abdel Aziz IV of Mo- 
rocco haye gone beyond any point reach- 
ed by the Canaanites: they know more 
of tyranny, corruption and oppression tn 
the administration of their beautiful land, 
What we westerners call corruption is 
the very fiber of every root and branch 
of the absolute despotism which rules 
Morocco. From his youthful Shareefiar 
majesty under the royal parasol to the 
meanest city gate béggar in ail Sunset’ 
Land, every man buys place, sells honor, 
and (according to European notion) cheats 
over every bargain. 

At this moment there lives a ‘Moor 
named Hadj Abd el Kareem, known in- 
timately to the present writer, whose fa- 
ther was 2 boughten slave, and who, 
himself, is now a peddiler of water in the 
market place. Abd el Kareem has once 
held one of the highest official positions 
in the land, and twice he has been the 
honored, feared and wealthy governor of 
a large province. Once he has been bas- 
tinadoed within an inch of his life (he 
stood eight hundred strokes), twice Tie 
has languished for a period of stveral 
years in dark and foetid country dun- 
geons, and twice he has been submitted 
to torture in order that a confession 
might be wrung from him of the where- 
abouts of his secreted treasure: 6n the 
first occasion his right eye was de- 
stroyed, by the lid being pierced with a 
figh hook suspended from a beam at sucna 
a height that the vnfortunate man had 
to stand upon his toes to avoid the drag- 
ging out of the eyelid, and on the second 
occasion he lost his right hand by hav- 
ing it slit open and balled up with sand. 
in a strip of buiiock’s hide. 

Understand, this man has never been 
charged with any offense against the 
laws of the land: he has never becn 
trieqd in any court; and even as he has 
been ruined by these given power over 
him, so has he himself ruined many over 
whom he was given power. And in Mo- 
rocco this man’s career is not considered 
at all remarkable. 

In this one nominally independent strip 
of the Dark “Continent, all. official post 
tions to every sort and rank are ob- 
tained quite openly by purchase. To 
purchase the governorship of a given 
province, Mieans to acquire the right of 
extorting from the people of that prov- 
ince every farthing that can be ground 
out of them, by fair means by force, or 
by such foul methods as torture and 
starvation. Out of this a certain annual 
tribute must be sent to his shareefian 
majesty, lord of all the faithful, maker 
and breaker of all officials. In the same 
way, to be a guard of policeman (the 
word in use as assaseen, from waich 
paturally, we derive our assassin) im- 
plies, not the holding of a post bring- 
ing in a salary of so much a month, but 
merely that one is a licensed extortioner 
and rogue, within the limits of petty lar- 
ceny.

for themselves. That is meat for their 
master. But usage says they may and 
will extort what they can from the man 
—a handful of silver, say—with threats 
of rough treatment or promises of favor. 
That is their business, and its rewards 
are understood to be their sole source of 
income. 

@abeas corpus is; of course, unknown 
in Al Moghreb. A judge's diction usually 
runs in this wise: ‘‘Take him to the 
prison; or “Let him be beaten.” In 
the latter case the matter is put in hand 
forthwith, while the judge takes snuff, 
and turns upon his cushions, a slightly 
bored spectator, his nod sufficient to de- 
cide whether the culprit should be mere- 
ly bruised, maiméd, half killed, or ac- 
tually done to death. A deliberate sen- 
tence, in which a period of months or 
years of imprisonment is named is never 
pronounced. Such a method would never 
answer, for the duration of any pris- 
oner’s confinement depends .entirely upon 
the léngth of time taken by his friends 
in. scraping together a bribe which shail 
satisfy the responsible official. And this, 
whether the crime be the most dastardly 
kind of murder, or the merest bagatelle, 
or nothing at all beyond the misfortuné 
of being judged a prospering man wica 
a nest-egg worth plundering. 

While in prison—and you will bear in 
mind that the best and the worst of men 
are equally “unable to avoid the risk, of 
imprisonment at any time—a man is 
given nothing whatever by the authori- 
ties if there is a friend within reach who 
can be induced to supply as much as a 
piece of bread per day. If, on the other 
hand, a prisoner should prove to be ab- 
solutely friendless (a state of things for- 
tunately very rare among all primitive 
peoples) the authorities allow him one 
bran loaf, the shape and size of an Eng- 
glish bath bun! each day. And that is 
all. For water, Moorish prisoners depend 
upon the door-keeper of their prison, 
who usually supply two skins-full per 
diem paid for out of pence taken from 
in-coming and out-going prisoners. The 
door-keeper, being an official, is unpaid, 
and pays, in presents to the officiai next 
in rank above him, for the privilege of 
making just as much ag he is able by 
extortion. He appoints one prisoner as 
kaid or captain of the whole number 
confined. This again is a Hcense to rob 
in return for which the 
prisoner kaid pays daily tribute to the 
door-keeper. He Keeps order among his 
fellows, distributes water, metes out cor- 
poral punishment, and extorts tribute 
in money, food, tobacco and the like from 
every prisoner possessed of friends to 
bring him these things. The prison itself 
is a noisome and fetid dungeon of reek- 
ing stonework, open to public inspection 
through a loop-hole at which the: door- 
keeper sits at the receipt of bribes. The 
prisoners, sick and whole, mad and sane, 
melancholy and savage, halt, blind, 
maimed, silent and noisy, all are herded 
together like swine in one dim and filth 
wepartment—a terrible gathering. 

They may smoke—when they have any- 
thing to smoke. They may talk, fight, 
sing, play, or sleep, when and how they 
choose. They are many of them philoso- 
phers and ali of them fatalists, and all 
Moors are generous. Hence, even friend- 
less prisoners take a long while to die. 
Capital punishment is practically un- 
known; but a man takes his chances of 
death in many forms; under torture, the 
question, stgrvation and the like. In 
cases of rebellion the government pays 
as much as 4 pesetas (say, half a cruwn) 
apiece for the heads of rebels, the which 
are used when pickled to adorn the gates 
of the capital cities; have been so used 
this year, and will be so used next year, 
if the Moorish government survives so 
long... 

A Bad Piace to Be Poor in 

Taking it by and large, Moorish life 
is remarkably free from crime, as crime 
figures in the Newgate calendar. One 
might almost add that upon the whole 
the Moors are an innocent and laws 
abiding people. Particularly when one 
remembers that they have no laws—as an 
Irishman might put it. But tne Moorish

True,” but, In a sense, it is 4 
worse country to be-rich in. A man who 
is notoriously and unmistakeably poor, 
and without monied relatives, is toler- 
ably secure from the risks of imprison- 
ment or persecution, unless he, commits 
crime or offends some powerful person. A 
warm man, ag we say. is never safe, no 
matter how softly “spoken, or how gen- 
erous in the matter of judiciously dis- 
tributed hush money. 

The basha of a Moorish town, or the 
kai@d of a district, are veritable auto- 
crats. Their Meutenants (Khaleefahs) 
are minor autocrats. Both sit in pwhlic 
judgment every day. All serious cases 
involve serious, that is large, bribes. 
Such cases are heard by the basha. - Al! 
petty cases, domestic quarrels, brawling, 
and the like, involve small bribes of 
chickens, tea. eggs, butter, sugar, small 
silver, etc. Such cases come before the 
khaleefah. Purely civil cases or those 
involving reference to koranic injunc- 
tions, go befote the kadi, a dignified 
person who can read and write his name 
and must be bribed through his clerk. 
I have seen three loaves of sugar and a 
packet of candles change the whole com- 
plexion of a case involving mahy montis 
of imprisonment and starvation. I have

he meets is unique. When first presented 
to a person he wishes to remember he 
asks them to speak plainly. Then he puts 
his finger on the back of his or her neck 
and smells of it; after this he never for- 
gets that individual, seeming to associate 
the sound of the voice with the name and 
the smell. He can hear a sermon and re- 
peat most of it after he returns from the 
church, and furthermore mimic the 
preacher, using his tones of voice and 
peculiarities of speech. He cares noth- 
ing for money, being perfectly satisfied 
with music and the piaudits of his au- 
dience.’"’' 

Several months ago a reporter had an 
interesting talk with “‘Aunt Charity” at 
the little cottage on MTwenty-seventh 
street, Rose Hill, Columbus, where she 
then. lived. In her general appearance 
sie was a typical ante-bellum ‘“‘mammy.” 
As she sat on her front porch gently 
rocking herself, piying her fan in that 
rather dignified manner. so peculiar to 
many old, colored women, she seemed a 
typical representative of a class that is 
fast passing away. The conventional tur- 
ban, affected by the older colored folks, 
was around her head, and she wore a 
neat, though Inexpensive, dress. She had 
a lattle smattering of education, and 
could write. She had traveled enough to 
g.ve her a certain staid dignity that im- 
pressed her visitor. 


| 


Aunt Charity did not seem to think that 
she was getting her just proportion of 
money earned by Blind Tom. “They stole 

him from me,” she said 
with some little feeling. 
“When I was in New 
York I signed away my 
rights. They won't let 
Thomas come to see me, 
and I am not allowed to 
see him.’ Although he is a middle aged 
man, Aunt Charity referred to her son 
as Thomas. To her he was but a child. 
She said that she did not remember ex- 
actly how old he was, but-supposed he 
was forty-five or fifty years old. As a 
matter of fact, in a good, many things 
Blind Tom is merely a child. Nature, in 
endowing him with such remarkable 
musical talent, denied him many of the 
things usually granted to the ordinary 
mortal. Tom is simple-minded, 

To Aunt Charity, Blind Tom represchit- 
ed the perfection of alé genius—one of 
the greatest musical prodigies and intel- 
ligence—and she would sit and talk by 
the rour about her son. She was an in- 
teresting character for other reasons 
than that she gave birth to the greatest 
n.usical prodigy of the age, for she is the 
mother of twenty ‘children, several of 
whom are now living in and about Co- 
lumbus. Quite a number of these have 
died. When questioned as to their names 


as often as she would like to. | 

eged condition she fancied that some one 
was trying to prejudice her son against 
her. It was «quite an event for the old 
woman when she went north with her 
son. She stayed nine years, and she was 
only too to get back to Georgia.

The story of Blind Tom is known every- 
where. A rude, outlandish, queer, igno- 
rant negro, blind, with no education, he 
.is noted as one of the musical prodigies 
of the age. He has given concerts all 
over the country. Ee plays the piano 
in a@ manner that is aimost. miraculous. 
He can play any tune that he has ever 
heard, and his méziory is wonderful. He 
can render the most complicated and dif- 
ficult pieces of music faultiessly. 
this is without a particle of training. It 
is a gift that partakes of the supernat- 
tral. The musical career of Blind Tom 
began when he was a year old, when he 
crawled into the parlor at the home of 
his master and played the piano, to the 
utter amazement of everybody. 

“Tom was born blind,”’ said the aged 
mother. with that precision and dignity 
that s: metimes denotes the antebellum 
negro. “He was just like any other 
baby at first. He never could see, 
although once in New York I held a 
@iass of milk before his eyes ‘and he de- 
clared that he saw something black in 
his milk. 

“One day, at Generd)] Bethune’'s place, 
where We were then living, Thomas, who 
was then a year old, crawled imto the 
parlor, while everybody was at dinner, 
and went to the plano. He stood up be- 
fore the piano and began to play. The 
people at dinner heard him, but they 
thought it was some company in the 
parlor, and didn’t pay any attention to 
it. After dinner they found his playing 
away in the parlor. They tried to keep 
him out of the parlor after that, but 
they couldn’t. He would slip in anv 
way and play, playing anything that he 
had heard. Everybody said that it was 
a gift. Thomas was carried north after 
the emancipation, but before he was he 
gave many concerts in Columbus.”’ 

The last heard from Blind Tom he was 
in New York city. His manager at that 
time (and who still has charge of him 
so far as generally known) was Mrs. C. 
Ess, formerly a German lady, but who

Futile Efforts to Save Mrs Sure

Great ynterest has always centered 
about the case of Mrs. Mary E. Surratt, 
and there are many firm believers in her 
innocence of any criminal knowledge con- 
cerning the assassination plot..In years 
after the close of the war, waen the bit- 
terness of that great strife had passed 
away, much publicity was given her case 
from time to time, and many. of those 
who were connected with the trial in offi- 
cial capacity were made the centers of 
attack. 

Mr. John P. Brophy, who was at the 
time of the trial an instructor at St. 
Aloysius’ college, in Washington, had an 
interesting experience in endeavoring to 
aid M. Surratt. After her conviction 
for complicity in the murder, Weichman, 
who boarded in her house and was the 
chief witness. against aer, came to him 
and said that in spite of all he had sworn 
to, he thoroughly believed Mrs. Surratt 
was innocent of all knowledge of the 
plot against the president until after its 
actual consummation. Mr. Brophy deem- 
ed Weichman’s statement so important 
that ‘ne reduced it to writing and sent it 
to President Johnson as at least worthy 
of investigation. 

To his communication he got no reply, 
but on the night before the execution ae 
received from the war department a per- 
mit to visit Mrs. Surratt in the arsenal, 
where, with the three other condemned 
prisoners, she was confined. Mr. Brophy 
nad not asked for any such permit, and 
he has always supposed that Mrs. Surratt 
heard of his action in her behalf and

J After his release from the Dry Tortugas, 
Arnold, seeking seclusion and retirement, 
dropped from the public eye, and even ifn 
Baltimore but little was known of him in 
recent years. Until six years ago he 
~ resided in that city, and to those who did 
fmd him he always refused to open his 
lips. The knowledge that. he had prepar- 
ed a statement of his experiences to be 
given out after his death was prevalent 
‘in a narrow circlé at first, and gradually, 
without even knowing where Arnold was 
to be found, it extended to other parts of 
the country. 
Some weeks ago another Samuel! Ar- 
nold died in Anne Arundel county, Mary- 
land, and the story was erroneousiy: pub- 
lished in some parts of the country that 
the Arnold of the Lincoln conspiracy had 
passed away. Of the cight men who, 
according to the story of Arnold, conspir- 
ed together to abduct President Lincoln, 
but two now live—Arnold and Mr. John 
H. Surratt. ‘who now lives in Baltimore. 
Mr. Surratt is the son of Mrs. Mary E. 
Surratt, who was one of those hanged in 
the arsenal at Washington for the mur- 
der of the martyred president, and who 
is now generally looked upon as having 
heen innocent of the crime for which she 
Suffered the death penaliy. — 
John Wilkes 4, the actual murderer 
of Lincoln, wae shot and killed when 
captured in a tarn in northern Virginia. 


‘At@rodt, went to their death on the scaf- 
- ld with Mrs. Surratt. Samuel’ B. Ar- 
told, Dr. Samuel A. Mudd; Michael 
~OLaughiin and Edward Spangler were 
‘Wied for the murder of the president with 
the others and were sentenced to life 
imprisonment in the Dry Tortugas. Ar- 
nold alone lives of these men, all of 
whom were pardoned byl President John- 
#0n in 1869. : 
Surratt, the only other living conspira- 
tor, according to the story. of Arnold, fled 
country after the assassination of 
President Lincoln.

land, and from there went to Rome. He 
enlisted In the Papal Zouaves, and was 
arrested while in that command. | Sur- 
ratt broke loose from<«<his captors and 
fied, and finallv reached Nables. 

At Naples he succeeded in shipving 
aboard a fishing sloop abount for Messina 
and reached Alexandfia by that means. 
His purpose was, after reaching Cairo, 
to make his way to upper Egypt, where 
he would be away from the touch of civ- 
ilization. The American consul at Cairo, 
however, was on the outlook. and Surratt. 
was again arrested soon after his arrival 
there. He was sent: home on the United 
States isteamshin Swatara. returned to 
Washington, tried. and was convicted. 
The two vears which had lapsed since 
his flight had calmed down public indig- 
nation, and he was neither executed nor 
had to suffer the same punishment as 
those of his alleged confeilerates, who 
weve sent to the Dry Tortugas. 

That Arnold had no part tn the actual 
assassination, he having left Washington 
some time previous, and having been em- 
ployed at Old Point Comfort as a clerk, 
when that great crime was committed, 
has long since received practical ac- 
knowledement at the hands of the public, 
and in his statement now given out, he 
tells what he says is the en- 
tire and true story. of the 
affair AS far as his knowl- 
edge extends. Knowledge of a plan to as- 
sassinate President Lincoln he confines to 
Booth, Payre, Atzerodt and Herold, and 
holds Mrs. Surratt as entirely guiltless of 
the crime of which she was charged, and 
for which she suffered the death pen- 
alty. 

Probably the most remarkable portion 
of the story of Arnold, as told by him- 
self, is the recital of cruelties practiced 
upon him. and other prisoners of the gov- 
ernment, 2s well as to soldiers themselves 
at the Dry Tortugas, which he describes 
as a veritable hell nn earth. These events, 
he says, he recorded from day to day ina 
@ary, from which his manuscript in full 
was compiled. 

The story of the cruelties as set down 
by Arnold in’ his diary received the sup- 
port of Dr. Samuel A. Mudd Mr. Ar- 
nold wishes it distinctly understood 
that this relates only to those. things 
enumerated as having taken place during 
tire confinement of Dr. Mudd and himself 
in the Dry Tortugas. ‘‘Personally,”’ said 
Mr. Arnold in this regard, “I never saw 
nor knew. Mudd, prior to our trial. To 
that period he was totally unknown to 
me, and therefore I wouid not have I 3 
name brought forward in any manner 4 
to any gpnnecfion with that portion of 
my statement covering the abducticn plot. 
Honor forbids a thought that would drag 
innocence into my story. Of Dr. Mudd 
I know nothing whatever, beyohd our 
association as fellow political prisoners. 
He is now dead. He bore his sufferings 
the same as I. Let his departed spirit 
rest, which I hope may be my case, after 
my statement has been made public to 
the world, the trouble never again to be 
resurrected.”’ 

The letter of Dr. Mudd is as follows: 

“Kort Jefferson, Flia., November 25, 1865, 
I have read the statement in regard to 
the treatment of Arnold, O’Laughliin, 
Spangler, Colonel Greniell and Muda, and 
all representations are swhbstantially cor- 
rect. Very respectfully, etc., 

“SAMUEL A, MUDD.” 


A Fateful Letter 


Arnold's arrest vas brought about by 
the circumstance of the finding of a let- 
ter in the trunk of John Wilkes Booth, 
after the assassination, of which Arnola 
later speaks at length in his manuscript. 
While at the time ths letter was seized 
upon by the prosecution as strong evi- 
dence against Arnold, it will probabiy be 
regarded in the future as supporting Ar- 
nold’s claim that his part alone was in 
the conspiracy to abduct Lincoln, and 
that he had even practically abandoned 
the idea of this, and that the letter was 
intended to dissuade Booth from that 
scheme. . 

The. letter as recorded at the trial] was 
as follows: , 

“EHookstown,” Baltimore County, March 
27, 5.—Dear John: Was business so im- 
portant that you could not remain -in 
Baltimore til,k I eaw you? I came in as 
soon as I could, but found you had gone 
to W—n. ,I called also to see Mike, but 
learned from his mother he had gone out 
with you, and had not returned. I con- 
cluded, therefore, he had gone with you. 
How inconsiderate you have been! When 
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coming more comp ted. Why not, for 
the present, desist, for various reasons, 
which, if you look into, you can readily 
see, without my makirg any mention 
thereof. - 

“You, nor any one, can censure me for 
my present course. You have been its 
cause, for how can I now come after tell- 
ing them I had left you? Suspicion rests 
upon me now, for my whole famly, and 
even parties in the county. I will be com- 
pelled to leave my home anyhow, and how 
soon, I care not. None, no not one, were 
more in favcr of the enterprise than my- 
self, and today wguld be there, had you 
not done as you have—by this I mean, 
manner of proceeding. I am, as you well 
know, in need. I am, you may say, in 
rags, whereas, today I ought to be well 
clothed. I de not feel right stalking about 
with means, and more from appearances 
a beggar. I feel my dependence, but 
even all this would and was forgotten, 
for I was one with you. Time more pro- 
pitious will arrive. 

“Do not act rashly or in haste. I would 
prefer your first query, go and see now 
it will be taken at R—d, and ere long I 
shall be better prepared to again be with 
you. I dislike writing; would sooner ver- 
bally make known my views; yet your 
nonwriting causes me thus to proceed, 

“Do not in anger peruse this. Weigh all 
T have said, and, as a rational man and 
a friend. vou cannot censure or upbraid 
my conduct. I sincerely trust this. 
nor aught else that shall or may occur, 
will ever be an obstacle to obliterate our 
former friendship and attachment. Write 
me to Baltimore, as I expect to be in 
about Wednesday or Thursday. or, if you 
ean possibly come on, I will Tuesday meet 
you in Baltimore, at B— Bver [f sub- 
scribe myself, your friend, SAM.” 

When the commission found Arnold 
guilty he was sentenced to imprisonment 
at hard labor for life, at such place as 
the president should direct. President 
Johnson approved the findings of the 
commission in regard to the exécution of 
Herold, Atzerodt, Payne and Mrs. Sur- 
ratt, and of imprisonment for the others 
in the following words: 

“The foregoing sentences in the cases of 
Davia E. Herold, G. A, Atzerodt, Lewis 
Payne, Michael O’Laughlin, Edward 
Spangler, Samuel Arnold: Mary E. Sur- 
ratt and Samuel A. Mudd, are hereby ap- 
proved, ana it is ordered that the sen- 
tences. of said David KE. Herold, G. A. 
Atzerodt, Lewis Payne.and Mary E. Sur- 
ratt ‘be carried into execution by the 
proper military authority, under the di- 
rection of the secretary of war, on the 
7*h day of July, 1865, between the hours 
of 10 o'clock a, m, and 2 o’clock p. m., of 
that day. It is further crdered that the 
prisoners, Samuel Arnold, Samuel A. 
Mudd, Edward Spangler and Michael 
O’Lavughlin be confined at hard labor in 
the penitentiary at Albany, N. Y., dur- 
ing the period designated in their respec- 
tive sentences.’’ . 

The above approval was made on July 65, 
1865, and ten days later President Johnson 
modified the order so that the prisoners be 
confined at the Dry Tortugas instead of 
at the Albany penitentiary. As will be 
seen by the story of Arnoid, this change 
had a deep after significance to the life- 
prisoners. 


Assassination of President 
Lincoin : 

President Lincoln was shot on the night 
of the lath of April, 1865, while at Ford’s 
thearer, in Washington, to witness the 
production of “‘The American Cousin.” 
‘the chief executive of the nation lin- 
gered until twenty-three minutes past 
7 o’cilock on the morning of April 15, 1566, 
when death came. 

While the second scene of the third act 
was being performed, the audience was 
startled py hearing the discharge’ of a 
pistol, Booth having entered the box, and 
whie standing between thé door and the 
president, fired the fata! shot, with an 
exclamation which is said to have been 
“Freedom!” Major-Henry FP. Rathbone, 
who was in the box, grappled with Booth, 
but the actor wréencnea nimself from his 
vrasp and at the same time wounded that 
officer in the left arm witn a knife. 

Booth rushed to the front of the box and 
leaped over une raning to the stage. in 
jumping sooth used a-tiag hanging oy the 
box to ala himself in the leap, crying at 
the time, “Sic semper tyrannis.’’ The as- 
sassin ran out of the back door or ige 
theater, where a horse was in waiting, 
and althcugh his leg had been broken, 
made good his escape for the time. -

ize what had happened the president was

Con federrcy Exhonerated 

During his story Arnold takes upon his 
own sheulders, in conjunction with Booth, 
Atzerodt, Payne, O’Laughlin, Herold, Sur- 
ratt and Spangler, the entire responsibil- 
ity of a number of plots to abduct or 
kidnap President’ Lincoln, and he exoner- 
ates fram all complicity in these plots, or 
in the assassination, which he described 
as but the product of a few hours, the 
confederate states government or its 
higher officials. During the trial the 
prosecution endeavored to bring out state- 
ments to that end, and the early histories 
of Lincoln and of his untimely end give 
wide credence to,this theory: 

In that portion of ‘‘The Life of Abraham 
Lincoln,”’ by Joseph H. Harrett. commis- 
sioner of pensions, pubHshed in 1865, deal- 
ing with the death of Lincoln the trend of 
the opinions of that time in government 
circles in Washington is probably as well 
shown as anywhere else. A portion of 
this publication is as follows: 

“The assassination of Abraham Lincoln 
was the cu'mination of a series of fiend- 
ish schemes undertaken in the aid of an 
infamous rebellion. It was the deadly 
flower of the rank and poisonous weed of 
treason. The guiding and impelling spir- 
its of secessionism nerved and aimed the 
blow struck by the barbarous and cow- 
ardly assassin, who stole up from behind 
to surprise his victim, and brutally mur- 
dered him in the privacy of his box and 
in the presence of his wife.”’ 


Large rewards were speedily offered for 
ihe capture of the chief assassin and of 
his principal known accomplices. Atzerodt 
and Herold.’ The yillain who attempted 
the murder of Mr. Seward was first ar- 
rested—giving his name as Payne. Booth 
and his companion, Herold, were traced 
through the counties of Prince Georges, 
Charles and St. Marys, Maryland, and 
finally across the Potomac, in King 
George and Caroline counties, in Virginia, 

Thev had crossed the Rappahannock at 
Port Conway and had advanced some dis- 
tance toward Bowling Green. By the aid 
of information obtained from negroes, and 
from a rebel paroled prisoner, they were 
finally founi in a barn on a Mr. Garrett's 
place early in the morning of the 26th of 
April, waen Herold surrendered. Booth, 
defiant to the last, was shot by Sergeant 
Boston Corbett, of the cavalry force in 
pursuit of the fugitives, and lived but a 
few hours, ending his life in miserable 
agony. In leaping from the box of the 
theater he had broken a bone in his leg, 
impeding his flight and producing intense 
suffering during the eleven days of his 
wanderings. 

In adaition to the arrests of Payne and 
Herold were those of Aezerodt, O’ Laugh- 
lin, Spangler, an employe at Ford's thea- 
ter; Dr. Mudd, who harbored Booth the 
day after the assassination, set the brok- 
en bone of his leg and helped him on his 
way; Arnold, whose letter to Booth, 
found in the latter’s trunk, signed “Sam,” 
shewed his_eonnéction with the conspir- 
acy, and Mrs. Surratt, at whose house 
some of the conspirators were wont to 
meet, 2nd who was charged with aiding 
the escape of Booth. 

Officials Blamed 

But the conspiracy was clearly traceable 
to a higher source than Booth and these 
wretched accomplices. Mr, Johnson, who 
had been inaugurated as president on the 
morning of Mr. Lincoln's death, issued 
after the plot had become more fully un- 
raveled, the following: 

‘Whereas, it appears from the evidence

future time, when the passions of the war 
were cooled, the task of clearing her 
name of the-crime for which she then 
stood condemned and of whica she earn- 
estly protested her innocence. This Mr, 
Brophy promised to do, After leaving 
her he went to see Lewis Payne Poweil, 
known throughout the conspiracy as 
Lewis Payne. Powell, who was the son 
of a Florida clergyman, was, after Booth, 
tne fiercest and most blood-thirsty of all 
the conspirators. He retained to the last 
the stoical cynicism which he had shown 
from the first. In this mood Mr. Brophy 
found him a few nours before he was 
hanged. 

To his own impending fate he told Mr. 
Brophy he was utterly indifferent. He 
had played his part tin the tragedy and 
was ready to take the consequences of an 
act which ‘ne in no way regretted. 

But when he spoke of Mrs. Surratt all 
trace of affectation disappeared. That 
woman, he protested by al] that he held 
most sacred, was as innocent of the plot 
against Mr. Lincoln as the child wnborn. 
Powell’s manner was so earnest and s0 
convincing tnat it made a profound im- 
pression upon Mr. Brophy. 

It was now about 9 o’clock in the morn- 
ing. The execution was to take place be- 
tween 11 a. m. and 1p: m. Mr. Brophy 
from Powell’s cell, hurried straight to 


of Pennsylvania, afd then the provost 
marshal general in having full charge of 
the execution. He earnestly besoug/at 
Genera] Hartranft to go to Powell and 
hear what he had to say. This Genera! 
Hartranft did, and cante back imppressed 
quite as Mr. Brophy had been: 

“T will furnish you an army convey- 
ance and swift horses,’’ he said. “‘Take 
it and drive like mad to the white Aouse 
and give the president this note. [I will 
delay the execution until the last moment 
or until I hear from you definitely and 
positively what the president’s answer 
is.’’ 

Piea for Reprieve 

The note was a strong plea for a re- 
prieve for Mrs. Surratt. With it in his 
pocket Mr. Brophy drove on a gallop to 
tne white house. Here, about the first 
person he saw was Miss Anna Surratt, 
daughter of the condemned woman, who 
for hours had been at the executive man- 
sion trying to get access to the president 
to plead for her mother’s life. 

Two meén barred the way to all who 
wisaed to get at President Johnson. These 
were Preston King and Genera] James 
Lane, President Johnson was suspected 
of having a vacillating nature and those 
who believed that justice had been done 
in the conviction of the conspirators did 
not want an appeal to the weak side of 
the president’s character to succeed. 
Mr. Brophy tried to get past the 
guards, but tried in vain. He tried to get 
General Hartranft’s note sent in to the 
president. 

In that also he failed. After nearly an 
hour’s delay he was no nearer doing his 
errand of iife and death than when he 
first arrived. His own  half-distracted 
frame of mind was intensified by tne 
frantic entreaties Of Miss Surratt, who, 
sobbing and choking with grief, was 
clinging to him and begging him to do 
something. 

But what could he do? In every ave- 
nue that led toward the president there 
was a gleaming bayonet and behind tie 
bayonet the stern bronzed face of a sol- 
dier. Mr. Brophy was at the verge of

‘“Tdeutenant Varney gave us the order ta 
get away the best we could, and our de- 
tachment scattered. I crossed over and 
kept the breastworks between me and 
the yankees until I got ahead. The next 
morning I saw my rame in the news- 
parers among the missing or dead. But 
I knew that it was a mistake, and I am 
thankful to Almighty God for escape 
from imprisonment or death—and last 
Thursday I returned sincere thanks to 
Him for His tender mercy and loving 
kindness in the past, and. also; that I 
now have a good home furnished me by 
the state of Georgia.” 

Mr. Barton is a good, pious man, and 
tries to follow in the footsteps of his 
Savior. . 

Cc. N. Hendricks, aged 61, an inmate of 
the Soldiers’ home, says: ‘While at 
Yorktown, in line of battle, a detail was 
sent out to cook rations 
at night. They returned 
the next morning with a 
bucket of cooked peas, 
and when it was about 
half eaten up we found a 
large toadfrog which had 
been cooked with the peas. The peas be- 
ing too scarce to throw away, the frog 
was extracted and the balance of the peas 
were eaten. 

“A short while after the fig&t at Chick- 
amauga, General Buckrer, in command 
of Hood’s division, carried his division 
over the Lookout mountain and across 
Chattanooga creek, at night, for the pur- 
pose of capturing the wagons of the 
enemy's commissary train. When reach- 
ing his point, he found himself confronted 
by twenty-five or thirty thousand of 
Thomas’ troops. Jenkins’ brigade, on our 
left, was in’ great peril, but did some ex- 
ecution, .captured several prisoners and 
ambulances, but were unable to bring 
them off the field. 

“General Law’s Alabama brigade at- 
tacked a strong force on our right, and 
was driven back. General Benning, bet- 
ter known as ‘Old Rock,’ attacked the 
center. He also engaged a strong force, 
and, tearing down some old outbuilding, 
built a breastwork. General Benning, be+ 
ing between two fires, did not know 
which side to occupy, and, finding that 
General Law’s was being driven back, 
rode down to his command and gave his 
order in new words in military tactics as 
follows, ‘Retreat in disorder and go to 
that bridge and cross it,’ which we did, 
hotly pureued by the enemy. General 
‘Buckner returned to camp fully convinced 
that there were no rations over there for 
the ‘rebs:’”’ 

Mr. Hendricks was a brave and effi- 
cient soldier, and carries on his person 
the marks of the conflict. He saw many 
“cloBe calls,” especially at Knoxville, 
Tenn. He is thankful for being. spared, 
and en lastThursday. tettrned special 
thanks to the “Great I Am” for the 
same, and also for his kind treatment in 
the Georgia Confederate Soldiers’ home. 

J. C. Stokes says, “I was acting 4s 
mail carrier, being relieved from ordl- 
nary field duty on account of disability 
at the time. I went out to carry the 
mail to Fort Harrison, near Petersburg, 
and hitched my mule about a fourth of a 
mile in the rear of the fort, and when I 
arrived with the mail our force was get- 
ting ready to charge, to recapture the 
fort, and there was a gun with a cart- 
ridge box leaning against a tree. I ap- 
propriated the gun and cartridge box and 
joined in the charge with the other boys. 
As we.went:in I stepped over q man 
lying on his face. I saw he was playing 
off and touched him with my toe and 
told him to come on, but he did not do so,

As 
I went back I went on the opposite side 
of the stump where the man was lying 
as I went in, and a shell had struck the 
stump, tearing it to pieces, and struck 
the man above the point of his shoulders 
and had literally split open his body, and 
as I turned a little to look at the man 
a minnie ball struck me on the kneecap, 
giving me a very powerful wound, and 
I was the only one of the six who was 
wounded, and we had passed tnrough a 
perfect hailstorm of minnie balls. After 
we got out I went to see after my mule, 
By pawing he had torn up the ground, 
and when I had mounted him he ran away 
with me on my way back to camp. If 
either of the comrades who were with 
me on that occasion reads this narrative 
I wisn him to write to J. C. Stokes, 
Soldiers’ Home, Atlanta, Ga., who was a 
member of company G, Ninth Georgia 
volunteers, Anderson’s brigade, and he 
was familiarly known as Balaam and 
His Ass. 

“T have always been thankful for my 
many escapes. At present I am especially 
thankful to the good and wise people of 
Georgia, who, in the kindness of their 
hearts, saw fit to establish this magnifi- 
cent confederate home, a monument to 
their munificence more lasting than mar- 
ble, a retreat and protection to tne: old 
vet in his declining years. May the Great 
Giver of all good amply reward them for 
this great work.” 

D. Bain, aged 71, says: “I was a mem- 
ber of the Fortieth Georgia, Company K, 
assistant surgeon, and was soon assigned 
to the field hospital. The first battle 
we were in was Murfreesboro, Tenn., 
and the next was at Fort. Pillow, where 
we emancipated quite a number of the 
colored brethren, and the next was at 
Shiloh, and all the engagements down 
to Atlanta. I was stationed two years 
at Vicksburg, and then I went to Nash- 
ville and was connected with the cloth- 
ing department. On the 22d of July my 
brother was killed near Atlanta. I was 
informed of his death and went on horse- 
back and had him laid across the pom- 
mel of my saddle and brought him out, 
and while I was returning the yankees 
shot my hat off my head. I carried him 
home, and my wife and myself buried 
him behind Hood's headquarters on 
Whitehall street, and after the surrender 
I reburied him at Oakland cemetery. [ 
am very thankful for my escapes, and I 
am still a rebel.” 

J. J. Forrister, aged 78, a member of 
Company B, Forty-third Georgia regi- 
ment, says: “I was in a heavy. skirmish 
at Bridgeport, Tenn., and then fell back 
to the top of Lookout mountain, and 
then I was sent to the hospital in At- 
lanta. When I rejoined my command 
they were at Loudon, Tenn., and from 
Loudon, Tenn., we went to Cumberland 
Gap, and when Kirby-Smith went into 
Kentucky I was sent to the hospital at 
Tassoville, Tenn. and from there to 
Beans Station, and thence to Knoxville 
at the convalescent camp.

N your last issue my vener- 
able friend, Dr. R. J. Mas- 
sey, gives what he is 
pleased to call “A True 
Story of the Theft of the 
General,”” and before it is 
handed down to history a 
few important changes and 
additions should be made, 
Memory ts oftentimes very 
treacherous, but facts are 
stubborn things. 

In the early part of April, 
1862, twenty-four young 
men, several of whom were not out of 
their teens, met at Shelbyville, Tenn.. 
and formed a company for the purpose of 
destroying the tracks, wires and bridges 
along the Western and Atlantic railroad. 
Theough difficulties, close calls and hair- 
breadth escapes, «they patiently wended 
their way over the rugged Cumberlands, 
mingling here and there in their citizens’ 
clothes with curious crowds, arriving less 
two, who failed to keep the step, at Chat- 
tanooga on the llth, purchased tickets 
and boarded a crowded car for Atlanta, 
and reached Marietta at midnight. All 
alighted and repaired in separate groups 
to the hotel to meet at the depot at 4 
o’clock next morning, hence did not get 
tickets in Atlanta, as stated. 

J. J. Andrews, a gentleman well ac- 
quainted with the geography of the south, 
was in command. They and the train 
were on time and were soon at Big 
Shanty, at that time an eating as well as 
an enlistment station. There were there 
probabiy not less than 5,000 infantry and 
cavalry soldiers waiting to be mustered 
into service. Then why call for more 
help? 

The engineer, train hands, conductor 
and a few passéngers went to the inn 
for breakfast. They ‘were all apparently 
more jubilant than ever, full of life and 
spirits and perfectly oblivious to all that 
was taking place around them and ,ere 
they had begun their usual] jests and 
jokes, Captain Andrews said to his men, 
“Let us g0, boys.” W. W. Brown and 
William Knight, of Ohio, skilled éngi- 
neers, took charge of the throttle, and 
Marion O. Ross crept stealthily and un- 
coupled the baggage car. When all were 
aboard the valve was opened as noiseless- 
ly as possible with just sufficient steam to 
go beyond the camps, so as not to at- 
tract unusual attention or disturb the 
quietude of the early morning meal. 

Captain Fuller, being advised that his 
engine was on a wild and reckless flight, 
came like otherg from the dining hall, 
wild with excitement and no doubt wept 
over the loss of his engine, as DeGress 
did over his favorite battery. All was 
commotion, he knew not what to do, and 
it may be probable in this state of mind 
that he did pursue several miles on foot, 
capture a hand car, press Major Cooper's 
‘‘Plyer” into service and order Sully Ken- 
drick way back to Marietta to break the 
news to the Rowland Guards. During 
all this interim, where wefte Captain An- 
drews and his men? 

Now the fact is, that there was a heavy 
schedule on for the day, owing to im- 
portant occasions on the route, and were 
it not for the blockade thus occasioned 
the work of destruction would have been 
complete, and no men on foot, trucks or 
engines could have prevented it. 

Captain J. Henley Smith, editor of The 
Southern Confederacy, wrote at the time: 
“The mind and heart shrink back ap- 
palled at the bare contemplation of the

awful consequencas which would have 
followed the success of this one act. It 
is not by any means certain that the 
annihilation of Beauregard’s whole army 
at Corinth would have been so fatal to 
us as would have been the burning. of 
the bridges at this time. And they came 
very near being successful.”’ 

Several minutes elapsed before a single 
wire was struck and no effort, as is 
known, was made to telegraph the front. 
For one hundred miles they pressed un- 
dauntedly forward until their wood, wa- 
ter and oil had been expended. Chatta- 
nooga was 2) miles away, the pursuers 
were in sight and no alternative was now 
left but for them to abandon the project 
and seek safety in flight, each one for 
himself and in different directions. 

It was Saturday, the bright, lovely 12th 
day of April. A muster was hard by to 
which were gathered the country peopie 
with horses, rifles and hounds who joined 
the soldiers in the chase and the daring | 
band was soon apprehended and sent tv 
Chattanooga, not to Atlanta, from 
whence later eight were sent to Atlanta 
and seven to Knoxville, Tenn., for execu- 
tion. Two of the survivors make period- 
ical yisits to Marietta and go over the 
scenes of their failure and often speak 
of the cruelty of the treatment at Chat- 
tanooga and the little brown dog that ran 
So rapidly,. One of them visited the ‘“Gen- 
eral’ at his home in the union depot at 
Chattanooga last year. 

At the time no particular man, set of 
men, soldiers or engines claimed any 
honors for the capture and it is the 
first time, to my knowledge, with all 
due deference to Captain Fuller, that it 
had ever been siid that he, Mleming Cox 
and Alonzo Martin captured twenty-two 
men as lLrave as ever drew the breatn 
of life and all fleeing in different direc- 
tions. 

As to the manner of the escape would 
Say that the “friendly boat idea,’’ in my 
opinion, is simply a myth and would ap- 
tear pretty encugh in print :f elaborate], 
but cannot be substantiated by the 
facts. These men are said to have re- 
turned in the same direction from whence 
they came. Again memory goes astray 
in regard to Colonel R. F. Maddox, who 
was at this time with the Forty-seventh 
Georgia regiment at Cumberland Gap as 
lieutenant colonel and had no regiment 
of his own in Atlanta at any time until 
1864, hence the telegram must have mis- 
carried. Now, if my friend will make the 
changes indicated as above ne will, I 
think, have the ‘‘True Story of the Theft 
of the General,.”’ as far as it goes. 

The last cHapter in the drama is tne 
saddest of all. For reasons best known 
to myself I will not give the speech that 
Captain Andrews is said to have made 
before he was hung, but quote: ‘When 
seven came on the gallows in Atlanta 
and in contact with the great shadow 
of death, Marion O. Ross stepped.to the 
frcnt and with stentorian voice said: ‘If 
any of you escape, tell them at home 
that I died for my country and did not 


regret it.’ George Wilson, of the same 
state, with Roman heroism said: * 


have no hostile feelings toward the peo- : 


ple of the south. I am no spy; I only 
regret the manner of my 
time will.scon come when the flag of our 
union will float over our whole undivided 
country and over the very spot upon 
which this scaffold now stands. I am 
ready.’ The others refused to speak and 
there came a holy silence and their souls 
were launched into the diapason of the

The incident of Washington having paid 

court to her mother in law she remem- 


' bers quite well as a cherished tradition 


in the Fountleroy family. The incident is 
mentioned in a history of the family. In 
the history copies of letters written by 
Wasnington suing for the lady’s hand are 
recorded. In one of these the lover plead 
that Elizabeth will alter her decision 
and return his love. 

Many of these ardent epistles from 
Washington to Elizabeth were published in 
& newspaper article several years ago. 
In some of them the distinguished man 
descends to inditing poetry to his lady 
love. In a novel of colonial times allud- 
ing to this love affair has for one of tts 
characters a sprightly young woman who 
remarks when she saw Washington in a 
riding suit equipped for the chase, that 
she does not blame Elizabeth Fountleroy 
for refusing to marry Washington, since 
he is not half so good looking as her 
father.

Cases Where Faith Cures, or 
Hypnotic Cures, May be Suc- 
cessfully Employed 

Dr. M. W. Vandenburg, a distinguished 
physician who has never brought any 
of the mental curative processes into his | 
practice, is vet broad-minded enough to 
admit that there is a certain class of 
diseases which may be successfully treat- 
ed by no other means. These are the 
diseases that originate in the mind, or 
rather the imagination. He says: ‘‘Every 
practicing physician has met cases that 
did not have one single physical ill which 
a close diagnosis could detect, save a 
peculiar headache or a persistent cough, |! 
or vomiting, or neuralgia, or dyspepsia, 
or muscular spasm; not one of which 
affections could be traced to any phys- 
ical lesion. Such cases resist all medi- 
cetion, all hygienic treatment, and, hav- 
ing worried the whole round of doctors | 
out of their patience, if not their wits, 
remain to this day a problem. 

“What is to be done with such cases? 
They are a burden to themselves, to their 
friends and to the public generally. The 
beginning of the trouble was in the intel- 
lect—the imagination—and to treat such 
cases succesfully appeal must be made 
to their source—the mind. Stimuli that 
appeal to the imagination, in conjunction, 
perhaps, with other means. will work 
wonders. 

“I confess to having several such cases, 
which I would gladly turn over to an ex- 
pert mind-influencer of medical education 
and good repute. I see no reason why we 
should not have specialists in this depart- 
ment as we have in all others. What I 
object to is the air of mystery and super- 
natural power asumed by those who prac- 
tice this method of cure. Hypnotic power 
is just as lawful, in so far as I am able 
to see, as drug power, though of a differ- 
ent kind and employing different means. 
Neither do I see any reason for supposing 
that it is not in every respect amenable } 
to natura) laws.”’ 

Among the diseases which Dr. Vander- 
burg would have treated by mind-special- 
ists is the mysterious one called nervous 
prostration—a veritable disease, though 
its source can hardly be located—and one 
that is making countless physical wrecks.

our readers in the following interesting 
letter: 

The Lesche club, of Dalton, Ga., began 
twelve years ago as a club for study and 
self improvement. Since it connected. it- 
self with that live body, the State Fedéra- 
tion of Clubs, it has reached out to help 
others. Among. the first fruits of its 
labors was a schoo! for the employees of 
our large cotton factory, and the estab- 
lishment of four circulating libraries to 
be sent wherever they are desired. In 
the mountain region about us there are 
many women, intelligent and industrious, 
but poor and uneducated. These women, 
whose small, rocky farms afford an in- 
sufficient support, are anxious to do 
something to provide themselves with the 
necessaries of life, and it is this that the 
Lesche club is helping them to do. 

One day a pleasant-faced young wo- 
man from the mountains was seen on the 
streets of Dalton wearing a hat whose 
graceful shape and fine texture attracted 
attention. It was learned that the ma- 
terial and trimming were corn shucks, 
and that the hat was made by the young 
woman who wore it. Its beauty and 
merit as a light, flexible, lasting head 
covering, appealed to one of our mem- 
bers, who, since then, has sold for the 
young woman forty-five shuck hats, as- 
sisting indirectly in keeping the wolf 
from the door. Specimens of these hats 
were exhibited and much admired at 
the Georgia state fair in Valdosta. 

Some of these mountain women, un- 
able to afford a horse, walk sixteen miles 
to and from~-their humble homes once a 
week to sell in town their exquisite 
drawn work of various styles and pat- 
terns. The club assists them: to find 
buyers for their lovely handwork. 

A bedridden woman provided for her 
household by the dainty work of 
her feeble fingers. Yards upon 
yards of fine knitted lace, col- 
lars, yokes, embroidered table linen, 
etc., are among the handiwork of 
these women for which we find sale. 
One woman, almost destitute, sent us for 
exhibit at our fair a lovely rug woven 
of raveled rags. Others weave pretty 
and most durable rag carpets. 

We trust that our work of assisting 
these deserving poor women will have 
God’s blessing, and the encouragement of 
all good women in the state. Thanking 
Mrs. Bryan for her interest in the work,

Folks 

A writer in The New York Herald says 
that young men and women of tue middie 
and working class are meeting in the 
streets and at restaurants and undeSir- 
able music halls simply ‘because nature 
will assert itself, youth seeks diversion, 
the sexes seek each other’s company, and 
there is no place at once proper, pleasing 
and inexpensive where young people can 
meet and pass an hour or two Of the long 
evenings in each other's society. 

The article mentioned says, “Young 
men and women, released from stores 
and worp shop and dressed in all the 
finery at their disposal, are thronging the 
thoroughfares both up town and down 
town, east side and west, all bent upon 
making t:e most of the hours they may 
call their own. There is little enough, 
however, of taat which is intrinsically 
good to which the young man 0s sinall 
salary may invite a young woman whom 
he honestly respects and desires to please, 
The really good theaters and restaurants 
are beyond the reach of his purse, A car- 
riage is out of the question. Neither tie 
girl nor himself nas a home in which 
they may quietiy and comfortably pass 
un evening. In order to be together thev 
are driven, per force, upon the street. 

It would seem a comparatively easy 
matter, provided the money were to be 
had, to establish a kind of club ‘Aouse 
for young men and women in the heart 
of every crowded district, where they 
might go and be entertained within rea- 
sonable limits according to their own no- 
tions of a pleasant evening.’’ 

This seems a very good idea, snd we 
might ask way should not such an estab- 
lisament be under city supervision, and 
in part or wholly self-supporting? A 
small sum would willingiy be paid as 
price of admission to a neat, warm room, 
provided with chairs. small tables and 
games, with a piano and a 0»pleasant- 
faced chaperon.

Let us take tne family of the middie 
class farmer. Hired help is nOw difficult, 
sometimes imposible to obtain. The far- 
mer’s girls must help, not only about the 
house, but sometimes with the farm work, 
too. Often they hoe, pick cotton, help 
with the narvesting, ete. When the busy 
season on the farm is over they are sent 
to the district scheol for a few months— 
the length of the public term. If a girl 
applies herself she may _taus obtain a 
fair knowledge of the common branches 
of education by the time she is 16. This 
enables her to pass the county examina- 
tion with a view to teaching school if 
sne wishes to or necessity requires. 

The idea is fast receding that the girl 
who works on a farm is rude or uncouth 
in her manner. The time has come when 
‘labor and education go hand in hand.” 
The girl wao is ambitious and impproves 
ner opportunities is as refined and intel- 
ligent as the millionaire’s daughter, 
though when occasion requires she can 
cook, milk, wash, scrub, hoe, pick cotton 
and lend her aid when ginning season 
comes if fataer’is in a rush. If sue 
wishes to ride or to drive she can go to 
the pasture and bridle a horse and sad- 
die or harness him as quickly as her 
brother can. : 

When she entertains in the parlor or at- 
tends churca or Sunday schoo} she looks 
fair and sweet as a dew-washed rosebud 
and her manners are the flower of a pure 
and kindly heart. 

The parents of these girls wish them to 
enjoy recreation and amusement. The. 
make many sacrifices for the pleasure of 
their young folks. Some of taneir homes 
are pretty and attractive, with flower 
gardens, orchards, books, music and 
games. But with the farmer money is 
always scarce and when the elder giris 
‘get in their twenties and the younger 
ones come into the need of being educated 
and having more expensive clothes, their 
older sister feels that she should cast 
about and do something for herself. It is 
rarely that she can find anytaing. to do 
in the neighborhood where sne lives, §2all 
she stay at home, waen she knows she 
can be of more assistance to herself and 
others by getting employment outside 
the home? 

I honestly believe that parents, be they 
rich or poor, wao have given their best 
efforts to educating and caring for their 
sons and daughters are disappointed when 
these fail to turn their acquirements to 
account by making some business career 
for themselves.

New Dresses From Old Ones 

The term “well dressed” has a different 
meaning now from. the one given it a 
generation or two ago. Then 4 dress of 
handsome material was made and worn 
for years, or until it was worn out, Now 
the woman who is well dressed must have 
her clothing made after the fashion of 
the hour, and ag many cannot afford to 
buy an entirely new wardrobe every sea- 
son it becomes necessary to make over 
and change their old dresses to conform 
to the prevailing style. Every housekeep- 
er should know how to cut and fit a dress 
properly, and these changes need not cost 
her much. The old dress will look 80 
fresh and new that she will feel well re- 
pai@ for her trouble. 

When we take out the dresses we have 
packed away for a time, the first thing 
to be done is to examine them carefully 
and see what alterations we wish to 
make, and plan the work. After the gar- 
ment is taken apart we usually find it 
necessary to renovate the material before 
using it again. Sometimes washing in a 
suds made by boiling soap bark in soft 
water, rinsing -in clear water, and press- 
ing. on the wrong: side, is all that is need- 
ed. This will not fade the material, and 
leaves it as @oft as new. In the majority 
of cases, however, it is desirable to change 
the color and this may be done by dyeing 
it with diamond dye. You can get any 
color ; you wieh, and will certainly be 
pleased with the result,

» While in the service of the Great North- 
ern Railroad Company, in eastern Mon- 
tana recentiy, I met a man whose past 
life very much interested me, and for the 
benefit of. your readers [I will try and 
relate it as he gave it to me. 

His name is William Slew, a native of 
Connecticut He is a nephew of Hon. 
Gideon Wells, secretary of the navy in 
Mir. Lincoln's cabinet. He was born near 
Hartford, fifty-three years ago. 

About the close of tae civil war he came 
out west to seek his fortune among the 
hardy pioneers in Wyoming and Mon- 
tana. Having become well acquainted 
with many of the Indian tribes and their 
character, he was employed by the United 
States government as a scout to General 
Miles, General Reno, General Terry and 
(veneral Custer, who were trying to quell 
the turbulent and warlike Sioux and 
other tribes who were on the warpath in 
the seventies. His services as a scout 
and guide to General Custer, in his last 
campaign with the Sioux, is what 1 wiii 
give here, as related by this noted fron- 
tiersman, 

in the pursuit of the treacherous red 
men the Un‘tted States forces were divid- 
ed into three ccmmands, that of General 
Terry, General Reno and General Cus- 
ter.

mand the following day. Mr. Slew had 
delivered his orders and was on his re- 
turn to General Custer with dispatches 
from General Terry when he met a half- 
breed scout, who informed him of the 
utter annihilation of the whole of Cus- 
ter’s command. Not a white soldier es- 
caped of a command of nearly four hun- 
dred. 

General Custer bad with him a Crow 
Indian guide, who, after the battle had’ 
raged until over half the foree had 
falien, had his horse

geidom used medicinally, but it is a pow- 
erful diaphoretic and also a counter irri- 
tant ana emetic. it blossoms only in 
spring. It is often spoken of as the 
“eamomile,’ though why it is called se 
is more taan a horse knows, and his 
head is some longer than mine. 
resemblance to camomile propér—arte- 
mis noblis—which is a mild non-irritating 
tonic, with a pleasant aromatic a 
which any member of the Household can 
verify by taking a sniff at it in @ drug 
store. Camomile is an orthodox drug, 
and all apothecaries keep the dried flow- 
ers, to be used ——e as a ‘bitters. 

Why the May weed is called dog fen- 
ne] is another mystery, for it is as little 
like fennel aritheum foenidum as it is 
like camomile. The true fennel is one 
of our most grateful aromatic plants and 
ig very usefui as a carminative. Georgia 
folks cali both plants “‘fennell,” but pre- 
fix “sweet” to one and dog to the other. 
This describes their 5 tee rhea better 
than a whole book of definitions. 

Tne white May weed “dog fennel’ is a 
spring bloomer, growing only in richly 
manured soil, the yellow variety flowers 
in early autumn, and being a subsoil 
feeder, flourishes on very poor ground. It 
is a bad sign to see a crop of yellow “dog 
fennell”’ or one of broom straw on a farm.

SIONARY TO THE MOSLEMS. 
Students of missions wil read this ex- 
cellent work by Dr. Samue! M. Zwemer 
with avidity. Raymund Lull was, of all 
great men of the middie ages, the most 
versatile in character and strenuous in 
endeavor. His achievemenis in any sin 
gle line of activity would of themselves 
make a considerable volume, He ‘was 
poet, novelist, scientist. philosopher, the- 
ologinn, evangelist in Christian lands 
and missicnary to the heathen. One of 
Lull’s biographers statos that the works 
of Lull numbered four thousand. Many 
of these have beer lost. Of his writings 
in Latin. Catalonian, and Arabic, it is 
Said that cGne thousand were extant in 
the fifteenth cs ntury. Less than fiftv are 
extant today in printed form, theugh many 
unpublished manuscripts are to be found 
scattered through the libraries of Kurope. 
The present bicgrapny centains a biblio- 
raphy of 321 titles of Lull’s books, and 21 

titles of books about Lull. : 

Like the great man of whom he writes 
Dr. Zwemer has found ‘time, amid his 
arduous missionary labors. to produce 
valuable historical and geographical 
books.

Science has been indebted to them in less 
degree. And in nearly every range of ac- 
complishment by man his work has been 
influenced by eccentricities) almost too. 
ridiculous to be detailed in their absurdi- 
ties. 

Recently the literary 
posed to laugh when 
turned out a book based.on a dream. 
However, taere is historic basis in the 
assertion that Coleridge’s great poem or 
“Kubla Khan’ was composed in an opi- 
um dream. Voltaire is said to have con- 
ceived his epic, “La ‘Henreade,” while 
asleep, and Sir Isaac Newton is known 
to have reached important scientific re- 
sults in his dreams, and upon awakening 
demonstrated them to’his own satisfac- 
tion. Goethe composed many of _ his 
poems while on tae borderland of 'som- 
nambulism. 

Other eccentric acts and qualities of 
literary men are matters of common 0Ov- 
servation. Frederick the Great so much 
regretted the loss of his favorite coat 
that he wore only three in the course of 
his life. Napoleon would have notaing to 
do wita steam. Rossini, the compose’, 
hated railway trains. Once, when at the 
wish of a friend, he rode in one to ac- 
custom himself to them, he suddenly 
fainted, and after recovering declared 
that if he were not like that he should 
never pave written ‘The Barber of Sev- 
ille.’’ 

The whims of men of genius in the fury 
of composition are strange and often 
laughable. One of the commonest of 
these is that of being able to write only 
m a particular costume. Miltun, when he 
was writing ‘“‘Paradise Lost,” wrapped 
himself up in an old woolen cloak. Dur- 
ing many years Balzac did his’ work en- 
veloped in monkisa cow! and gown. Sar- 
dou, the author of “‘Mme. Sans Gene,”’ 
‘“Divorcons’ and many other popular 
plays, never for a moment abandons his 
black veivet cap. Buffon, the naturalist, 
was precise; he worked only in the full 
dress costume of his day, with frilicd 
shirt, silk ruffies and pendent sword. 

Such eccentricities as those just men- 
tioned do not serve to quicken a writer's 
genius. Once taey have been adopted they 
continue to be followed merely because 
they have become inveterate. But there 
are other odd habits which seem actual- 
ly to aid the literary workman. Psychoi- 
ogists explain that these practices stim- 
ulate the activity of the brain by increas- 
ing tae local flow of blood. 

Victor Hugo, when in the fever of in- 
spiration, walked about his study, mut- 
tering like a lunatic. He wrote stand- 
ing, and cast the finished pages On the 
floor. Schiller, oddly enough, could write

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REAM and even “dope” elements | only when his feet were incased in ice. 


Lord ‘Chatham wrote his speecnes be- 
tween deep. draughts of porter. Rossini 
composed. his “operas in bed: Shelley, 
when -he: thbugnt deeply, lay .on the 
hearth rug wita his head close to the fire. 
Jean. Jacques ‘Rousseau, the author of 
the famous ‘‘Confessions,”’. meditated in 
the open fields under the full glare of the 
suh. In order to be quite abstracted from 
_the world he would,’according to a recent 
writer’ in the French Revué Universeile, 
stuff his ears wita wadding or hide ais 
, head in a haystack. J. Fenimore Cooper, 
when writing, filled his mouth with honey 
‘lozenges or little balls of licorice. Byron 
would write’ only when. he. sniffed the 
odor of truffles, wita whica he stuffed his 
pockets. Many authors require tha: their 
study tables be adorned with sweet sme}]- 
ing’ fowers. 7 

Balzac toiled only by the light of many 
candles; and Zola, when he'‘worked of a 
Sunday, did the same. Another? French- 
man, :Verlaine, the decadent poet, was 
most highly impaired amid the din and 
chatter of Parisan~-cafes. Darwin, be- 
fore setting himself to work, would scrape 
at an old violin. 

Tennyson and Flaubert could not en- 
dure noise, and Carlyle, to escape the din 
of the streets and bells, would lock him- 
self in a hermetically sealed rodm. | 
Baudelaire, maddest of geniuses, had a 
more than apnormally delicate sense of 
smell; he always had perfumes about 
him when he labored, and he could not 
live in Belgium ‘“‘because the trees had 
no fragrance."’ 

Dante fell in love at 9 years, Byron at 
8. The latter, on hearing at 16 that his 
beloved was about to marry, almost fell 
into convulsions; and he actually did 
fall into convulsions when he saw Kean 
act. Sir Humphrey Davy, on making a 
discovery, would dance about in his 
slippers. 

Schopenhauer, the philosopher, became 
furious whenever anyone spelled his name 
with a double ‘“‘p” and refused to pay 
debts that he owed to such persons. 

Many men of genius have beén almost 
incapable of expressing themselves in 
public. Addison never spoke in the pres- 
ence of strangers. Virgil was stupid in 
conversation and seemed a quite ordinary 
person. Dryden said of himself: “My 
conversation is slow and dull. I am none 
of those who endeavor to break jests in 
company or make repartees.’’ 

One of the commonest faults of genius 
is forgetfulness. Newton, when he left 
his room to seek for anything usually re- 
turned without it. It is said that he once 
rammed his niece’s finger into his pipe. 
Mozart often inadvertently cut his fingers 
when carving meat. Beethoven often 
went hatless, or left his coat on the 


grass when returning from a stroll in 
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a woods. Once, when discovered by 
Officers at Neustadt in such a condition, 
he was arrested as a vagabond, and as 
no one credited his repeated assertions 
that he was Beethoven he would have re- 
mained in prison there had not the di- 
Tector of a local orchestra arrived to 
release him. It is related of Ampere, 
the great electrician and mechanician, 
that having written some mathematical 
formula on the back of a cab, he started 
in pursuit as soon ag the cab moved 
away. 

Another frequent characteristic is a 
spirit of melancholy. ‘Goethe said that 
in ali his life he had not spent more than 
four pledsant weeks. The melancholy of | 
Chatterton, the boy poet, led to his un- 
timely suicide. Burns wrote: “My con- 
stitution was blasted with a deep, in- 
curable taint of melancholy.”’ George 
Sands at times wanted to kill herself. 
Molicre often had fits of depression. 
Voltaire was a confirmed hypochondriac, 
and always believed himself about to die. 
Abraham Lincoln, too, suffered from a 
melancholy which early in life had on 
one or two occasions assumed a danger- j, 
ous form. Chopin would weep at the 
sight of a crumpled petal or a dead fiy. 

Still another common trait is intense 
egotism. Hegel, the philosopher, began 
adecture with the words: ‘I may say with 
Christ, that not only do I teach the 
truth, but that I am myself. truth.’’ 
Balzac, according to his friend George 
Sand, always talked well of himself, but 
of nothing else. ‘‘One evening,’ she says, 
“having on a beautiful. new dressing 
gown, he wished to go out thus clothed, 
with a lamp. in his hand, to excite the 
admiration of the public.’ Chopin di- 
rected in his will that he should be buried 
in a white tle, small shoes and short 
breeches. 

Dr. Johnson, walking along the streets 
of London, made it a point to touch 
every post as he passed; if he missed one 
he would return to it. Napoleon, when 
passing down a street, would add up the 
+} number of rows of windows. Carlyle was 
crushed by the idea of ordering coats or: 
buying gloves. It was a torture to him to 
pick his portmanteau. 

Many men of genius are abnormally 
sensative to changes of the weather. 
Napoleon suffered from the lightest wind, 
and would have fires even in July. Vol- 
taire had his study warmed throughout 
the year. Byron said he feared cold as 
much as a gazelle. Milton confessed 
that in winter the well of his inspiration 
ran dry. 

And so the l!s* of eccentricities might 
be indefinitely extended. It seems that 
we have only to know the life of a man 


of genius to discover that he was marked 
out. from his fellow beings, not only by 
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| his greatnéss, but by his follies and 
frailties.—London Tit-Bits.

This thrilling romance, by T. Cope Con- 
ford, makes the Barbadoes a meeting 
place for several of its important char- 
acters.

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IN KINGS’ BYWAYS. 


Stanley J. Weyman still has no lack of 
an audience, however much of a revulsion 
has set in against the historical romance. 
Episodes, rather than short stories, are 
the eleven tales published in this new vol- 
ume of the prince of contemporary his- 
torical novelists, some of them. indeed, 
direct transcripts from history itself. but 
¢lothed with the convincing reality of the 
author's art.. The France of Guise and 
tinguenot, of Henri of Navarre. and King 


Terror claims the greater number of these 
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episodes; but we are taken once across 
the channel to witness the escape of a 
Jacobite informer, who had betrayed the 
great plot against Dutch William. 

The first tale, ‘‘Flore,’’ is a chapter from 
the story of the game of Italian intrigue 
for power plaved against great opponents 
by Mazarin at the court of the widowed 
Anna of Austria. Her dog has been stolen 
—by the cardinal’s orders—it is restored, 
also by his orders, by his rival, the bishop 
of Beauvais, but the fortunate find is 
fatal: Mazarin has ‘seen to that. With 
the third tale, Henri of Navarre enters 
upon the scene and holds the center of 
the stage almost continuously, chivalric, 
daring, ‘eadstrong. trusting men in the 
face of treachery suspected, vet ever prov- 
ing infallible his trust. In. “Crillon’s 
Stake’’ we have a glimpse of Henri III, 
and of the great fighter who became 
famous in history in one of those moods 
of reckless defiance of danger which read 
so well in romance; while in ‘“‘The King’s 
Stratagem’’ is retold a famous story of 
the Navarrese leader’s shrewdness. well 
known to this day among tbe southern 
people, from whom he sprang. 

Devoted to him, too, is the second part 
of the volume, consisting of three ex-

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THE SPIRIT OF THE GHETTO. 

In harmony with the nature of his sub- 
ject Hutchins Hapgood’s social studies, 
‘The Spirit of the Ghetto”’ are written in 
serious vein and appeal to the emotions 
through tte pathos of hard, though novel 
anc interesting facts: The author has 
discovered a new ficld in American litera- 
ture. The East Side Jews of New York 
are. indecd, a “‘peculiar people,’’ with so- 
cial and religious customs transplanted 
from abroad, which are destined, in the 
inevitabie cross with American habits of 
life and thought, to bear the fruit of an 
absolutely new and peculiar civilization. 

The Ghetto, while no longer a single 
street in New York, barred off at night 
time from the rest of the city, still re- 
tains wherever found the insular charac- 
ter which worked its original form. Even 
in cosmopolitan New York the Jewisu 
quarter is a region apart, a city within a 
city, having a language, literature, reli- 
gion and politics of its own, with temples 
and play houses and newspapers differing 
by the width of a woarid from. the 
churches, theaters and journals no far- 
ther ewayv from the Bowery than Broad- 
way. In short, the Ghetto is writing 
everv day for the world new chapters in 
socjg,°ByY. economics, ethics and art. 

Mr. Hapgood’s book is something dif- 
ferent from the usual sociological studies. 
He writes from an intimacy with the Jews 
gained from long association through 
newspaper work, and the book is artistic 
and literary in its purpose, rather than 
scientific, and, as the author says in its 
preface: 

“That the Ghetto has an unpleasant as- 
pect is true as it is trite. But the un- 
pleasant aspect is not the subject of these 
sketches. I was led to spend much time 
in certain poor rasorts gf Yiddish New 
York, not through motives either philan- 
thropic or sociological, but simply by vir- 
tue of the charm I felt in men and things 
there.”’ 

This charm ‘s communicated to the 
reader by a simple narrative that carries 
one tJrough the theaters, cafes and’ even 
to the homes of the people in a natural 
and easy manner.

The author of this volume of verse, 
Ernest Crosby, Has‘his place in contem- 
porary letters: - About two years ago 
Mr. Crosby published a book of radical 
verse éntitied “Plain Talk in’Psaim and 
Parable,’""’ which was highly praised for 
‘its boldness, origirality, and vitality by 
such competent judges of these quali- 
ties as Tolstoi, Bjornson, Markham and 
Zangwill. . 

His second volume of poetry. and the 
third. book which he has published (the 
anti-military novel,. “Captain Jinks. 
Hero,”’ intervening), is composed of verse 
written since anti-imperialism became an 
issue in American politics, and since Mr. 
| Crosby retired to his farm to: Jive the 
“natural life’ to which his. social. philos- 
ophy and -his love of the, country had 
long inclined him. Accordingly. as finely 
indicated. by. the title, the poems seiect- 
ed bear upon two contrasting . themes; 
hatred of war and oppression, and delight 
in spenes of peace and inguatry.. Unity 
of theme and concentration of purpose, 
therefore, mark thé book as a work of 
art in the broadest and highest sense. 

Mr. Crosby’s verse-forms are as oOp- 
posite in character as his themes. He 
employs the strong, free, “verse para- 
grapt.’’ of Whitman, for plain, direct de- 
scription, as did its inventor, and for 
bold indictment of social wrong, as does 
Edward Carpenter, the radical poet of 
England. This verse-form is relieved by 
shorter poems in the simple iyric meas- 
ures hallowed by the use of alj our na- 
ture-loving pcets,

His morbid and. incoherent 
rhapsodies have been received as a new 
gospel in Germany, where people carry 
pocket editions of “Thus Spake Zara- 
thustra.’’ much as pocket testaments are 
carried by pious-minded folk. - Nietzsche 
has had great influence upon the German 
symbofists; next to him Maurice Maeter- 
linck. the so-called Belgian Shakespeare, 
whose ludicrous aberrations sometimes 
degenerate into downright Idiocy. 

Nietzgsche’s sonzs—he 
calls it “A Drunken Song,’ and the title 
is certainly not unsuitable:

Cliivant’s atyle offends and repels by 
its unnatural mannerisms, it's at times 
badly overdrawn, posing and striving for 
effect. Nothing is mcre frank, more ut- 
terly lacking in poses, other than the 
simplest, than the nature of dogs, man’s 
nearest companions among the four- 
footed world. When, therefore, we find a 
dog story written in a style akin to the 
George Meredith novels, a style that 
would easily fit some unmetiiwodized mus- 
ings of the La Gallienne type, we can 
only record the eminent unfitness of, the 
combination, in spite of the love of the 
dog revealed in the pages, and the occa- 
sional strength of the ornate style. at 
least in descriptions of nature.’’-—-Double 
day, Page & Co., publishers, New York.

as much for applying poor paint as for 
ne pest. cP

Zine white combination paints Uuncluding 
ine ready-for-use class) have sutrered 
most undeservedly in reputation because 
Oo, the aesire ot paint buyers, on the 
one hand, to get something that looked 
lise paint for as litthe money as possible, 
ana the efforts of manutacturers to give 
as litile value as possible for the money.

experience, that a properly prepared com- 
bination or pure zinc, pure lead and pure 
linseed oil, makes a more economical and 
satisfactory painting material than any- 
thing else vet devised; but the seeker af- 
ter such material needs to exercise cau- 
tion and be sure that the r »utation of 
ihe manufacturer justifies his claims for 
purity.
